the finals. 


Michael Rutter (Hon) won the North- 
West 200 on the 8.9-mile circuit near 
Coleraine in Northern Ireland, on May 
17. Rutter topped his teammate Ian 
Simpson (Hon), with Ian Duffus (Hon) 
taking third in front of 100,000 specta- 
tors. Three 125cc riders were injured in 
the event. Robert Dunlop suffered a 
broken collarbone and a broken leg, 
while Darren Lindsay and Phelim 
Owens suffered serious leg and head 
injuries, respectively. 


Grant Lopez (Suz) rode to a double win 
at Pikes Peak International Raceway in 
Fountain, Colorado, on May 17, round 
two of the Formula USA series. Michael 
Barnes (Yam) was second in both races, 
leading double third-place finisher Tray 
Batey (Suz) each time. 


The AMA National Championship Hill- 
climb Series got under way in Middle- 
bury, Indiana, on May 17, and it was 
Paul Zander (BSA) taking the win in the 
800сс class. Russ Vander Veen (H-D), in 
his best-ever ride as a Pro, was second, 
ahead of Glen Petty Jr. (H-D). In the

Several of the top World Superbike rid- 
ers completed a test session at Misano in 
Italy, May 12-13, with Ducati’s Troy 
Corser putting in the quickest lap.

ing the 1:34.5 turned in by Yamaha's 
Scott Russell. Corser was also a crash 
victim on the second day, suffering 
abrasions to his right hand. John Kocin- 
ski holds the superbike lap record at 
Misano, a 1:34.290 set in 1996 when he 
rode a factory Ducati. Third quickest at 
the test was Castrol Honda's Aaron 
Slight with his 1:34.55, just ahead of 
Pier-Francesco Chili (1:34.69) and Colin 
Edwards II (1:35.01). Yamaha's Noriyu- 
ki Haga also participated in the test, 
though he is still suffering from the 
effects of his crash during practice for 
the recent Monza round of the series. 
The World Superbike Championship 
will hold its sixth round at Misano on 
June 21.

U.S. Open of Supercross set for Vegas 


staged at the MGM Grand Garden in Las Vegas, Nevada, October 10-11 - an invita- 
tional supercross that will feature a $250,000 purse, with the winner taking home 
$100,000. 

At the recent Glen Helen Motocross National, rumors ran wild about the race, to be 
held in Las Vegas this autumn, following the AMA National Motocross Championship 
circuit and the annual Motocross des Nations event in late September. The gossip insinu- 
ated that Fox Racing, the Morgan Hill, California-based apparel company, was the title 
sponsor of the event. Those rumors have since proven to be factual. 

"Yes, the rumors about the race are true," said Greg Fox, president of Fox Racing, 
from his office in Morgan Hill on Friday, May 15. "There is going to be an AMA-sanc- 
tioned supercross race in October called the U.S. Open of Supercross. Eric Peronnard, a 
key player with the Paris Supercross, and Mike Destefano, a 23-year veteran in the field 
of race promotion and organizer of the off-season Fukuoka Supercross in Japan, are the 
promoters. Fox is the title sponsor of the event, while Chaparral, Pro Circuit and No Fear 
are associate sponsors. A few additional sponsors are pending. 

"The two-day race will take place on October 10th and 11th at the MGM Grand Gar- 
den in Las Vegas," added Fox. "The U.S. Open of Supercross is an invitation-only event 
and we will be inviting the top 15 finishers in the 1998 AMA 250cc Supercross Series, the 
top three finishers in the AMA 125cc East and West Region supercross series, the 1998 
Arenacross Champion, and the 1998 FIM 125cc and 250cc World Motocross Champions. 
That will then leave us with 10 open invitations that will be determined in the approach- 
ing months. Any invited rider who wishes to compete for the $250,000 purse, and a shot 
at the AMA U.S. SX title, will be there. Don't expect too many riders to stay home and 
watch "Seinfeld" reruns. Jeremy McGrath, Jeff Emig, Ricky Carmichael, Doug Henry, 
John Dowd and Mickael Pichon, along with Team Chaparral, Team FMF/Honda and 
Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki, committed to the race before the rest of the 
industry even knew about it. The first-place finisher will take home $100,000, and a por- 
tion of the proceeds from ticket sales will be donated to The Blue Ribbon Coalition, a 
nonprofit organization which fights to protect our riding areas from being closed. Tick- 
ets are available through Ticketmaster, Chaparral and the MGM box office, and will start 
at $40 per day." 

The prospect of staging the premiere event in the city of Las Vegas, world-renowned 
as the neon-lit capital of entertainment, at the massive MGM Hotel and Casino has the 
organizers thrilled. 

"This event will be so luxurious that it will amaze people," said Fox Racing creative 
director Pete Fox. “Just think - you can valet park at this race. Or, if you are staying at 
the MGM Casino-Hotel, you can take the elevator, walk across the carpeted casino and 
into the MGM Grand Garden without ever going outside." 

Destefano, who cut his promotional teeth with supercross founding father Mike 
Goodwin, along with overseeing the hugely successful MTEG Off-Road Championship 
Series during the 1980s, and French entrepreneur Eric Peronnard, who comes to the team 
with a wealth of global motorcycle-industry experience, will promote the race. 

"| have been involved in making a living with motorcycle-related activities for over 
20 years," explained Peronnard from his office in Las Vegas. “I created Desert Only Inc. 


A ccording to event promoters, the AMA-sanctioned U.S. Open of Supercross will be 





with my wife, Carol Nordstrom, and it is a special-event production company that is 
working for such major global companies as Yamaha and Phillip Morris. I've also been 
involved heavily with supercross, having been the rider liaison and coordinator for the 
most famous supercross races in Europe, namely the Paris Bercy, Parc des Princes, Gene- 
va, Barcelona and Milano, Italy supercross events for the last 10 years. Today, we also 
own the biggest Yamaha dealership in Nevada. 

"Supercross is the main passion for Carol and I, and the idea of an MGM race came 
up shortly after the opening of the MGM Grand Garden. Coming from the Paris Super- 
cross in 1995, we realized that the MGM had the potential to duplicate the excitement 
created in Paris. We were then very lucky to find a great partner in Mike Destefano, who 
will help us make the ultimate race and spectacle here in 'Showtown USA' - Las Vegas. 
This is a great challenge for all of us, and we want to treat everybody right! Riders, spec- 
tators, press and staff." 

To illustrate the magnitude of the event, a number of the world's greatest supercross 
pilots have already made commitments, whether they be verbal or written, to be at the 
MGM in Las Vegas come October. 

"The racing will be incredible, with McGrath, Lusk, Emig, Henry, Pichon, Hughes, 
Dowd, and a number of others all competing on one track at one time for the $100,000 
prize and AMA U.S. Open title," Pete Fox said. "Highly anticipated is the fact that it will 
be Ricky Carmichael's first-ever Supercross race on a 250. The U.S. SX will be won by the 
rider with the best combined finishes over the two-day event." 

And what do the riders themselves think of the proposed one-off venture? 

“It's $100,000 to win - of course I'm excited,” said Jeremy McGrath оп May 15, just 
prior to heading up north for the Sacramento National. "It will be a small track, but 
they'll pack it up with spectators. I'm excited about it. I think it will be like the Paris 
Supercross - small, but very serious." 

Apparently, McGrath isn't the only rider excited about the prospect of quick wealth 
and fame - the foundation upon which Las Vegas was built. "I just found out about it," 
added McGrath's Chaparral teammate Jimmy Button. “Hell, yes, I think it will be good. 
Vegas, the MGM, $100,000 - it will be like a big heavyweight title fight. I think this is the 
way it should be - more like golf. Huge races for huge dollars - it's going to be killer!" 

Although the race is still five months off, initial reaction to it has been extremely posi- 
tive. 

“Everyone is stoked on the event," said Greg Fox. "The AMA’s stoked. The riders are 
stoked. The industry is stoked. The fans will be stoked. The U.S. SX is going to extremely 
good for the sport." 

And while the enterprising group of players responsible for bringing the event to life 
obviously want it to be a profitable venture, they appear to be working toward a higher 
cause. 

"Everyone involved has one objective: to do something good for the sport we all 
love," stated Eric Peronnard. "Everyone involved is sticking their necks out and doing 
something instead of sitting around. 1998 will mark the inaugural AMA U.S. Open 
Championship. The MGM already has the 1999 event scheduled, and into the next cen- 
tury, the U.S. Open will continue to grow as a premier event in American Supercross.”

History remade 


Billed as a “massive celebration of motorcycle 
nostalgia at an historic circuit” is the 1998 ver- 
sion of the Coupes Moto Legende, to be held in 
France, May 23-24, at the Montlhery circuit, 15 


miles south of Paris. 


Built in 1924 by a French newspaper mag- 
nate who was the vintage Gallic version of 
Rupert Murdoch, the partly banked Montlhery 
circuit annually plays host to an increasingly 
large number of historic events on two and 
four wheels, of which this is the biggest motor- 


cycle event by far. 


This year's edition will recognize Honda's 
50th birthday by mounting a major exhibition 
of every single Honda road-going motorcycle, 
as well as the most important competition 
machines. In addition, stars of yesteryear such 
as the ubiquitous John Surtees, Giacomo Agos- 
tini and Sammy Miller will mount their usual 
display of mouthwatering machinery, includ- 
ing the unique horizontal-cylinder F-model 
works Norton 500 which Surtees has just fin- 


ished re-creating. 


This will top the bill of historic machinery 
of all kinds that will take to the track during 
Montlhery’s Moto Legende weekend, which 
has now become the largest annual event of 
its kind on the mainland of Europe, attracting 
a huge crowd of tens of thousands of specta- 


tors. 


Dorna deal moving forward 

As reported in “In The Wind” last 
month, Grand Prix racing has new own- 
ers. Following on the heels of British- 
based media giant Octagon’s takeover of 
the World Superbike Championship 
earlier this year, the sale has now been 
announced of its smaller Spanish coun- 
terpart, Dorna Promocion del Deporte, 
which owns the rights to the World 
Championship Road Race series. 

Dorna, which was acquired by the 
country’s leading bank, Banco San- 
tander, as part of its 1994 bailout of its 
failed rival Banesto, is being sold to 
London-based venture capital fund 
CVC Capital Partners Europe Ltd. via its 
Madrid office for an agreed-upon sum 
of 6.6 billion pesetas (about $43 million), 
plus assumption of the debt owed by 
Dorna to Banesto of around 5.5 billion 
pesetas ($36 million). 

The buy-out deal (thus totaling about 
$80 million) is still, however, provision- 
al, pending CVC's satisfactory conclu- 
sion of the due-diligence investigative 
process - likely perhaps to take longer 
than usual, because of the murky nature 
of Banesto’s past history, which includes 
the fact that the bank’s former president, 
Mario Conde, was arrested last year and 
sentenced to a six-year jail term in the 
first of a series of trials in which the 
once high-flying banker and his friends 
are accused of massive fraud, after 
Spain’s central bank uncovered a huge 
$5 billion black hole in Banesto’s 
accounts in 1993. 

Dorna, which owns the controlling 
rights to Grand Prix racing granted to 
them by the FIM until 2006, was 
acquired by Banesto from the founding 
Garcia Pardo brothers in 1990, in a deal 
later criticized by the Bank of Spain and 
a Spanish government commission as 
allegedly forming part of Conde’s sys- 
tematic process of embezzlement and 
fraud. 

Specializing in perimeter advertising 
for major soccer clubs in Spain and Eng- 
land (with a very successful rotational- 
signs subsidiary in the United States), as 
well as marketing TV transmission 
rights of sporting events, Dorna first 
became involved in GP motorcycle man- 
agement in 1991 as partners of Formula 
One car-racing supremo Bernie Eccle-

stone, when, in November of that year, 
Ecclestone reached a deal with then-FIM 
president Jos Vaessen to assume control 
of GP bike racing via his Two Wheels 
Promotions company. But for reasons 
never confirmed on the record, Eccle- 
stone grew disenchanted with his 
motorcycle investment and withdrew, 
leaving Dorna to assume sole control. 

Over time, Dorna's current manage- 
ment team of Jaime Mas and Carmelo 
Ezpeleta - who deserve due credit for 
rescuing Dorna from the aftermath of 
the Conde connection, and whom CVC 
has confirmed it will maintain in place 
after the takeover is concluded - has liq- 
uidated other interests to focus on GP 
bike racing, which represented the 
major part of Dorna's 1997 turnover of 
$53 million, yielding a net profit for that 
year of $2 million. 

CVC's medium-term objective is 
reportedly to float part of Dorna's capi- 
tal on the stock market, once the compa- 
ny's annual profits increase three-fold 
and broach the billion-peseta barrier. 

This underlines the very different 
nature of the Dorna takeover from the 
Octagon acquisition of SBK/World 
Superbike. There, SBK has been acquired 
by a multifaceted sports-marketing com- 
pany (Octagon) that is a subsidiary of 
the world's largest promotional-services 
conglomerate (the Interpublic Group), 
and that views SBK as an integral part of 
its menu of sports-related services, and 
is thus very unlikely to be sold off. By 
comparison, CVC's acquisition of the 
Spanish custodian of the Grand Prix 
rights is something else entirely. CVC 
(formerly known as Citicorp Venture 
Capital) was formerly the New York- 
based equity-investment arm of the 
giant Citicorp bank, until it was spun off 
as an independent entity in 1993 - 
though Citicorp remains one of its 
biggest clients. 

Today, CVC has an $840 million 
equity investment fund, which it has 
used to take over businesses as diverse 
as Formica in Britain, the Australian 
Building Products Group down under, 
and the largest chain of Wendy's ham- 
burger franchises in the United States. 
CVC is therefore in every way in the 
same position vis-a-vis Dorna as fellow 
financial opportunists TPG were in 





acquiring a controlling shareholding in 
Ducati: They're experts in leveraged 
takeovers of underperforming compa- 
nies with attractive assets - such as 
Ducati's quality product and stellar 
image, and Dorna's contractual grip on 
the most prestigious branch of motorcy- 
cle sport. 

In return for pumping money and, 
often, management expertise into their 
new acquisitions, companies such as 
TPG and CVC expect to make a substan- 
tial profit when they bring the revital- 
ized companies to the stock market - as 
CVC has already said it plans to do with 
Dorna, and TPG with Ducati - or else 
someone makes them an outright offer 
to buy it. 

In the meantime, CVC will give 
Ezpeleta & Co. a free hand and the nec- 
essary finances to develop the business 
in any way it thinks best, and that will 
probably include diversifying back into 
other sports - like soccer - from which 
the cash-strapped Spanish company has 
had to pull out. Dorna's hitherto essen- 
tially Hispanic management culture will 
certainly become more international in 
nature, just as Ducati's ultra-Italian 
management and business ethos is now 
truly mid-Atlantic. So expect certain 
idiocies - such as the recent removal of 
the press pass of Gunther Wiesinger, the 
Swiss doyen of GP journos, by Dorna 
management for daring to criticize them 
in print - to be no more, and the many 
areas of concern that GP luminaries 
such as Kenny Roberts and Wayne 
Rainey have consistently highlighted to 
be addressed. 

Two major concerns will be to turn 
back the outflow of major sponsors - 
such as Rothmans and Lucky Strike - 
that have pulled out of GP racing in 
recent years, and to encourage the 
involvement of more manufacturers, 
sponsors and especially teams and rid- 
ers from countries other than the Grand 
Prix hard core of Japan, Spain and Italy. 


„This will include addressing the unsatis- 


factory situation of three of this season's 
15 GP races being held in Spain, and 
two in Italy - but none in the United 
States, the biggest market of all for just 
about everything: bike sales, TV audi- 
ences, advertisers, sponsors, etc., etc. To 
be a true World Championship, Grand 
Prix racing must become a truly world- 
wide sport once again. 

To sum up, if the CVC deal goes 
through, Grand Prix racing will have 
new owners behind the scenes, and, to 
start with at least, there will be little 
obvious change. But, just as TPG has so 
totally transformed Ducati in little more 
than a year, so the CVC company doc- 
tors pulling the strings of Ezpeleta & Co. 
will be expecting quick results, so as to 
maximize the chances of a prompt 
return on its investment. Dorna man- 
agement will be under pressure to per- 
form fast - and will surely realize that, 
to do so, they must bring all the ele- 
ments in the GP paddock (manufactur- 
ers, teams, sponsors, riders, promoters - 
and press) with them. 

With the revitalized appeal of the 
500cc class as displayed in the Suzuka 
GP a key element, expect GP racing to 
take on a new lease on life, and start 
fighting hard to win back sponsors, 
spectators and viewers. 

Oh - and forget all that mealy- 
mouthed stuff we heard from Dorna, 
Flammini and the FIM about GP racing 
and World Superbike not being in com- 
petition with each other! Just as 
CART /Indycar and Formula One hate 
each other's guts and compete on every 
level via the worldwide medium of TV, 


` so both forms of two-wheeled road rac- 





ing will be locked in even greater con- 
tention for the top spot in the eyes of 
advertisers, promoters, sponsors and 
viewers around the world. And espe- 
cially now that their respective owners - 
Octagon and a revitalized Dorna - are 
such direct competitors in the outward- 
ly urbane but inwardly cutthroat busi- 
ness of sports marketing. We, the spec- 
tators and viewers, can only benefit 
from this. 


History remade Il 

In recognition of the ongoing appeal of 
historic racing - but true competitive 
races, rather than “regularity” events 
where you must aim to make the same 
mistake every lap in hopes of setting a 
consistent lap time! - the organizers of 
the Dutch TT taking place at Assen, Hol- 
land, on June 27 have promoted the two 
Historic TT races from the Thursday of 
TT Week, on which they've traditionally 
been held for.the past 10 years (the first 
one took place in 1987, won by, er, yours 
truly on a Paton twin!), to the Saturday 
race day, as the only support events to 
the 500cc/250cc/ 125cc/Sidecar GP races. 

Organized as always by IHRO - the 
nonprofit organization that brought his- 
toric racing to GPs in France, Italy, 
Spain, Britain and Holland 10 years ago 
- both the 350cc and 500cc Dutch His- 
toric TTs will be held at the conclusion 
of the GP race program. These will cer- 
tainly once again attract the cream of 
pre- 73 classic racers and machines from 
all over the world - especially as IHRO 
rules outlaw the tricked-out, lightweight 
replicas that appear in other forms of 
classic racing. 

“This is a great vote of confidence in 
our track record," says IHRO organizer 
Graham Boothby, "as well as underlin- 
ing IHRO's ability to deliver thrilling 
racing with authentic, historic bikes." 

Given that Dutch rider Dirk Brand 
won the 1997 500cc race at Assen on his 
Seeley-Matchless by passing Briton John 
Cronshaw's BSA in the last corner, that 
claim seems justified. 


History remade Ill 
Also intent on offering a points-scoring 
championship series for Classic racers is 
Britain’s George Beale, one of the 
world’s leading restorers and collectors 
of Historic bikes, and perhaps best 
known for the faithfully executed repli- 
cas he makes and sells of the Matchless 
G50 single, four-cylinder Benelli and 
six-cylinder Honda period GP racers. 
For 1998, Beale has established a born- 
again “Continental Circus” consisting of 
the world’s top 500cc Classic racers, 
who will take part in a four-race series 
(with a possible fifth round) held as a 
support class to major events. Kicking 
off at the Spanish round of the World 
Superbike Championship at Albacete оп 
May 24, with successive races at Misano 
in Italy on June 21 and Austria’s А1- 
Ring on August 30 (both also at SBK 
World rounds), plus the Truck GP at the 
Nurburgring on July 12 and a possible 
final round at the Imola bike GP on Sep- 
tember 5 (provided space сап be found 
in the Italian circuit’s small paddock!), 
the International Classic Championship 
is open to the same рге-'73 drum-braked 
GP machines that take part in IHRO 
events, but with no minimum weight 
limit. Beale says his aim is to develop 
the new series into a full World Cham- 
pionship within the next two years, and 
has selected 33 riders from the many 
applications received from all over the 
world to take part in the debut series. 
These include American ace Stephen 


-Mathews, France's Bruno Leroy, Swiss; 


veteran star Franz Glauser, Dutch cham- 
pion Adrie de Ridder, and the cream of 
British classic racing talent, such as John 
Cronshaw, Bill Swallow, Bob Jackson 
and Glen English, all mounted on Manx 
Norton and Matchless G50-powered sin- 
gles, with a handful of other makes - but 
as yet, no multicylinder, more-exotic 
bikes. Beale says he’s studying a wild- 
card system to allow the three final 
places on each 36-bike grid to be taken 
up by local stars, and he is already work- 
` ing on an expanded 1999 race series. 


History remade TT 

The British Isles still leads the world in 
making the past come alive, though - 
and it’s perhaps in recognition of this 
that Honda has decided to hold the 
principal European two-wheeled cele- 
bration of its corporate 50th birthday 
this year on the Isle of Man, during TT 
fortnight. 

A massive influx of the Japanese 
company’s employees and dealers will 
be coming to the island from all over the 
world to atténd a variety of celebrations 
as well as the TT race program, in which 
Honda will be going all out to make a 
clean sweep by winning every race. This 
even includes the Singles TT for Super- 
mono machines, a class in which Honda 
has so far not produced a competitive 
entry at the international level. Howev- 
er, by flying the Yajima Honda that 
dominates one branch of Japanese short- 
circuit SoS racing to Britain especially 
for former Singles TT winner Jim Mood- 
ie to ride in the race, Honda is hoping to 
take care of this one weak link. 

The main celebration of a historic 
nature of Honda's big five-oh during TT 
Week will be a parade of historic Honda 
race machinery of every kind - mainly 
road racers, but MX World Champions 
and Paris-Dakar winners, too! - between 
the opening Formula One and Sidecar 
TTs on Saturday, June 6. To ride them, 
Honda is flying in a star-studded lineup 
of its former works riders, some of 
whom will be making their Isle of Man 
TT debut. Top of the list of such debu- 
tants is none other than former 
500/250cc World Champion Freddie 
Spencer, alongside French endurance 
star Jean-Claude Chemarin and enduro 
ace Cyril Neveu, along with established 
TT stars such as Ron Haslam, Ralph 
Bryans, Luigi Taveri and Steve Hislop. 
Honda's former TT Formula One World 
Champion Carl Fogarty was invited, but 
will be trying to regain his World Super- 
bike title on a Ducati at Monza the same 
day! 

The bikes taking part in the Honda 
Parade will then be displayed in the 
main square of Castletown the follow- 
ing day - Mad Sunday, it's called - 
alongside the other historic racers taking 
part in the 1998 version of the annual 
Lap of Honour, to be held on June 8. 
These will include the monocoque John 
Player Norton with which Peter 
Williams won the F750 TT exactly 25 
years ago in 1973 - now owned by Span- 
ish enthusiast Joaquin Folch and set to 
be accompanied in the parade by three 
other JPNs, as a tribute to the Norton 
company's 100th birthday this year 
(that's right - twice as old as Honda!). 

But sharing star billing in the '98 Lap 
of Honour will be the Ducati V-twin that 
the great Mike Hailwood took to a fairy- 
tale victory on the Isle of Man on his 
return to TT racing 20 years ago, in 1978. 
The bike has been lent by its American 
owner to the man who prepared it for 
Hailwood to race, Steve Wynne, and it 
will be ridden in the parade by Phil 
Read, whose works Honda “Mike the 


Cub crawi 

Honda's growth as a company - becoming the world number 
one in motorcycle manufacturing - was founded on the com- 
mercial success of the C90 Cub step-through scooter, intro- 
duced in 1948 and still being built in updated form today. 
When Honda motorcycle production passed the 100 million 
mark earlier this year, more than 25 percent of that remarkable 
total was comprised of production of the bike that kicked off 
volume production 50 years ago: the Cub. 

More than 27 million of the practical step-throughs have 
been built to date - making the achievement of Britain's Adam 
Paul, earning himself a place in the Guinness Book of Records 
aboard a C90 Cub in Honda's 50th-birthday year, all the more 
likely to be appreciated around the world. For that's where 
Paul rode his Honda C90 - around the world, becoming the 
first person to circumnavigate the globe by motorcycle from 
Cape Horn in South America to the Cape of Good Hope in 
South Africa - the long way around, via Siberia and Alaska! 

Paul, who celebrated his 30th birthday during the trip, trav- 
eled through 36 countries and across five continents during his 
journey, which for the purposes of the Guinness record cov- 
ered 36,687 miles. However, taking into account one or two 
sightseeing excursions and general running around en route, 
the total mileage on his Cub's speedo now reads 48,400 - all 
achieved without any mechanical problems of any kind for the 
little bike he calls “Nelly.” 

Apart from 23 services which Adam carried out himself, the 
Honda required only normal consumables such as tires, air fil- 
ters and spark plugs to help him complete his trip. The C90's 
worldwide popularity meant he was never far from a source of 
spare parts - which was a good thing, since he crashed three

times, fortunately without injury or undue damage to the 
machine. 

Not surprisingly, Adam didn't receive a single speeding 
ticket during his marathon journey. But he was robbed once (in 
Peru), and was stopped by police four times - for going too 
slowly on freeways! 


Bike" caught and passed that day en 
route to a memorable win. I hope seeing 
it in action again doesn't spoil Honda's 
birthday party - but then, it is Ducati's 
big 50 this year, too! 


Aprilia to buy Bimota? 
Though both parties deny all knowledge 
of any link (well, they would, wouldn't 
they?), persistent rumors in Italy sug- 
gest that Aprilia is set to purchase Bimo- 
ta outright - rumors perhaps fueled by 
the fact that former Bimota chief engi- 
neer Pierluigi Marconi recently moved 
to Aprilia, supposedly to set up a new 
R&D studio for the company a stone's 
throw from Bimota's Rimini factory. 
Buying Bimota and using this as 
Aprilia's high-end R&D base might be 
much more cost-effective, as well as 
ensuring that Marconi was reunited with 
his proven team of carefully chosen engi- 
neers. Bimota is known to be strapped 
for cash because of the delay in getting 
its troublesome two-stroke 500cc Vdue 
into production, and though the line of 
credit extended by its bankers - the Cassa 
di Risparmio di Bologna, which also 
owns 15 percent of the small manufactur- 
er's equity - is. sufficient to keep it afloat 





pending the arrival of the new SB8R, 
cash-rich Aprilia's offer for the company, 
if real, could be hard to resist. 

Suzuki's holdup in delivering sup- 
plies of the TL1000R V-twin engine 
which will power the SB8R isn't help- 
ing, but with its own such bike delayed 
in reaching production, there's no way 
around this. 

Bimota's shareholders may decide to 
tough it out - but a takeover could make 
sense, especially as Aprilia already has 
its own engine-supply agreement with 
Suzuki (for the RGV250 motor used in 


the Aprilia RS250), and with Bimota , 


increasingly focusing on using Suzuki 
engines for its bikes. 

However, Bimota management 
insists that the company has ridden out 
the Vdue debacle, with much-improved 
versions of the fuel-injected two-stroke

around the world - a year late. Under 
new company president Camillo Mar- 
tinotti, Bimota is set to return to its 
roots, with an increasing emphasis on 
the link between racing and its road- 
bike range that was responsible for 
bringing Bimota to the fore back in the 
1980s. This will certainly entail a return 
to the World Superbike series in 1999 





with a high-profile factory team using 
the SB8R V-twin - but it also means a 
new Ducati-powered sportbike, the 
DB4, set to be launched at the Munich 
Show in September. This will be very 
much a year-2000 version of the classic 
DB1, which bailed Bimota out of bank- 
ruptcy the first time around in 1983, but 
using the oval-section alloy-tube frame 
of the Mantra/DB3, though with sport- 
bike styling that will be much less radi- 
cal and more purist-looking than the 
Lakic-designed Mantra sport cruiser. 
Fitted with a fuel-injected version of 
the two-valve desmo V-twin engine 
from Ducati's own 900SS - Ducati has 
ereviewed its decision to break off its 
links with Bimota, and agreed to supply 
engines for the new bike, according to 
factory insiders - this will enable Bimota 
to deliver a high-end sportbike powered 
by the classic two-valve desmo motor 
(and so more costly than Ducati's own 
such bike), and to compete in the 
increasingly popular Sound of Thunder 
World Series and related BEARS/BoTT 
racing classes worldwide, aiming to 
regain the World Series title the Italian 
marque won in 1996 with the works 
DB2 tuned by Vee Two Australia, rid- 
den by yours truly. су 





Shiver shoved 
Remember the Aprilia Shiver, the distinctively styled V-twin 
cruiser show bike that made an appearance or two around the 
show circuit a couple of years ago? Well, it has failed the taste 
test and won't be put into production, says company boss 
Ivano Beggio. 

“We presented the Shiver to various customer clinics all 
over Europe,” Beggio told France’s Moto Journal magazine, 
“and it didn’t receive the necessary approval to justify being 
readied for production. That's disappointing, but it won't stop 
us from moving on. We'll remain faithful to the idea of doing 
things our way rather than copying others, because this policy 
has been proven to work. Seven times out of 10, the choices 
that we make have been shown to bear fruit." 

Though the disappointing sales of the Philippe Starck- 
designed Moto 6.5 helped make up part of the Aprilia's 30-per- 
cent failure rate, expect Starck's rival design for a custom cruis- 
er - which Beggio personally was known to favor all along, 
compared to the more radical-looking Shiver which was 
pushed hard by Aprilia's own styling department - to be dust- 
ed off instead. 

“We're very happy with our collaboration with Starck, and 
it will be pursued," promises Beggio. “I ride a Moto 6.5 myself, 


and it's a good bike which allowed Aprilia to become better 
known, even if it didn't have the sales success we expected." 


After failing the taste test, Aprilia's Shiver won't be put into 
production. The bike's designer, Philippe Starck, will continue to 
collaborate with Aprilia, and his design for a custom cruiser will 
likely be produced. 
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MUGELLO, ITALY, MAY 17 
T t was a day for all ages at the Italian 
|| Grand Prix, with the youngest Grand 
A Prix leader and the second-oldest 
Grand Prix winner. But in the premier 
500cc class, it was the old master Mick 
Doohan giving Italian hero Max Biaggi a 
lesson in race strategy by beating him 
soundly with a forceful late-race push 
on the Repsol Honda to earn his sixth 
victory in a row at the Circuito Inter- 
nazionale del Mugello. 

Biaggi didn't disappoint at the start, 
taking the lead from Doohan on the sec- 
ond lap, with Honda Gresini's Alex Bar- 
ros getting between them. Ever patient, 
Doohan waited and stalked, passing 
Barros first, then closing in for the pass 
on Biaggi on the ninth оҒ 23 laps. From 
then on, Biaggi was never far away until 
the final few laps, when Doohan 
dropped his lap times and Biaggi 
couldn't keep up, preferring to take a 
secure second in front of a highly parti- 
san crowd of 60,000 on an intermittently 
sunny day in the Apennine foothills of 
Tuscany. 

The difference came down to tires. 
Doohan said he was told to take it easy 
for the first few laps to get heat into the 
tires, but that didn't work. Like Biaggi, 
he'd chosen the softest of the three 
Michelin rears. Unlike Biaggi, he went 
with a hard front. Biaggi, who is mucha 
easier on the front end, chose the softest 
of the three. 

^Once Biaggi got away, I knew had 
to get by Barros," Doohan said. "I 
thought I'd go straight past him (Biaggi) 
and see if I could continue to pull away, 
but Max came right with me. At the end 
I saw .5, which I hadn't seen before, so I 
put my head down again and did 53s. 
Either Max couldn't come with me or 
decided he couldn't catch me. I was glad 
I could slow down the last few laps." 

For Doohan, it was his 48th career 
500cc win, tying him for fourth on the 
all-time win list (all classes) with Phil 
Read. 

“I have to say this is an excellent 
result for me," Biaggi said after being 
swarmed by fans. "From Friday, my 
first day on 500 here, to today, we 
improve a lot and that's what it's going 


' to be for all the other tracks." 


Doohan's Repsol Honda teammate 
Alex Criville was third, running by him- 
self for the duration, never challenged 
and never challenging. 

“In the beginning, I was there follow- 
ing Mick and Max," Criville said. "But 
in the middle of the race I had some 
problems with the backside, the tire 
went down a little bit and the four (rid- 
ers) behind me was seven, eight sec- 
onds, so I decide to be in third position. 
At the end it was a little boring for me 
because it was difficult to catch Max and 
concentrate, but third is good points." 

The most movement came in the 
fight over fourth. The race settled into a 
pattern on about the fourth lap, with 
Honda Gresini's Alex Barros at the front 
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of a line which included MoviStar 
Honda Pons' John Kocinski, Yamaha 
Team Rainey's Norick Abe, Kocinski's 
teammate Carlos Checa, Suzuki's Nobu- 
atsu Aoki, and Red Bull Yamaha 
WCN's Simon Crafar. 

Barros was destined to fade, slipping 
from third to fourth on the fourth lap, 
then all the way to ninth. The problem 
was tires. He'd gone with soft at front 
and rear but, since his chassis wasn't set 
up properly and the front end was 
pushing, he was hindered. As he fell 
back, the others ascended, with Checa 
being the most successful. 

Eighth on the 10th lap, Checa passed 
teammate Kocinski with four laps to go 
and then held him off at the flag by less 
than two-tenths of a second. Kocinski 
said that as the race progressed and the 
fuel load went down, he was having a 
hard time keeping the front end on line. 
Not long after that, his rear tire was 
gone. 

Yamaha Team Rainey's Abe was 
sixth with a sliding rear tire, a couple of 
seconds back, with Red Bull Yamaha 
WCN's Simon Crafar taking his best GP 
finish ever in seventh. 

Next came Aoki on the Suzuki - like 
the others, suffering tire problems - and 
then Barros. Ў 

Crafar’s teammate Regis Laconi was 
10th, in front of the Marlboro Team 
Roberts Modenas of Ralf Waldmann. 
After testing new Lotus Engineering-

designed bodywork all weekend, Wald- 
mann opted for the stock bodywork for 
the race, and his performance was 
markedly better. 

“The standard fairing is better at the 
moment - the lap times prove it,” he 
said. 

Waldmann’s teammate, Kenny 
Roberts Jr., had an off day, retiring on 
the 11th lap after running into carbure- 
tion and engine problems. It was his 
first DNF in nine races. 

“The motor started missing and 
backing up and then the clutch started 
going,” Roberts Jr. said. 

FCC TSR’s Matt Wait had a short 
day, crashing out on the first lap. 

Doohan broke his own race record by 
about seven seconds, completing the 23- 
lap, 74.96-mile race in 43 minutes, 55.307 
seconds, at an average speed of 102.404 
mph. His margin of victory was 5.395 
seconds, most of it gained in the final 
four laps when he pushed hard and 
Biaggi thought better of chasing after 
him and backed off. 

The win, Doohan's second of the 
year, allowed him to knock five points 
off Biaggi's championship lead and 
move past Criville into second place. 
After five of 15 races, Biaggi leads with 










77 points; Doohan has 70, and Criville 
has 67. 

Marcellino Lucchi, the 41-year-old 
Aprilia test rider, became the second- 
oldest GP winner when he won the 
Aprilia-dominated 250cc race, a race 
that was run in two parts after it was 
stopped early on because of rain. Luc- 
chi, when he's not testing for Aprilia, is 
a garbage collector in his hometown of 
Cesena and has few opportunities to 
shine; today was one of them. He fin- 
ished second behind teammate Valenti- 
no Rossi when the race was stopped on 
the seventh lap. The track dried, the race 
began anew, and Lucchi ran a close sec- 
ond on the track to second segment 
leader (and Aprilia teammate) Tetsuya 
Harada. When the times from the two 
portions were combined, Lucchi had 
won. 

Lucchi credited the rain for his suc- 
cess. He said that he'd chosen the wrong 
tire for the first segment, then corrected 
it while waiting out the rain for the sec- 
ond race to start. By the time the race 
was restarted, the track had dried com- 
pletely. 

"The last lap, I was thinking of the 
interview I did yesterday, because yes- 
terday they told me (Max) Biaggi's not 
there and maybe I could win," Lucchi 
said. "I said, "When the pope dies, He's 
going to have another one' and today 
God made me the new pope, and I’m 
very happy." 

On combined time, second went to 
Rossi, the colorful Ttalian teenager mak- 
ing up two seconds in the final two laps 
to move back in front of Harada, who 
finished third on combined time. Rossi 
celebrated by stopping on the track to 
put on a full-faced helmet, then stripped 
off his leathers to reveal multi-colored 
swimming trunks. He added sandals, 
sunglasses and threw a beach towel 
around his neck. His antics, though 
crowd-pleasing, may have earned him a 
fine from the IRTA, however. 

Loris Capirossi finished fourth and 
continues to lead the championship 
with 58 points - four more than Harada.. 
Chesterfield Team Tech3's Olivier 
Jacque, who pulled out of the second 
part of the race due to injuries suffered 
in qualifying, is third with 43 points. 

In the 125cc Grand Prix, Team UGT- 
3000's Tomomi Manako led across the 
stripe to begin the final lap and again to 
end the final lap, and so earned the win. 
But the story of the final lap is the one 
that defines the race and provided 
enough excitement for several races in 
what was clearly the most competitive 
125cc GP of the year. 

There was the usual bump-and-grind 
among the tight group of seven as the 
lap progressed, but it was in the final 
turn that all hell broke loose. 

OXS Matteoni's Mirko Giansanti 
went up the inside of the pack to take 
the lead entering the final looping 
downhill left before the long run to the 
flag. It was soon obvious that he was in 
too hot, and he high-sided on the exit. 
Givi Honda LCR's Nobby Ueda, who 
led much of the race and was sitting in 
second, was forced off the track and 
through the runoff area. He finished 
seventh. 

Ueda's teammate Lucio Cecchinello, 
who was in the pack, had nowhere to go 
and center-punched Giansanti's bike, 


tumbling off the track. The final 
Giansanti victim was ОСТ 300075 Kazu- 
to Sakata, who wheelied as he side- 
swiped Giansanti’s Honda and finished 
fourth, 

That left the run to the flag to Man- 
ako, who beat 15-year-old Marco 
Melandri by half a bike length (officially 
.044 of a second), with Team Polini Inox- 
macel’s Gianluigi Scalvini a shadow 
third, just .201 of a second behind. 

“T planned a last-lap move and want- 
ed to arrive in the last corner in third 
position in order to be able to take 
advantage of the slipstream as well on 
my way to the checkered flag,” Manako 
said. “But when Giansanti crashed, 
Ueda had to avoid his bike with a hard 
braking maneuver. Sakata ran over 
Giansanti’s front wheel, and all of sud- 
den it was me with a clear track ahead.” 


“At the beginning of the season, I 
never thought I could finish on the podi- 
um this year,” Melandri said. 

In winning his first Grand Prix since 
1996, Manako completed the 20-lap, 
65.18-mile race in 40 minutes, 53.607 sec- 





onds - nearly 13 seconds slower than 
last year’s race. His average speed was 
95.641 mph. 

With the win, Manako takes over the 
championship lead from Sakata, 81-73, 
after four of 15 rounds. Ueda is a distant 
third with 45. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


The first part of the 250cc race only 
lasted six laps, with Rossi putting his 
hand up on the seventh to stop the race 
because of rain. Up until then he and the 
rest of the Aprilia riders were comfort- 
ably in command as the entire front row 
grabbed the first four places, though not 
in the same order as they'd qualified. 

Lucchi had gotten the jump on the 
field and led until the third lap, when 
Rossi went by in пгт опе. From then on 
the two were never far apart, with 
Capirossi coming up to join them on the 
fifth lap and sticking with them until 
Rossi stopped it on the seventh. At that 
point, Rossi had a .159-of-a-second lead 
over Lucchi, with Capirossi another .637 
of a second behind.

The fourth Aprilia was ridden by 
Harada, who had stalled on the line 
because of clutch problems and had also 
been rammed from behind. When he 
finally got going, he was well back. 
Once up to speed, he was a terror, pass- 
ing riders in bunches until he was up to 
fourth ending the sixth lap. With scoring 
reverting to the end of the lap, Harada 
was more than eight seconds behind, a 
gap he'd have to make up to land a 
place on the podium. 

Harada took a flyer on the restart, 
soon to be joined by Lucchi. Rossi's start 
wasn't brilliant, though he was up to 
third on the second lap of the restart, 
but behind Lucchi on cumulative time. 
To ensure victory, he'd basically have to 





finish in front of both Lucchi and 
Capirossi, the latter having separated 
himself from the pack on the third lap of 
the restart. 

After nine of 21 laps Lucchi had a 
three-second lead on Rossi, with 
Capirossi third, another two seconds back 
and a little more than two in front of 
Harada. After them came a pack of four, 
all bunched together on aggregate time, 
followed by the rest of the 22-rider field. 

The halfway point in the 21-lap race 
was marked with Lucchi stretching his 
advantage - 4.088 seconds over Rossi, 
with Capirossi less than a second back, 
and Harada another 2.5 seconds arrears. 

The pack behind was now led by 
Benetton Honda's Tohru Ukawa and 


Doohan’s record, Doohan's pole 








The intimacy that Mick Doohan has with the Mugello cir- 
cuit can be seen in his success here. The four-time 500cc 
World Champion has won the last five races at Mugello and 
has been on pole in five of the last six years. He added to that 
count today, lowering his own qualifying record for his sec- 
ond pole of the year and the 52nd of his career. More impres- 
sively, six of the 27 laps.he turned in on the 3.26-mile Tuscan 
track were good enough for the pole, the best of which - a 
1:53.282 - was the best of the 25-rider field by nearly half a 
second. 

"That session was basically the same as what we've been 
working toward all weekend," said the Repsol rider, who led a 
string a six Honda ridérs at the front of the grid. "We found a 
good setup this morning and we didn't change that too much 
for the afternoon session. But 1 came up against quite a lot of 

‚ traffic toward the end of the session when I started trying to go 
for my fast laps. So really I’m actually surprised to have done 
the time that I did at the end of the session. Hopefully, the con- 
ditions will stay similar for the race tomorrow so that we can 
continue to be consistent." 

Even though he's mastered the track, Doohan feels that it's a 
one-line circuit. 

“I still have to be fairly inch-perfect," he said. “The real 
‘problems come when I'm mixing it in traffic, because I've not 
got the confidence to wash off speed at maximum lean." 

As usual, the order at the top of the time charts changed in 
the final minutes, with Honda Gresini's Alex Barros moving up 
to take second, by far his best qualifying | effort of the past two 
years. 

“I’m obviously very happy with my position on the grid, but 
I'm still a little concerned about the race because I have no idea 
what the pace will be and if I'll be able to maintain fast laps 
times very consistently," said the Brazilian, whose Italian team 
considers this its home GP. "The track isn't as good as it was in 
1997. It's very bumpy out there, which makes it very difficult to 
find the right settings. The bike is very fast and we're now get- 

_ ting the hang of the settings that work." 

World Championship leader Max Biaggi was third fastest, 
maintaining his record of being on the front row for all four of 
“his 500cc races. There was some pressure on Biaggi here, his 
success in the early season bringing considerably more interest 


to the class and to racing in general, and the trouble he was hav- 
ing getting the Marlboro Kanemoto Honda set up properly was 
taxing the patience of the team. 

Publicly, he put on a brave face, accentuating the positive in 
his having. improved his time and position. 

"Today was better than yesterday, first, because I now know 
the track better on a 500, and second, because we worked out 
some of our problems," the Roman said. "We scheduled various 
tests and evaluations today and the bike is better, though we 
still have a little chatter. We will try another setting for the 
morning warmup, and if that doesn't work maybe we'll try 
something different for the race. Otherwise, IIl just have to cope 
k dl it. We're also having some trouble finding a compromise 
between stability and maneuverability. For sure it will be diffi- 
cult to beat Doohan tomorrow; he's very, very strong here. But 
of course, I'll try." 

Team MoviStar Honda Pons' Carlos Checa was fourth 
fastest, but just barely. He needed a late-session burst on a qual- 
ifying tire to, get into the 53s and his times otherwise weren't 
nearly as consistent. 

"Being on the front row is always satisfactory, but I feel even 
happier with the job we've achieved in setting up the bike," the 
Spaniard said. “This has always been a difficult race track for 
me. If nothing strange happens, it’s true that the race will be 
decided in the final laps and maybe on the last straight, playing 
with slipstreaming, which is frequent here.” 

The second row was more diverse, the Hondas of Alex Criv- 
ille and John Kocinski in front of the Yamaha of Team Rainey’s 
Norick Abe and the Suzuki of Nobu Aoki. 

For his part, Criville, like the others, complained of front-end 
chatter, a problem exacerbated by the hard braking in downhill 
turns. 

“The chatter problem we've been struggling with is still 
there,” the Repsol Honda rider said. “We've tried a lot of things 
on the suspension, changing springs and so on, but it hasn't 
made much of a difference. It certainly hasn't made things bet- 
der 

Kocinski was next, saying he would have been on the front 
row had he not hit a backmarker on what was his best lap. 

^I'm disappointed, because I was improving my lap time 
and оп the-final lap 1 was just about one-tenth slower than 


Doohan's fastest intermediate," Kocinski said. “On the final part 
of the circuit I lost almost one second. It was a shame, because I 
would have probably been second. Tomorrow's race is difficult 
to forecast, the same as the previous rounds. We are a group of 
riders that can be together up front. The race pace may be slow- 
er and the one that makes the right tire decision and keeps his 
energy until the end can be the winner." 

Rainey Yamaha's Abe was the first of the non-Hondas, up to 
third late in the session, but unable to hold the spot as the times 
dropped with time running out. An experiment in the setup 

"didn't work, so the Japanese rider was using the same settings 
as the previous day that had netted him seventh. 

Switching to his spare bike turned out to be the trick for 
Suzuki's Aoki. On his best bike the engine was faster, but the 
handling on his spare more than compensated, so that's how he 
went. It was only good enough for eighth fastest after a session 
where he never did more than three laps at speed, until the end, 
when he did five, his best among them. 

Shell Advance Racing’s Garry McCoy was the first of the 
Honda V-twins, the Australian a surprising third halfway into 
the session, but he was unable to improve on the time and slow- 
ly slid down the tables. 

The middle of the third row was taken up by the Red Bull 
Yamahas of Regis Laconi and Simon Crafar, only about a tenth 
separating them in what they felt was a giant leap forward. The 
team had tested at the Spanish circuit in Jarama the previous 
week and came away with information that was put to good use 
here. 

Suzuki's Yukio Kagayama, who is filling in for the injured 


 Katsuaki Fujiwara for the foreseeable future, was 12th. 


On the fourth row was Kenny Roberts Jr., in front of the 
Honda V-twins of Repsol's Sete Gibernau and Shell Advance's 
Juan Borja, and Kyoji Nanba, still riding the Rainey Yamaha in 
place of the injured Jean-Michel Bayle. 

Roberts Jr. was using new Lotus Engineering bodywork and 
it helped, but not enough. 

"The time should be better here,” Roberts Jr. said. “We're 
ae . Ralf (Waldmann) is really stru . | just want to 

ugh the race. If we get in the top 10 here, it'll be good for 
us.

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Castrol’s Stefano Perugini, the pair at 
the front of a very tightly bunched 10- 
rider group - one of whom they lost 
with a spectacular high-side in turn one 
on the 14th lap.

Meanwhile, Harada was efficiently 
cutting into the time he had to make up 
on Capirossi, trailing by just over a sec- 
ond with six laps to go. Rossi was 
another second more in front. Lucchi's 
cushion over Rossi, on combined time, 
was close to seven seconds with five 
laps to go. 

Harada moved into third on aggre- 
gate time with three laps to go, now 
more than a second behind Rossi, but 
closing. With Lucchi just behind and 
pushing him, Harada took over second 
on the next lap and opened up a cushion 
that it looked like Rossi couldn't close. 
But Harada slowed over the last two 
laps and Rossi sped up. With a lap to go, 
Rossi suddenly had a margin of nearly 
two seconds. 

Lucchi was cruising now, with better 
than seven seconds in hand. He crossed 
the line just behind Harada, with his 
first-ever Grand Prix victory. 


"The first start, I had not such a good ` 


tire and I was lucky that the rain 
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stopped the race,” Lucchi said. “In the 
second start, I had a good one and Tet- 
suya (Harada) had a really good start 
and I could see that Valentino (Rossi) 
and (Loris) Capirossi had some prob- 
lems and I could pull away.” 

Rossi said it was а "...Very strange 
race because it was in two parts. The 
first part is not so bad because I am first, 
but I am not very fast. My lap time is 
not good. The second part of the race, I 
am more happy because my start is very 
bad and maybe I am 14th or 15th, but 
coming up and my lap time is okay 
because I see Harada is fast and if Hara- 
da give me more than eight seconds, he 
arrive in front of me (on aggregate 
time). I push very hard, 15 laps like 
they're all the last lap. I am happy 
because Capirossi stay behind and not 
(pass) me with slipstream." 

Capirossi's problem was also a front- 
tire choice. 

"The bike was so bad over the bumps 
after the restart, so there was nothing I 
could do.

The fight for fifth lost two more with 
less than two laps to go, with QUB 
Team Optimum's Jeremy McWilliams 
going out with a mechanical problem 
and Edo Racing's Osamu Miyazaki low- 
siding in turn one after losing the front.

fano Perugini crossing first, and then 
Antena 3 Yamaha's Jose Luis Cardoso, 
FCC TSR's Haruchika Aoki and Car- 
doso's teammate Luis d'Antin. But on 
combined time, it was Perugini in front 
of Aoki, Ukawa, Cardoso and d'Antin. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


From the start it was Barros getting 
the holeshot, then Doohan, Criville and 
Biaggi, with Doohan taking the lead in a 
right-hand corner named Casanova. 
First wasn't the place to be, though, 
with both Barros and Biaggi drafting by 
on the run to turn one on the second lap 
as Doohan suddenly found himself 
behind the oddly braking Barros. 

“Alex Barros is always difficult on 
the brakes, and because he's so late on 
the brakes, he has to slow up so much in 
the turn, so it took a while to get by," 
Doohan said. “Max got by and was able 
to stay out in front." 

Early on, the Australian's biggest 
problem was track temperature. The 
morning warmup had been cooler than 
in previous days, and with the tempera- 
ture being so low, the tires shredded. 

"This afternoon was not looking that 
much better," Doohan said. “On the 
start line, the Michelin guys were saying 
to take it easy the first few laps to build 
temperature in the tires slowly. I knew 
that was a problem because the other 
guys were not thinking like that." 





Certainly Biaggi wasn't. He tried to 
set sail and had a one-second lead on 
Barros, but it went under a second as 
soon as Doohan moved up. It would be 
the ninth lap before Doohan got by 
Biaggi. But he couldn't pull away and it 
looked like the Italian was just sitting 
there, trying to pressure Doohan into 
making a mistake, or waiting for a late- 
race charge. Neither happened. 

Doohan kept his cool, then got down 
to business. A lead that had been under 
a second at the end of the 19th lap went 
to 2.22 seconds on the 20th as the Aus- 
tralian laid down a string of laps in the 
53s. By the end of the 21st lap (two from 
the end), Biaggi had conceded and the 
victory went to the champion. 

Biaggi said the plan was to put Bar- 
ros between them and try to split. It 
didn't quite work. After Doohan passed 
Barros, Biaggi realized that he caught 
him "...Quite easy and when he pass me, 
I cannot pass him on the brakes. And 
he's very fast and I try to follow him the 
whole race, and then I make a few mis- 
takes and it's difficult to catch him and I 
decide to slow down." 

Doohan turned out to be the least of 
Biaggi's worries. He was engulfed by 
fans on the cool-down lap and was 
forced to ride on the grass on the out- 
side of some of the gravel traps just to 
get back to the podium. А 

“It was a little bit of trouble,” the 
immensely popular Italian said. “I 
never see this crowd in Italy and many 
people in track, many people on track, 
even if I go outside, they go every- 
where. They break my tank and my 
screen, they take off my (knee) slider. I 
had a very hard time, more difficult 
than race. In some ways I appreciate 
this because it gives me chance to race 
and I’m happy.” 


Briefly... | 


Because of the success of Max Biaggi. Valentino Rossi and 
Loris Capirossi. it's virtually impossible to ignore the growth of 
motorcycle racing in Italy. Biaggi's ascent to the 500cc class and 
his early season success has landed him a contract with Asics, the 
footwear and sportswear company. Life-sized cutouts of Biaggi in 
Asics gear can be seen at a number of sporting-goods stores. Q8, 
the oil. company that is one of his primary sponsors, has plastered 
his image in all of their gas stations, as well as on billboards, print 
ads and buses, Just 15 days prior to the race; they stepped in as 
the primary sponsor of the Italian GP. The 26-year-old from Rome 
can also be seen in ads for Vogue sunglasses. Since moving up to 
the.250s, 125cc World Champion Valentino Rossi hàs also bene- 
fited, inking deals with. Nastro Azzurro beer (Rossi's téam spon- 
sor), Brico sunglasses, and the tourist board of the Marche region 
of Italy. All of the exposure has led to an increase in television rat- 
ings. The 500cc race from Jerez that was broadcast on RAIDUE, a 
national channel, was seen by an audience of about 4.5 million, 
which means that of all televisions turned on, 27 percent were. 
tuned to the race. No previous race had drawn more than four mil- 
lion. In addition, race attendance was up 30 percent over last.year. 


Italian Luca Cadalora, the former 250cc World Champion and 
500cc rider, was cruising the pits in Mugello, insisting that he 
hadn't retired but that the proper situation hadn't.developed for 
him to return to racing. The Italian said that he had turned down 
the chance to ride the MuZ 500, allowing compatriot Doriano 
Romboni to take the seat.. “I'm not retired, but at this moment 1 
have.no racing," Cadalora said. "| һаа е chance to race since 
the winter, but the conditions are never right." Of the MuZ pro- 
ject. Cadalora said, "It was interesting because it looks like the 
engine has a good performance, but if there is the opportunity.to 
race again, 1 prefer the opportunity to race with Yamaha." Cadalo- 
ra's name is. often mentioned as a replacement for Jean-Michel

When asked when he would return, Bayle said: “I've no idea yet. 
That's why l'm here now, to watch the race today and then test the 
bike again tomorrow and see how | feel. It's been great to have the 
support of Wayne (Rainey) and the team, and they're not hurrying 


„те to come back." As to the rumors that the crash had caused 


him to consider a retirement from racing, the Frenchman said: 
"There was never really a question of giving up. The desire to race 
is still there. That's never been a problem." Regardless of the out- 
come of the test, Bayle will not be racing at the French GP at Paul 
Ricard in two weeks. Team owner Wayne Rainey. said that when 
he tested in Jarama, he would ride a couple of laps and then take a 
break for a couple of hours. The problem isn't riding the bike or his 
balance; it's when he gets off the bike that he develops a 
headache. Rainey said that Bayle was slowly emerging from a type 
of depression as a result.of the accident. Various stimuli would 
produce headaches in.a pattern that sent him into a depressive 
state. Bayle made a few attempts to get back on the bike, and it 
was when he was finally feeling well that they decided to ride dur- 
ing ап IRTA test at Jarama. Bayle rode a total of 32 laps over two 
days and was the slowest of the 15 500cc riders. Rainey said that 
the decision would be made on Monday as to when Bayle would 
return.

recovering from the injuries he suffered at Monza the previous 
weekend. Through an interpreter, Haga, whose hair is now a 
muted fluorescent green, said of the high-side that injured him: "It 
was a very big accident (one that sent him some 15 feet in the air). 
One of the top five (worst spills)." Hé landed on his back and 
head, and cut the inside of his mouth. There was also damage to 
his right hand. (mostly swelling, which has subsided), but he had 
difficulty breathing immediately afterward, a condition. which 
improves daily. He said in the aftermath of the spill that he couldn't 
lift anything of any weight. There was also damage to his right 
ankle and knee, but nothing that will keep him off the Yamaha at 
next week's World Superbike round. in Albacete. As to when-he'd 
be joining the GPs,.

^At the beginning I managed to fol- 
low the leading pack, even if I lost some 
ground behind Barros and Abe," Kocin- 
ski said. "When I finally passed them, 
the tank had lost most of the fuel and 
consequently it was lighter, so the front 
end started to rebound and it was diffi- 
cult to keep the line. By the end of the 
race, the rear tire was used, too." 

Abe got off to a good start near the 

ont of the pack and then found he was 
losing grip after the first handful of laps. 

" After that, I just had to ride the bike 
very easy because I couldn't flip it in," 
he said. “With big 'S' corners here, that 
meant it was hard to do better than I 
did. I managed to hold on to the group 
and I thought that I could pass Kocinski 
back toward the end, but then I made a 
couple of mistakes on the last two laps 
and just lost touch with him." 

His mistakes weren't fatal enough to 
allow an attack from behind, though 
Crafar was close - less than a second 
away at the end. He was pleased to be 
able to stay on pace with a faster group 
of riders and he continues to improve. 

“I know this doesn't mean we're def- 
initely going to keep on getting better 
straight away," he said. "We've still got 
work to do on the tires, me and the bike, 
but it's given me and the team the boost 
that we needed." 

For all but one lap, Aoki held either 
seventh or eighth. Eighth was where 





he'd finish after discovering too late that 
he'd made the wrong tire choice. 

^We endurance-tested the tire in the 
morning and it seemed it should last a 
bit longer than it did," Aoki said. "Per- 
haps something had changed - humidity 
or track temperature or something." 

Like many of the others who passed 
him, Barros wasn't happy with his tire 
choice and it got worse at the end.

Repsol Honda's Tadayuki Okada fell down the championship 
tables after falling down on the race track in the very first practice 
session. The Japanese rider, who entered the race fifth in the 
championship, high-sided in Friday's free practice, fracturing the 
Scaphoid bone in his left wrist and bruising both feet. The wrist 
injury was a recurrence of an old injury, first suffered at Salzburg 
in. 1993 and again here last year when he was thrown from the 
saddle during the race, then slid alongside rodeo-style before 

| remounting and finishing the race: Okada had previously planned 
to return to Japan to test his Honda RC-45 for the Suzuka 8 
Hours, but the trip will now include medical treatment and conva- 
lescence. Okada said he was doubtful about riding in the next GP, 
at Paul Ricard on the French Riviera, in two weeks' time.

Development continues on the Modenas KR-3. For the first time 
іп а race situation, the Roberts bikes ran with Lotus Engineering- 
designed fairings and the standard seat, the same combination that 
they. had tested at Jarama 10 days earlier. Kenny Roberts Jr. said 
there was an immediate top-speed improvement of about 3 to 3.5 
mph, but that it gave the bike a different feel. "It's hard to explain,” 
he said. "It's like the difference between rain tires and slicks, the 
feeling of hardness. It has a very stiff feeling. I'm never comfort- 
able, but we got most of that worked out." Roberts Jr. said the 
dividend with both the new fairing and the Lotus seat was about 
6.2 mph, but that combination wasn't fully developed enough to 
race. "We just need to get the package working better," he said. 
Though he went marginally faster in the second qualifying session, 
Roberts Jr: said that he had developed a chatter that had retarded 
their progress. "They've been hanging around Ralf's (Waldmann) 
side too long." he said. "We're going back to yesterday's settings. 
If we get rid of the chatter, t'II just ride the hell out of it." Roberts 
Jr. added that new engine parts weren't forthcoming. "All the stuff 
this year is refined from last year," he said. 


FCC TSR's Matt Wait was struggling in Mugello with the same 
problem that has dogged him all year: a front end that refuses to 
turn.

6 Sure, Parker credited NASCAR's 
Dale Earnhart for the incentive to 
capture his first Daytona Short Track, 
but the Harley-Davidson factory rider 
must not have been paying attention 
when Earnhart's post-Daytona results 
headed south. 

But Parker remained as dominant as 
ever, as he scrambled to career Grand 
National win number 86 on the sandy, 
pea-gravel half mile at the Delaware 
State Fairgrounds. 

“1 just jumped on the cushion for the 
first six to eight laps, then dropped to 
the bottom and rolled around the bot- 
tom," the АСУ /Fick Excavating-backed 
factory rider said. "The first few laps got 
my distance, then everyone was going 
the same speed - we just held a steady 
gap." 

Early in the day, Parker's former 
teammate and chief nemesis, Chris Carr, 
appeared to be the fastest man on the 
track. Once again a full-time dirt tracker, 
Carr is quickly returning to his old form, 
as is evidenced by his runner-up finish 
in the 25-lap feature. 

“Т was comfortable - not as good in 
the National as in the heat, but the bike 
worked really good,". the Sacramento 
Harley-Davidson / Phoenix Racing-spon- 
sored Carr said. "That race was won in 
the first 10 laps. Scotty put in a great 10 
laps, beating the cushion. I didn't think 
the cushion would last that long. It took 
a while for the groove on the bottom to 
develop, and by that time he had a lead. 
It stayed pretty steady the rest of the 
race, but he was gone. There was noth- 
ing that I could do about it." 

Geo Roeder suffered through an 
emotional roller coaster. After setting 
qualifying-heat fast time on his Eddie & 
Mike Adkins Racing/Harley-Davidson 
of Seaford / Winchester Harley-David- 
son-backed XR750, Roeder got the per- 
fect start in the Grand National final, 
only to be greeted by a red flag at the 
end of the first lap. Canadian Chris 
Evans had bailed in turn three, and the 
field headed to the mechanic's box at 
the pit gate. 

“I was really upset when the red flag 
came out, but Eddie settled me down

and said everything happens for a rea- 
son," Roeder said. "We were standing 
there watching everybody get ready, not 
paying attention. When we took the bike 
down off the stand after the red flag, the 
rear tire was flat. We were lucky to get a 
new ohe on and get back out there." 

Unfortunately for Roeder, the team 
couldn't get the tire on within the 10- 
minute time limit, but track officials 
gave them enough time. According to 
AMA rules, Roeder could restart - but 
from the penalty line with Evans. 

“Т was about 10th off the line and got 
a couple of guys in the first corner, and 
a whole bunch in three and four," Roed- 
er said after blitzing through the field to 
score a third-place finish. "After the first 
lap I think I was up to fourth or fifth. 
Eddie kept telling me before the first 
start to get out front; then we had the 
red flag and it was, 'Oh man, now I've 
got to do this again.’ But it worked out 
for the best."

the first turn. Carr went high into the 
cushion and was followed by Roeder 
and Butler. Morehead moved to the bot- 
tom and stayed close. 

At the halfway point, Butler's 
USC/Lancaster Harley-Davidson- 
backed Harley coasted to a stop. 

"The gas got shut off somehow and I 
just ran out of gas," the disappointed 
Butler said. 

The three qualifying positions were 
set, but three young lions battled over 
fourth. John Nickens III, Johnny Mur- 
phree and Nicky Hayden battled over 
fourth and finished in that order. All 
were semi bound. 

"The second heat saw Saddlemen/1- 
800-FAST-HOG / Moroney's Harley- 
Davidson's Mike Hacker lead Rose Rac- 
ing/Schaeffer's Harley-Davidson / B&B 
Trading's Kevin Varnes into turn one, 
Varnes was at the hay bales all the way 
around, and as the pack thundered 
down the back straight, he was forced 
off the outside edge. 

“Т stayed out there too long and it 
cost me," said Varnes, who dropped to 
midpack. 

Hacker now held the point over 
USC's Bryan Bigelow, Parker and RC 
Trucking’s Jay Springsteen. By lap three, 
Parker had pulled to second and Spring- 
steen was challenging Bigelow. 

At the halfway point, Parker took the 
lead, and Varnes was slowly working 
his way back into contention. On lap 
seven, Springsteen's race came to an end 
with a puff of smoke. Varnes had taken 
third away from Bigelow and held on to 
the last transfer position. 

White's Harley-Davidson's Mike 
Varnes got the holeshot in the third 
heat, with Joe Kopp and Paul Morgan III 
right behind him. Steve Beattie quickly 
pulled his Stylemaster Custom Motorcy- 
cles ride into the battle. 

Morgan took the lead on lap two, but 
by lap four Beattie was in command. 

"The track was awesome, and I used 
it to my advantage, because I came from 
the second row," Beattie said. “I used it 
to get where I needed to be, then 
ducked down. І used it about two laps 
extra, to put some distance on those 
guys." 3 
Coziahr Harley-Davidson's Morgan 
held a safe second, while Varnes, Kopp 
and Dan Butler fought over third. The 
pole sitter, Gardner Racing / Walters 


Brothers Harley-Davidson’s Butler, 
came back from a poor start to finish 
third. Kopp’s Missouri Harley-Davidson 
mount began smoking about midrace 
and he dropped from the front. Varnes 
led J.R. Schnabel into the semis. 

Rich King led the last heat into turn 
one, but Saddlemen/1-800-FAST- 
HOG/Moroney's Harley-Davidson's 
Dave Camlin quickly swept into the 
lead and ran away. King, Chris Evans 
and Will Davis struggled over second. 
After the halfway point, it appeared as 
though King would lead TCR's Davis 
into the Grand National main, with 
Evans and Missouri Harley-Davidson's 
Ken Coolbeth close behind. Then, on the 
last lap, TLC Racing/ American Harley- 
Davidson's Evans passed Davis, drop- 
ping him into the semis. 


SEMIS 


Ian Segedy led the first semi into turn 
one, but Brett Landes grabbed the point 
at the end of lap one. It was very short- 
lived, though, as his Audiovox/Quaker 
State Harley coasted to a stop, and 
Segedy was back on top on his TLC Rac- 
ing/ American Harley-Davidson-backed 
Harley. 

Powell Racing's J.R. Schnabel was 
closing in second when the red flag 
came out for Robert Knapp's turn three 
get-off. Two laps after the restart, 
Schnabel took the lead and led Segedy 
into the National. Norfleet Racing's 
Nickens once again missed a main-event 
berth by one position. 

Johnny Murphree and Billy Martin 
led the third semi into the first turn. One 
lap later, Bryan Bigelow was on top and 
his USC Racing teammate was working 
on Murphree for second. Bigelow was 
high in the cushion as Butler worked the 
edge of the groove. Butler grabbed the 
lead on lap five. Murphree held on to 
third over Springsteen, who had come 
from the rear on his backup bike. 

The third semi saw the biggest upset 
of the night, as pole sitter Mike Varnes 
rocketed off the starting line. Varnes 
held a huge lead into turn one over Paul 
Lynch and Joe Kopp. "They screwed up 
the start,""Varnes said. "Down at the 
gate, they asked me if I wanted the 
inside or the outside. I said outside; 
then, when I came to the line, they 
moved me to the inside and that fired 
me up." 

Sitting next to Varnes were TCR 
teammates Will Davis and Nicky Hay- 
den. Both felt Varnes had jumped the 
start and rolled out of the gas. 

The light went green and Varnes was 
gone. Hayden and Davis caught Lynch 
and Kopp, with Hayden pulling up to 
challenge Lynch. It took Davis a couple 
of laps to pass the fading Kopp, and 
Hayden grabbed second on lap four. 
Davis finally pulled into third on lap 
seven and closed on his young team- 
mate. The laps ran out for Davis, and he 
would be forced to watch the National. 

"| didn't know who was behind me,” 
Hayden said later. "I knew somebody 
was back there. I was just going as hard 
as I could." 


GRAND NATIONAL 


Carr had fast heat time and first 
choice of starting positions. Carr looked 
to the middle of the track, while Parker 
went right to the top with his second 
choice. From the outside the front row 
held Parker, Beattie, Camlin, Carr, 
Roeder and Hacker. Row two carried 
Kevin Varnes, Evans, Morehead, Mor- 
gan, King and Stanley. The third row 
held Bigelow, Schnabel, Butler, Segedy, 
Hayden and Mike Varnes. 

When the 25-lap Grand National fea- 
ture went green, it was Roeder who 





read the light perfectly, leading Carr 
and Parker into the first turn. Then 
Evans stepped off in three and the red 
was out. 

The restart saw Parker gain immedi- 
ate control of the race, as he charged 
right into the deep stuff. 

"It was a smooth race track," Parker 
said. “I was really able to ride anywhere 
I wanted to. To be able to at least ride a 
few laps in the cushion, it's great for the 
spectators and it's good for me, too." 

Carr was second, with Camlin, Beat- 
tie, Roeder, King and Morehead right 
behind him. The next group was made 
up of Stanley, Hacker, Morgan, 
Schnabel, Mike and Kevin Varnes, But- 
ler, Evans, Bigelow, Segedy and Hayden. 

At this point it was obvious that 
Parker would have to make a major mis- 
take or have mechanical problems for 
anyone to unseat him. 

“I knew Chris was back there," Park- 
er said. "You find yourself getting into 
the bad habit of looking back. It's the 
time you don't look back and you get 
beat, it's stupid. If you've got a little 
chance to take a peek, you can talk to 
yourself, get mellowed out. This was the 
kind of track you could really get your- 
self in trouble if you tried to run it in too 
hard. You could get hooked up and 
push the front end, but it was real easy 
to get sideways, too. You had to tiptoe 
through the corners. The track was 
beautiful - it was the best I remember it 
ever being here." 

Although the first two positions 
never changed, the rest of the field went 
through major changes. Roeder slashed 
through the field and dropped Camlin 
to fourth on lap four. As the cushion 
dried up, Camlin's race charge went 
with it. 

"I've been here in this situation too 
many times," Camlin said after winding 
up 14th. "I didn't adjust. I was on the 
front row, and the track started off like 
it was in the heats. But after it was 
scrubbed off by 18 riders, it went away. 
It took me 24 laps to figure out that I 
was going too fast, and by then I'm last 


: or whatever. I'm pretty disappointed in 


myself. I'm 28 years old. I should have 
already learned this stuff." 

Morehead took over fourth on lap 
five, and his position was also secured. 

^The track really got abrasive," 
Morehead said. “The last two semis, the 
track got a lot harder, and we ended up 
down on the bottom, pole-putting, 
instead of wide open, sideways around 
the middle, like we had been all day.” 

King settled into fifth, as he avoided 
the turn-three problems that struck sev- 
eral riders during the night. 

“Once you knew where that hole was 
in turn three, it wasn’t too bad,” King 
said. “It was hard to see in traffic. When 
I ran up behind Morehead, I wasn’t sure 
where it was, and it ran me up high a 
couple of times. It wasn’t a big problem. 
Last year this whole track was full of 
those holes. The track was in much bet- 
ter shape this year. It was a racer’s race 
track.” 

Kevin Varnes once again suffered 
from a poor start and demonstrated 
great passing skills on the slick track.

“The first lap, I tried to follow Parker, 
and I got blasted,” Varnes said. “It 
dropped me way back. I had to be back 
around 12th or 13th, I don't know. Right 
from the beginning I figured the lower 
line was going to be the way to go. The 
outside was going to be fading away, 
and there was a nice, smooth groove 
down on the bottom.” 

Varnes regrouped and put “Plan A” 
back in action. 

41 started off riding tight; I was prob- 
ably down tighter than anyone at first,” 
Varnes said. “I was picking them off on 
the inside. I got by Steve Beattie, but I 
had to pull an outside pass on him; he 
was holding the inside pretty tight. I just 
put it on the outside and hoped it would 
stick, and it did. After I got by him, the 
bike started to squirm around a little. I 
looked back, and Steve was gaining on 
me. I thought the tire was going away. 
It doesn’t seem like it’s worn down. 
Maybe it just got hot from working so 
hard to get up there. It’s made those 
guys (Rose Racing) real happy - it’s their 
first top-10 (finish).” 

Beattie dropped from fourth but still 
managed a strong seventh-place finish. 

“I was hoping it would have been a 
cushion for at least 10 laps, but I think I 
was in it for maybe five,” Beattie said. “I 
decided to finally get out; it was too dry. 
I just tried to stay smooth. I was happy 
with the way I did. I’m not usually 
noted to be very quick when it’s dry like 
that. To stay where I was and run with a 
couple of good groove-track riders, I 
was happy.” 

Schnabel made a strong ride, moving 
up to eighth. 

“Та the heat race I was running down 
too low, but in the semi I was just 
bumping the edge of the cushion and 
the bike was working better,” Schnabel 
said. “Then in the National it kind of got 
grooved up, so everyone was running 





down low again. I just tried to stay 
smooth." 

Hacker made the only last-lap 
change as he slipped by Morgan for 
ninth. 

“We got a decent start, but it was 
pretty dusty out there," Morgan said. 
"The last few laps it felt like the tire was 
going and right in the middle of the cor- 
ner. The bike wanted to stand up, and 
Hacker slipped by me. We want to make 
the mains right off this year; last year 
we waited until midseason before we 
started making them week in, week out. 
We're shooting for top 10 in points and 
got 10 tonight, so if we can keep doing 
that, we should be able to do it." 

Hacker was fighting off several prob- 
lems after he had encountered the hole 
in turn three during the Harley-David- 
son Sportster Performance National. 

“My hip and knee both hurt," Hacker 
said. "It was really hard to ride. It 
seemed like the track changed drastical- 
ly from the beginning to the end. The 
last 10 laps I just went down to the 
groove and tried to be real smooth, and 
cruise. I picked off a couple of people. I 
got Paul Morgan coming off the last cor- 
ner. Skip had the bike running perfect. 
That's the best I've ever felt on a cushion 
track. I've never sat on the front row on 
a cushion track before. I'm making 
progress... just get this night behind us 
and get on to that mile next week. But 
I'm happy with the way it worked out. I 
didn't get ninth last year, so we're mov- 
ing up. The track changed so much. I 
guess that's where those old guys know 
how to adapt to it and I can't, but I'm 
learning." 

Finishing just outside the top 10 was 
recent road racing phenom Nicky Hay- 
den, who came from dead last and well 
off the pace. 
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"| don't know what happened at the 


start,” Hayden said. “I bent the shift 
shaft - I don't know how - but it got 
smashed all the way down to the brake 
lever. The first few laps I was having 
trouble getting it into gear. Finally, once 
I got going, the bike was working really 
good. I was able to move up a little bit. 
I'm pretty happy. The turns were kind 
of slippery in the middle, and a lot of 
them were leaving a little bit of room on 
the bottom, and my TCR bike was really 
hooking up." 3 

Gardner Racing's Stanley worked his 
way to the rear, but still came away with 
some positives. 

“Once the track got hard and slip- 
pery, I couldn't get any traction," Stan- 
ley said. ^I couldn't get into the corner. 
Coming off was okay. We just didn't 
have thé bike set up for the way the 
track ended up, and I went backwards. 
Early it was working real good. I was up 
in seventh for a while till the track start- 
ed to go away." 

“Thad a hard time seeing in the main 
event," Bigelow said, explaining his 
13th-place finish. “I think everybody 
from sixth on back had a hard time see- 
ing. It was so dusty and the groove was 
so small, it was like trying to find a nee- 
dle in a haystack." 

Bigelow's teammate Butler fared 
worse, coming home 17th - one lap 
down. 

“After the second lap, the bike was 
sticking wide open and I was riding on 
the kill switch,” a disappointed Butler 
said. “The brake rotor came loose, too. I 
tore the clutch up in practice and only 
got one practice. It could have been 
worse. At least we picked up a couple of 
points.” 

Mike Varnes was also disappointed 
with his 15th-place finish. 

“1 was just sliding all over,” Varnes 
said, “It was dusty, and I think they 
could have watered the track a little 
more. It was hard to see. Nothing 
worked. Everything was working in the 
semi, and I thought, ‘This is great. Being

in a tight battle with Jeff Emig for the 
National Championship, which defend- 
ing champ McGrath eventually lost. 
After a dry spell on factory Suzukis in 
1997 and narrowly missing out on the 
overall win last week at Glen Helen, 
McGrath put it all together to win the 
Hangtown Classic with a 2-1 moto tally 
in front of the 19,358 fans in attendance. 
“I was definitely looking forward to 





this one," McGrath confirmed. "It's been 
15 Nationals and I didn't even win a 


moto last year, so I knew it was going to 
come again with time." 

McGrath had a phenomenal day, 
pulling both all-important holeshots to 
the first turn. In the first moto, the resi- 
dent of Canyon Lake, California, led for 
half of the moto until Suzuki teammates 
Mickael Pichon and Greg Albertyn

moved by him. McGrath eventually got 
Pichon back, and nearly nipped Alber- 
tyn at the checkers, settling for second. 
The second moto was all McGrath, 
although early pressure from Windham 
and later pressure from Albertyn kept 
things interesting to the end. 

“I knew I'd be strong coming into 
here," McGrath said. "We've just got to 
work on bike setup a little bit, but now 
the puzzle is all put back together - the 
bike is working excellent and I feel like I 
can be a contender every week. It's also 
much easier when you start up front, 
and my Chaparral Yamaha is working 
excellent off the line. Steve Butler and 
Randy Lawrence worked on the jetting 
for up here and it was perfect." 

Last year's winner, the three-time 
World MX Champion from South 
Africa, Albertyn, turned in a great day 
at the race track to tie McGrath on 
points at 47. Albertyn's 1-2 was good 
enough for second overall and moved 
him into second in the point standings 
behind McGrath, 88-73. ч 

“Im pretty happy,” Albertyn 
explained. “Unfortunately, in both 
motos, I didn’t feel as relaxed as I 
should have been. I was a little tight all 
day, and then about halfway through 
the second moto, I caught a rock off the 
finger - it could be broken - and it was 
hard to hold on after that. My Suzuki 
was running great, though. 

“In both motos, I had to come 
through the pack,” Albertyn continued. 
“In the second moto, I think I started in 
seventh or eighth and just took my time 
about it all. Once I got into second, Jere- 
my had quite a lead. I put in a charge for 
a few laps, but I just couldn’t quite close 
it. So instead of throwing it away, I set- 
tled for second. The track was very 
rough and demanding, and I bet every- 
body is hammered today.” 

Team Yamaha's Doug Henry proved 
that he can run up front again by claim- 
ing the final podium spot with a 3-4 
moto score. Exactly opposite from last 
week, when Henry crashed while run- 
ning up front and dropped back, the 
family man worked his way to the front 
from above-average starts and kept it on 
two wheels to secure his finish. 

“My starts didn't turn out like I 
wanted today and I had to work my 
way up," Henry said. “I felt strong both 
motos and worked my way through the 
pack, though, and that means a lot. It's a 
good start for the season - I'm right in 
there for the championship and that's 
where I want to be. I want to be there at 
the end. I want to win this thing and I 
know its going to take a lot of consistent 
finishes, and that's what I’m going to try 
and do all year.” 

Larry Ward piloted his factory Suzu- 
ki to fourth overall for the second time 
in as many weeks, seemingly coming 
alive in the second moto to grab third 
after an eighth in the first moto. 

“This is a good finish,” Ward said. 
"I've just got to get through that first 
moto. Last weekend and this weekend 
both, I was a little tight in the first 
motos. In the second motos, I’m right 
there. I'm riding really well and the bike 
is working really well for me. I've 
gained a lot of confidence these two 
weekends, because I didn't know what 
to expect outdoors. Now I know what to 
expect of myself, and that's top-three 


finishes. 1 have some more confidence 
and now, hopefully, I can go to Mount 
Morris and get a top-three overall.” 

Team Factory Connection/ Jack in the 
Box/Honda’s Mike LaRocco recorded 
fifth overall with a 4-7 score and main- 
tainéd third in the point standings over 
Henry, 72-71, while Pichon and Ward 
are tied for fourth in the championship 
standings with 70. 

Emig rode a steady pace to earn sixth 
overall (6-6), Pichon took seventh (5-8), 
Team Honda’s Ezra Lusk finished 
eighth (10-5) overall after an early crash 
in the first moto, Honda of Troy’s Mike 
Craig raced tg ninth with a 7-9, and 
Windham - still fighting a separated 
shoulder - closed out the top 10 with a 
9-10. The two top-finishing privateers 
came next, with Team White 
Brothers /Yamaha-backed veteran racer 
Doug Dubach in 11th (11-11) and Team

that included Craig, Henry, LaRocco, 
Windham, Emig and Ward. Pichon kept 
McGrath on radar-lock for several laps, 
finally passing him after a few attempts 
on lap nine, but it was very short-lived, 
as McGrath took the lead back a lap 
later on one of the downhills. 

"That was a good battle, but I knew 
Pichon would get tired," McGrath said. 
“He's in shape but not quite, and I 
didn't want to let him get too far out in 
front of me. I wanted to get him back 
just as fast as I could. It worked for a 
while, but I was out front for so long 
that I didn't know how fast to ride. The 
track was bumpy and I didn't know 
what lines they were taking, so it was 
toügher for me." 

* Then, as soon as McGrath got back 





around Pichon, Albee surprised both 
unsuspecting riders by passing the 
Frenchman and then McGrath for the 
lead within a lap. 

“Albertyn kind of snuck up on me 
because I thought it was Pichon behind 
me,” McGrath said. “He was hanging it 
out a little more than I was and I learned 
a lot from him (Albertyn). I almost 
caught him by the finish.” 

McGrath stayed close and showed 
Albertyn some fender for a few laps and 
then dropped back, but reclosed to with- 
in just a bike length when the checkers 
waved. 

Behind these two, Pichon immediate- 
ly began to fade, perhaps demoralized 
from the McGrath/ Albertyn spanking. 
Whatever the case, Pichon dropped off 





the pace, allowing Henry to pounce 
from fourth onto third, a position he 
held to the finish. 

Pichon's fall from grace stopped in 
the number-five spot by the checkers. By 
then, LaRocco had charged his way 
around him up through the fairly 
spread-out field. After a number of 
lapped riders came through, Pichon fin- 
ished well behind LaRocco, and Emig 
finished sixth by moving around Craig 
and then Ward.

uch like his ex-Honda team- 

mate Jeremy McGrath, Steve 

Lamson had not won a 
National Motocross in over a season, 
with his last win coming in August of 
1996 in Washougal, Washington. The 
two-time defending 125cc National 
Motocross Champion had been shut out 
all season long in 1997 by Ricky 
Carmichael and Kevin Windham. More 
than 18 months later, Lamson found 
some redemption by piloting his Team 
Honda-backed CR125 to the overall vic- 
tory at the Hangtown Classic with con- 
sistent 2-2 scores. ч 

“I had a bit of a dry spell there,” 
Lamson confirmed, “and this feels good. 
I wish I would have won a moto today, 
but those other guys were inconsistent - 
they'd win and crash, crash and win - 
and I'll take it (the win). I rode consis- 
tent and smart, and I felt comfortable 
out there. My finger is still bugging me 
a little but, besides that, I rode strong 
and my bike is working pretty good. I 
didn't holeshot either moto, but I was in 
the top five or six and that's where 
you've got to be. This feels good 
because I know the guys at Honda are 
happy and I'm stoked." 

The main story of the day had to 
revolve around the shoulder injury sus- 
tained in practice by defending champ 
and last week's runaway winner, Ricky 








Carmichael (see Briefly...). When the 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki crashed 
violently in the first moto, Dowd was 
there to walk away with the win. But 
how things change. 

In the second moto, the Dowd story 
continued and his legend grew when 
the 32-year-old came back from a hor- 


rendous first-turn crash involving at — 


least 10 riders to finish fifth from run- 
ning as far back as 25th in the early 
going. Even an hour after the race, 
Dowd was in a state of shock over what 
had just happened. 

"Considering that first-turn crash in 
the second moto, this wasn't too bad of 
a day," Dowd said, still looking gun- 
shy. "I was right up there for the start, 
and me and Ricky were side by side, 
and he kind of just pushed a little wide 
and someone came from the outside, 
too, and we just came together. I went 
down hard. I felt like I was flipping, fly- 
ing and just rolling, hoping I wasn't 
going to get killed out there. I came out 
of it pretty good, without any injuries or 
sore spots, so that's good. I knew I had 
some work to do, picking my bike up in 
the first corner, so I just put my head 
down and kept charging the whole time. 
I felt good, but it was a long way to 
come from, especially compared to my 
first moto." 

Even with an injured shoulder and 
the high-speed, high-flying crash and 
subsequent eighth-place finish in the 
first moto, Carmichael came back with a 
vengeance in the second moto to stroll 
off with the holeshot and the win. His

second-moto performance was just good 
enough to steal the final podium spot. 

"That moto went a lot better," 
Carmichael said. ^I just wish I could 
have pulled it off in the first moto, but 
it's not a big deal. The main thing is that 
I got points, because I didn't even think 
I was going to race after that practice 
crash. I couldn't be any happier, though; 
I'm still in the points lead. I wish I 
wouldn't have thrown it away in the 
first moto, but like I said, I’m just happy 
to get points." 

Carmichael's Pro Circuit teammate 
Casey Johnson looks to be finding his 
speed again after sitting out the entire 
supercross season with a shattered ankle 
sustained in November of '97. Johnson 
looked poised all day and just missed out 
on the final podium position with a 3-4. 

“I felt good all day long and my bike 
was working pretty good," Johnson 
said. "My mechanic, Dave Feeney, did a 
heck of a job tuning it, and the suspen- 
sion was dead-on. I got hosed on the 
overall deal, but I guess I'm just going to 
have to get a little stronger. To even be 
racing with those guys is a good accom- 
plishment for me this year, so if I can 
just keep racing with them week in and 
week out, ГЇЇ get on that podium." 

Team Moto XXX/Pro Grip/Simi Val- 
ley Cycles’ Michael Brandes rode to fifth 
overall (5-9) and top privateer, Team 
FMF/Thor/Honda’s Scott Sheak 
improved to sixth (11-8) after a terrible 
21st at Glen Helen, and Kawasaki of Car- 
rollton/ Thor-supported Josh Demuth 
took seventh (9-11). Team Chaparral/ 





Yamaha’s Jimmy Button salvaged eighth 
overall (37-3) after an engine seizure іп 
the first moto. Team Honda of Troy’s 
Mike Brown earned ninth with a 15-7, 
and Noleen/Thor/K2-sponsored Tim 
Ferry bettered his 23rd from last week 
with a 10th by going 7-16. : 

Carmichael was able to maintain the 
points lead over Dowd, 88-85, while 
Lamson holds third with 79, followed 
by Johnson (70) and Button (56).

Dowd was all over the start in the 
first 125cc moto, with Carmichael, Team 
Stiffie/ Westwood / TMR-backed Jeff 
Willoh, Johnson, Ferry and Lamson in 
tow. As the track made its second right- 
hand turn and approached the finish- 
line jump, Carmichael went down in 
grand fashion in the middle of the 
screaming pack that followed. 

^I was outside and got kicked and 
landed on a hay bale and crashed," 
Carmichael explained. “I fell to the left 
and right onto my shoulder. I don't 
know how far back I was. There was 
nothing much I could do but try to 
move up." 

Up front, Dowd led for a lap until an 
aggressive Johnson started to bang on 
Dowd's back dóor, pressuring the veter- 
an for a lap until making his pass stick 
for a few laps. It didn't last long, 
though, as Dowd moved by Johnson in 
the whoops on lap three. Lamson, who 
was watching all this transpire from 
behind, used the whoops to depose 
Johnson on the following lap. 





Team Chaparral / Yamaha's Jimmy 
Button was having a rough time work- 
ing his way up from a bad start when 
his bike seized on the fourth lap, rele- 
gating him to the pits. 

“I crashed trying to pass someone оп 
the second lap," Button said. "Then I got 
pushed over off a jump and crashed, 
and then my bike seized." 

A. broken spark plug was later diag- 
nosed to have caused the engine to 
seize. 

From there on out, Dowd moved out 
to a 10-second lead over Lamson and 
never looked back. Lamson, on the other 
hand, could never quite shake Johnson 
from about the halfway point on, but he 
managed to beat him to the checkers by 
a scant one second. 

Reynard was mired in the pack at the 
beginning, rounding the first lap in 19th, 
but he came back through the pack nice- 
ly to snag fourth from Brandes with two 

‘laps to go. Behind Brandes, Team 
ЕМЕ /Honda's Jason McCormick rode 
well to finish sixth in front of Ferry. 
Carmichael managed to get through 30 
riders to nab an incredible eighth, 
Demuth held his own to garner ninth, 
апа Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki's Nicholas Wey fell back to 
10th from eighth on the first lap. 

“Tm at like 75 percent right now апа 
the main thing is to get points,” 
Carmichael said after the moto. “I’ve 
never not been in the lead of this series - 
not since Gainesville of last year - until

For being at ^75.percent" and looking 
pretty miserable in the Pro Circuit semi 
before the second moto, Carmichael 
came out swinging in the second moto 





and muscled his way to the holeshot 
over Ferry, Honda of Troy's Casey 
Lytle, Lamson, Willoh, Button and the 
rest of the pack. 

Behind them, carnage reigned. Dowd 
and many others cartwheeled across the 
track, but the wildest part happened 
when Willoh arid his bike, which was 
seemingly stuck wide open, went 
straight off the track, as the course 
turned 90 degrees to the right. Willoh 
flew straight off the track and straight 
into a 6-foot-high chain-link fence, 
bouncing back like a pinball and send- 


ing fans leaning on that fence flying 


backward into others. Reportedly, no 
one was seriously injured. 

While Dowd picked his bike up to 
begin the long haul toward the front of 
the racing order, Willoh, Reynard and a 
few other riders exited the track and 
retired for the day. Up front, 
Carmichael was leading Lamson, But- 
ton, Ferry, Team Honda of Troy's 
Stephane Roncada (who pulled off in 
the first moto after a charge forward 
from a bad start), Sheak, Brown and 
Lytle. 

There was simply no stopping 
Carmichael and he blazed off to the win 
by 12 seconds over Lamson when the 
checkered flag came out. Lamson rode 
well to claim second and the overall 
with it. Button hopped his way into 
third early on, with Johnson and Ronca- 
da following his lead and, while Button 
and Johnson held formation to take 
third and fourth by the end, Roncada 
wasn't so lucky. Я 

Dowd made a valiant effort to come 
through the pack, climbing right past 
Roncada to fifth with only a few laps 
remaining. But time ran out for Dowd 
and he settled for the fifth spot on a day

LEUVEN, BELGIUM, MAY 10 

ebastien Tortelli paid Stefan 
€ Everts back for his defeat on home 

soil at the French GP two weeks 
ago when the French teenager spanked 
the champ in his own backyard as the 
World 250cc MX series paid its first visit 
to Belgium this year for the inaugural 
"European GP;" held at the rugged 
Leuven track in claustrophobic heat. 





The Kawasaki teamster's two-moto 
sweep reduced the deficit between 
himself and Everts to just 12 points 
with 11 rounds of the series to go and 
made it eminently clear to even the 
most ignorant onlooker that the FIM 
had better not start writing anybody's 
name on the title-winning scroll just 
yet. 

American Tallon Vohland was again 
merely a shadow of his regular self, but 
battled on courageously to maintain his 





fourth place in the current champi- 
onship point standings with 11-6 moto 
finishes. 

“Tm not on the pace at the moment, 
but I'm not a quitter and I'm going to 
keep on fighting until I get back to the 
front," Vohland said. 

Tortelli's inside gate, earned with 
fastest qualifying time as he reaped the 
rewards of having contested the Easter 
Trophy race at this track the previous 
month, was the key to the holeshot on

the long sweeping drive to the first real 
turn. Everts, whose recent tactic has 
been to hit the front early and crucify 
the opposition with scintillating early 
laps, was only fourth. 

Within half a lap he had nailed Mar- 
nicq Bervoets, but the ever-ebullient Pit 
Beirer proved a tougher nut.to crack. 
The race was 10 minutes old before 
Everts could make second his, and by 
then Tortelli was six seconds clear. 

This was to be racing for the con- 
noisseur rather than the slapstick fan 
who loves supercross. 

Even the leaders, reacting to each 
other, slackened their pace a second 
from the early laps and Everts seemed 
to close slightly (if not significantly) as 
the purist could marvel at the style of 
arguably two of the world's fastest out- 
door motocrossers. 

Tortelli was forcing his bike through 
lines which no one else would even 
attempt (but which the stopwatch 
proved were quicker!) while Everts 
floated over the surface a gear higher 
than anyone else with an engine note 
that could have fooled the less percep- 
tive into thinking he was coasting. But 
neither of them were. 

At 20 minutes came the decisive 
action. 

"| was suffering with arm pump and 
let him (Tortelli) go," Everts later 
claimed. "I guess I tensed up, racing in 
front of my home fans." 

Marco Decman’s pit-board signals to 
Tortelli told the truth, however. Five 
laps before the leaders hit lapped traf- 
fic, the Frenchman turned on the heat, 
dropped his lap times back down to 
2:05.5 (successive laps varied on the 
official computer printout later by just 
one-thousandth of a second) and killed 
the Belgian's iron will. 

Half a minute down, Bervoets had 
waited until midrace to find a safe way 
past Beirer, while Frederic Bolley rode 
alone from the third lap on to finish 
fifth - a further 30 seconds down. 

Meanwhile, Vohland was on a mis- 
sion. 

"I got a good jump at the start and 
was top six when we came to this 
strange new part of the track, which 
was incredibly narrow and with a deep 
rut in the middle," he said. "As we 
boxed together, I went to ride the out- 
side to avoid a shunt in the rut. I don't 
know who it was - a Honda, anyway (it 
was Bolley) - came charging down the 
inside, slammed into Dewit and he shot 
into me and put me in the fence." 

From 26th on lap one, the American 
would finish 11th. 

Everts had handed out a warning at 
the first-moto postrace briefing - "I'm 
always stronger in race two" - but he 
was already in trouble when they 
arrived in the first corner. 

As Tortelli took the holeshot again, 
Everts (even with him up the straight, 
but on the outside) got ridden high in 
the turn by Beirer and needed 17 min- 
utes to finally dispose of the German. 

"It was a hard pass by Beirer, but so 
was mine,” Everts said later. 

With a free track to Tortelli, Everts 
had six seconds to gain, but he couldn’t 
do it. Indeed, complaining again of arm 
pump, it was Everts who had to cut his 
pace - a fact that was readily apparent 
to hear from trackside as he segdeniy 
dropped down a gear. 





Beirer’s early laps took him far 
enough away from Bervoets to repulse 
any challenge this time, and Vohland 
was fifth. 

“Peter Iven got me a couple of laps 
from the end, but that’s no disgrace,” 
Vohland said. “He won the big Easter 
race here a few years ago and always 
rides this track well.” 

Round six will be held at Foxhill in 
England, and Everts hasn’t lost there in 
three years. It was at Foxhill last year 
that he gained his mental supremacy 
over Tortelli, but the Frenchman has 
also won there - his double success on a 
125 in the 1996 double-header GP com- 
ing with race times only beaten by 
Everts among the 250s. €N

orton is back - again! After its 
77% roller-coaster ride of recent years, 
x", Britain's - indeed, arguably, the 
world’s - oldest and most historic extant 
motorcycle marque celebrated its corpo- 
rate 100th birthday in style on April 8, 
when Norton was relaunched yet again 
as a promised volume manufacturer in 
a ceremony in London's prestigious 
Dorchester Hotel. There, the prototype 
of a 1500cc V-eight-powered motorcycle 
was publicly unveiled - its mold-break- 
ing specification further spiced up by 
computer-generated projections of a 
225-mph top speed, from a claimed 280 
bhp. It's the Norton Nemesis, due 
according to Norton executives, to enter 
production later this year as a 1999 
model. 

Fruit of a merger between British, 
American and Canadian business inter- 
ests, the Nemesis is the first of a range 
of five different types of motorcycle 
which Norton plans to launch over the 
next few years, each of them featuring 
avant-garde technology that is the 
product of prolific British engine-design 
guru Al Melling, whose 10-man con- 
sulting company MCD has also been 
responsible for both the leading-edge 
engine designs and the equally uncon- 
ventional Nemesis chassis package. 

Melling, 54, has a solid record of 
achievement in four-wheeled engineer- 
ing circles, most recently through his 
connection with Britain's flourishing 
sports-car manufacturer TVR, for whom 
he designed the distinctive, lightweight 
AJP V-eight dry-sump motor with flat- 
plane crank that currently powers the 
best-selling Chimaera and Cerbera 
models, as well as having the new 
straight-six and V-12 engines recently 
announced by TVR. Melling has also 
worked as a consultant on specific pro- 
jects for many other car manufacturers 
all over the world, as well as having 
designed a V-10 Formula One engine 
last season for the abortive Lola F1 pro- 
ject, which reportedly will soon see the 
grid in the hands of another race team. 

But at heart, says Melling, he 
remains.a motorcyclist. To prove it, he 
has a collection of bikes, including a 
pair of Harleys, that he rides at least 
once a week on Sunday mornings. And 











in fact, Melling started MCD to handle 
regular design work for various Japan- 
ese companies that grew out of his early 
fascination with the Isle of Man TT 
races. For that reason, he says, the Nor- 
ton project allows him to return to his 
roots by designing a high-end range of 
bikes aimed at bringing Britain's most 
historic marque back to the prominence 
it deserves, on road and race track. 

At the born-again Norton marque's 
London launch, Melling disclosed an 
impressive list of mouthwatering new 
models which, he says, Norton plans to 
launch within the next few years. This 
is headed by two versions of the 1500cc 
Nemesis, both using the same 32-valve, 
four-camshaft, 60-degree V-eight wet- 
sump engine, with gear cam drive off 
either end of the crank, and short-stroke 
dimensions of 73 x 44.7mm - the same 
as a current Kawasaki ZX-7R. 

In the Nemesis A version that will 
top the Norton lineup, the MCD- 
designed 1497cc engine (which, as on

the TVR motor, uses a flat-plane crank) 
is fitted with three spark plugs per 
cylinder - as on the Rotax-built 60- 
degree V-twin in the new Aprilia 
RSV1000 superbike - and a six-speed 
gearbox with Fl-style push-button gear 
selection and clutch operation: 

An MCD-MBE engine management 
system, incorporating multipoint elec- 
tronic fuel injection and FI-type rotat- 
ing-barrel throttles cast into the cylinder 
head (to offer improved intake flow), 
help deliver the claimed 280 bhp at 
14,000 rpm that Melling says the Neme- 
sis A will produce, coupled with 110 ft.- 
Ib. of torque at 11,000 rpm - enough for 
a claimed potential top speed of 225 
mph. 

However, when asked to confirm 
that any of the new Norton engines had 
as yet run on the dyno, Melling 
declined to do so, thus indicating that 
these are computer projections for 
engine designs which are still en route 
to reaching completion in metal - 









though unconfirmed reports say plans 
call for the V-eight to be fired up for the 
first time before the end of May. 

Using single rather than triple igni- 
tion, the second Nemesis model is tar- 
geted to deliver 235 bhp at 12,500 rpm, 
and 111 ft.-Ib. of torque at 9000 rpm. 
This radical multicylinder motorcycle 
engine will be housed in a chassis simi- 
larly created by Melling’s MCD design 
team, which was also responsible for the 
sleek, distinctive styling of the Nemesis 
prototype on display in London. 

A lightweight, thin-wall, cast-alu- 
minium (magnesium for the A model), 
one-piece, twin-spar frame is claimed to 
be the stiffest motorcycle chassis yet 
produced, fitted with a monoshock 
swingarm which is also cast in alumini- 
um and magnesium, which incorpo- 
rates the rear brake caliper in the cast- 
ing to save weight. Up front, the brake 
calipers are also cast into the fork slid- 
ers, each of which is internally valved 
for the brake hydraulics and also forms 
one half of the front mudguard, all in 
the interests of reducing weight yet 
adding stiffness. 

The same objective also sees large- 
diameter alloy tubes comprise the 
wheel spindles and swingarm pivot, 
helping together with the carbon-fiber 
bodywork to achieve target weights of 
477 pounds for the base-model Nemesis 
and 404 pounds for the Nemesis A. This 


Sp ofthe fange model is projected as 
having active suspension of the type 
already experimented with by WP on 
the works Aprilia GP bikes three years 
ago, with front and rear suspension 
linked via the engine-management sys- 
tem to rpm and throttle openings with 
the objective of improving grip, but 
here developed by MCD for the street, 
as well as the race track. Another idea 
already experimented with elsewhere is 
the 360mm rim brake disc bolted firmly 
to the front wheel of the Nemesis (i.e., 
not floating). AP-Lockheed (who is 
believed to hold a worldwide patent 
governing the motorcycle application of 
such a design) fitted a metal rim disc 
more than a decade ago to Rob McEI- 
nea's works Suzuki 500cc GP racer, but 
in extensive tests could not resolve 
overheating problems. It'll be interest- 
ing to see which brake manufacturer 
MCD will work with to resolve such 
problems for the street. 

But whether they do or not, the Nor- 
ton Nemesis is replete with technical 
innovation, which together with its pro- 
jected performance (and claimed horse- 
power figures are completely in line 
with expectations for a 1500cc V-eight, 
say engineering experts), will help 
justify the nearly $50,000 price tag that 
the A model is likely to carry (around 
$40,000 for the base-model bike). 

But the Norton lineup doesn't end 
there. Also on display at the Dorchester 
launch was a liquid-cooled four-cylin- 
der slant-block 16-valve 750cc engine 
using the same internal dimensions and 
overall design as one half of the Neme- 
sis V-eight, which Melling says will 
form the basis of a 750cc Manx Norton 
superbike, and which shares many 
components - such as a cylinder head 
etc. - with the Nemesis. 

It's believed Melling originally 
designed the Manx engine for the 
abortive (well, rebadged) March super- 
bike, for which former March Britain 
manager Les McTaggart (now departed) 
had produced a carbon-fiber chassis 
already shown publicly 18 months ago, 
clothed with specially designed styling 
by John Keogh, which has also been dis- 
carded. 

Two versions of the 750cc Manx Nor- 
ton will.be produced, says Melling: a 
triple-ignition/12-plug racer delivering 
а claimed 175 bhp at 16,000 rpm (with 
projected use of Fl-type pneumatic 
valve operation), and a single-plug 
valve-spring road version that MCD 
says will offer 160 bhp at 15,000 rpm - 
though not, presumably, with air filters, 
silencers and full street equipment. 
Either engine will sit in a fabricated 
twin-spar alloy chassis specially devel- 
oped by Spondon for the bike, with 
more conventional suspension, wheels 
and brakes than the Nemesis, and a tar- 
get weight of 422 pounds. 

Next comes another V-eight, this 
time a cruiser to be known as the Com- 
mando (a choice of name unlikely to 
please diehard Norton enthusiasts!) tar- 
geted to cost around $30,000 and which 
Melling says will be “a Chevy on two 
wheels - it even burbles like a Chevy at 
idle speed.” 

This implies that the engine exists 
and has run, but there was no sign at the 
launch of a power unit that “has been 
designed to incorporate the upmost (sic) 
to satisfy the American custom enthusi- 
ast.” 

According to the press handout, this 
liquid-cooled 1497cc 90-degree V-eight 
is a completely different design from the 
Nemesis/Manx format, with 62.5 x 
61mm dimensions, push-rod operation 
via hydraulic lifters of the two valves 





per cylinder, single-point MCD-MBE 
fuel injection and a four-speed gearbox, 
all delivering a claimed 110 bhp at 7000 
rpm, with maximum torque of 86 ft.-Ib. 
at 5000 rpm. Projected for this model is a 
tubular steel frame, but still with 17-inch 
wheels and the same avant-garde sus- 
pension and brakes as the non-active 
version of the Nemesis, with 525 
pounds the target weight. 

Don't stop reading yet - there's more! 
According to Melling, Norton is also 
working on a range of 600cc four-stroke 
singles to be known as the International 
(Norton's historic name for the road- 
going versions of the single-cylinder 
Manx GP racer), led by a desmodromic 
race replica targeted to produce 75 bhp 
in race guise at 11,400 rpm, and around 
65 bhp in street form. This compares 
with the 75 bhp currently delivered by a 
good 572cc Ducati Supermono, so seems 
realistic, and Melling says Norton is 
already planning a one-make race series 
for the International singles in Britain 
next year. This, he says, will spawn sim- 
ilar championships in the United States, 
Japan and Australia, with the best 
placed riders in each series contesting 
an end-of-season world championship 
in the United States. 

The Norton desmo single would 
then, he says, lead to a less powerful 52- 
bhp roadster model with a valve-spring 
version of the engine, as well as an 
enduro counterpart completing the 
four-model single-cylinder range, a 
competition version'of which could also 
be used in a Supermotard series: Norton 
and Donington Park management have 
already, says Melling, been in discus- 
sion about the construction of a new 
track catering for such events. 

To create this huge range of models 
(as well as the 600сс four-cylinder 
supersport contender that Melling says 
Norton is planning), a newly formed 
company called Norton Motors Interna- 
tional has been created, based not in 
Great Britain but in the States - in Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota. 

NMI has been formed by merging 
Minneapolis-based March Motors Inter- 
national with Norton Motorycles Ltd., 
which until five years ago produced 
rotary-engined Nortons at its Shenstone 
factory in England. March, formerly a 
leading British manufacturer of Formula 
One and CART racing cars, which since 
its acquisition by American financiers in 
1995 had been focused on building a 
range of motorcycles headed by a 750cc 
four-cylinder superbike, had commis- 
sioned British design consultant Al 
Melling’s MCD concern to develop such 
an engine for this bike, which will now 
form the basis of the new 750cc Manx 
Norton. 

This is thanks to an agreement 
reached with the third party (besides 
March and MCD) to the creation of Nor- 
ton International, namely the Canadian 
Aquilini property-investment group 
based in Vancouver, which acquired the 
remnants of the Norton company almost 
by accident when an associate of Aquili- 
ni's, Nelson Skalbania, allegedly used 
an Aquilini loan to buy the troubled 
Norton company, on which he then 
defaulted. 

And to complete a storyline worthy 
of a paperback thriller, it’s worth 
remembering that the only reason 





Skalbania was able to buy the defunct 
Norton company in the first place was 
because of the frauds perpetrated by 
South African financier and former Nor- 
ton boss Philippe LeRoux and his 
cronies, which ran the company into the 
ground and for which LeRoux was 
found guilty and fined a paltry $25,000 
in February this year, after a plea bar- 
gain which swept the Norton Motorcy- 
cles Ltd. crumbs under the table! 

These three parties have therefore 
each brought a very different ingredient 
to the born-again Norton company's 
table. March brings finance, much of it 
raised via a 1996 share offer to private 
investors, mainly in the States - $10 mil- 
lion of which is reported to have been 
invested in development work to date - 
as well as the corporate structure on 
which the new company is founded, in 
recognition of which March chairman 
Joe Novogratz will serve as co-chair- 
man of NMI. Teaming up with him in 
that role is Luigi Aquilini, boss of the 
eponymous Canadian company that is 
contributing the rights to the Norton 
name in Great Britain, Canada and the 
United States (having reacquired those 
for the latter country from American 
investor Pakie Plastino, to whom they 
had been brokered), as well as provid- 
ing the currently run-down Norton fac- 
tory in Shenstone, north of Birming- 
ham, where just four employees 
presently work handling spare parts for 
the rotary engine, out of the 140 
employed at the height of motorcycle 
production back in 1989. 

MCD's Al Melling is charged with 
the task of delivering the product, in the 
form of the breathtaking range of excit- 
ing new bikes announced at the Dorch- 
ester launch, which betray him as a big- 
time bike addict - for the proposed 
Norton range represents a wish list of 
dream bikes that any half-serious sport- 
bike enthusiast would covet. 

But there's the rub. As attractive as 
the promised feast of two-wheeled 
superlatives may be on paper, can 
Melling, and Norton, deliver any (all?) 
of these bikes to the marketplace - and 
how soon? Can this phenomenally bold, 
outrageously attractive but arguably 
overambitious game plan to revive the 
Norton name in the most high-profile 
way imaginable actually be put into 
operation, delivering the promised 
range of technology-rich bikes to cus- 
tomers around the world as fast as NMI 
executives insist it will happen? 

^We aim to start production (of the 
Nemesis) by October this year," says 
Melling - yet with the best will in the 
world, given the avant-garde complexi- 
ty of the entire motorcycle, engine and 
chassis both, this seems hopelessly opti- 
mistic. 

Even Cagiva, with greater resources 
and more experience of series produc- 
tion than NMI, has been hard put to 
start limited, hand-made production of 
the MV Agusta F4 by this spring, six 
months after the bike's debut in Milan - 
and that's with a four-cylinder engine 
that's been dyno-developed over the 
past eight years, and road-tested for the 
last six! 

The prototype Nemesis V-eight may 
be up and running by the end of the 
year - but as Triumph's John Bloor 
knows better than anyone, it took tens

of millions of British pounds of his own 
money, a large team of dedicated devel- 
opment engineers, and six years to raise 
Triumph from the dead. 

Do Melling & Co. have the same 
resources - and time? Perhaps not. There 
was an irresistible feeling at the Dorch- 
ester launch that this was not so much a 
press conference (there were only a 
handful of hacks in attendance) as a 
public-relations exercise aimed at mas- 
saging the egos and checkbooks of 
March investors, as well as the several 
industry suppliers in attendance on 
whom Melling is banking to help him 
get Norton up and running again. And 
it was noticeable that NMI executives 
preferred not to address the single 
biggest shadow hanging over the pro- 
ceedings - namely that the only country 
in the world where you can legally ride 
a motorcycle at 225 mph on the public 
highway is Germany, and Norton 
Motors International cannot sell the 
Nemesis there because it does not own 
the rights to the Norton trademark in 
that country, nor essentially in the rest 
of Europe, which is the world’s largest 
market for sportbikes of the kind they 
propose to market. Rights to sell Norton 
motorcycles in those countries belong to 
former German Norton importer Joe 
Seifert, and it was partly in order to pre- 
serve those rights that he commissioned 
the only new motorcycle bearing a Nor- 
ton badge that you can currently buy, 
the BMW-powered 652SM street single 
launched at the Birmingham Show last 
November. 

By building the bike, Seifert has exer- 
cised use of the Norton trademark with- 
in the five-year span required under 
international copyright law to maintain 
ownership. Could it be that the reason 
for the rush to get the Nemesis into pro- 
duction might be linked to the fact that 
the last rotary Nortons left Shenstone in 
1993 - coming up on five years ago? 

Whatever the reason, it’s to be hoped 
that, one more one more time, Norton 
will succeed in re-establishing itself as a 
valid player in the booming worldwide 
sportbike market. But before that hap- 
pens, a closer look at a more realistic 
production schedule for what appears to 
be an extremely complex, cutting-edge 
range of motorcycles would seem to be 
justified - as well as an appraisal of the 
relative importance of the European 
market: making war with Seifert would 
only be self-defeating. 

Once peace breaks out and a dose of 
realism is administered, Norton enthusi- 
asts around the world can have confi- 
dence that, this time around, the come- 
back’s for real. And if it is, the Nemesis 
should deliver a new meaning to the 
term “performance” оп two wheels. єх

| Yamaha’s general manager of engineering Toshimitsu lio

t has been what the Spanish call “a 
| S ted secret" for several months. 

The Japanese manufacturers and top 
IRTA leaders are openly calling for a 
switch from two-stroke to four-stroke 
power in the 500cc class of Grand Prix 
racing. 

Toshimitsu lio, general manager of 
the First Engineering Division of Yama- 
ha Motor Company, leaped at the 
opportunity to address this matter dur- 
ing an interview prior to the Spanish 
GP. He was quick to support, at least in 
theory, Mick Doohan's call (made in a 
Speedvision TV interview at Jerez) for a 
quick abandonment of two-stroke 500s 
and a change to 1000cc four-cylinder 
four-stroke powerplants (see sidebar). 

Mr. lio also made it clear that he is 
firmly committed to restoring Yamaha 
to its former place of glory in Grand 
Prix racing’s premier class and that, in 
spite of strong success so far this season 
in AMA Supercross, the Paris-Dakar 
Rally and World Superbike, 500cc GP 
racing continues to be the top priority - 
and "the top challenge" for Yamaha. 

Yamaha opened the year with Scott 
Russell's win in the Daytona 200. That 
was followed with a stunning perfor- 
mance by Noriyuki Haga in the opening 
rounds of the World Superbike Champi- 
onship, plus a podium finish by Haga in 
his 500cc Grand Prix debut at Suzuka. 

Add to this the Dakar win by 
Stephane Peterhansel оп the 
XTZ850TRZ and the AMA Supercross 
title won by Jeremy McGrath, and you 
see that if Yamaha and Mr. lio wished to 
do so, they could have taken a tri- 
umphant tone and downplayed their 
lack of recent GP success. The one fact 
that disturbs the Yamaha racing depart- 
ment is that last year, for the first time in 
34 years, Yamaha didn’t win a single GP 
in any of the three classes. 

But Yamaha has a long commitment 
to Grand Prix racing and that was part of 
the message that Mr. lio wished to.com- 
municate when we spoke to him at Jerez. 
The other part of the message, however, 
was that GP racing has gotten out of 
touch with the products that Yamaha 
and the other GP manufacturers now sell 
and what the market demands. 

We opened our interview with a gen- 
eral leading question. His response indi- 
cated that Yamaha, the first manufactur- 
er to win a 500cc world title with a 
two-stroke (when Giacomo Agostini on 
the Yamaha piston-ported, across-the- 
frame four took the 500cc title from Phil 
Read on the MV Agusta four-stroke 
four), is leaning toward a change. 

The rules in 500cc racing have not real- 
ly changed very much at all for about 
40 years. If we compare 500cc racing 
with Formula One, NASCAR, Indycar, 
or almost any other form of motor- 
sports, we see that there is a big differ- 
ence between the rules now and 40 
years ago. Do you think it is time to 
think of changing the formula for the 
500cc class? 

Generally, as long as the rules are the 
same for all competitors, then they are 
fair, but when the social trends, sales 
trends and consumer atmosphere have 
already changed then it is time for rules 
to change, too. Today people are con- 
cerned about the environment and 
almost all production machines are 
four-strokes. When we saw the new 
laws in California making it impossible 
to legally register a two-stroke off-road 
bike for 1998, we decided we would 
develop the 400cc four-stroke for 
motocross and supercross. We have 
learned that California's regulations set 

















the trend not just for the United States 
but for all developed countries. 

But isn't it possible with fuel injection, 
for example, to make the two-stroke 
engine environmentally friendly? 

That depends upon the level of contami- 
nation that the rules of the future will 
tolerate. It is possible to meet today's 
rules with the two-stroke, but for the 
future it will always be easier and more 
economical to reach the desired levels 
with a four-stroke engine. 

It looks like the only area where there 
is still development of the two-stroke 
engine is in racing, and maybe just in 
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road racing if motocross goes to four- 
strokes. 
This is a problem. It is true that the two- 
stroke engine has certain advantages. It 
is compact and delivers very good per- 
formance in relation to its capacity. It 
has a racing character, but we believe 
that even in GP racing the engine 
should be related to the product that 
Yamaha makes. It is also true that in rac- 
ing, changes are sometimes necessary 
just to renew interest and enthusiasm. 
Even though the reasons for develop- 
ing the four-stroke come from environ- 
mental and market concerns, it is also 
important to see that in motocross we 
have had no big changes for many years 
and then, when a new machine and a 
new sound - the four-stroke sound - 














came to the tracks, it increased the moti- 
vation of the engineers who are making 
the innovations and it increased the 
enthusiasm of the fans. In road racing 
we have had no real rule changes for 
many years. 

Mick Doohan said recently in a TV 
interview with an American satellite 
channel that he believes that the cur- 
rent two-stroke technology is no longer 
related to real motorcycles that people 
ride on the street. He thinks we need to 
stop racing two-strokes just as fast as 
we can. He believes we should be rac- 
ing 1000cc four-strokes - but that if we 
try and develop smaller, 600cc four- 
strokes with GP regulations, the bikes 
will need to rev too much to be reli- 
able. That in turn will mean they will 
be too expensive and they will be 
slower than real 500s. 


This is true. It is now time to consider 
going four-stroke racing as soon as the 
GPMA (Grand Prix Manufacturers 
Association) can work on this idea with 
the federation and the rights holders. 
People are already talking about this 
and what they are saying is very reason- 
able. The problem is that there are other 
investments to consider. Honda has 
invested in 500cc twins and Kenny 
Roberts has developed a three-cylinder 
two-stroke. Compromises must be made 
and we must immediately begin feasi- 
bility studies. It would take two or three 
years to prepare this. This is an idea that 
many people are talking about, and we 
must make careful decisions for the 
future now. 

Mick Doohan also said that in his 
opinion the best 500сс GP bike today is 
probably the Yamaha. He said Yamaha 
just lacks a number-one rider. Maybe 
he wants to begin negotiations with 
you again for next year... 

We are flattered by what he says and, of 
course, we agree. (Laughs) We had 
negotiations with Mick Doohan last 
year, offering him the opportunity to 
join Yamaha, but there was no agree- 
ment finally. I am sure the racing man- 
ager, Mr. Sakurada, is happy to hear 
what he says about our machine. We 
have seen progress in the testing and in 
times at Suzuka and Malaysia, but 
unfortunately the results have not made 
the progress so obvious to everyone as 
to Mr. Doohan. 

I heard that last year Doohan made 
many demands from Yamaha and that 
Yamaha agreed to all these demands, 
but then he decided to return to 
Honda. Is this true, and would Yamaha 
negotiate again with Doohan after that 
experience? 

Yes, it is true and yes, we would negoti- 
ate, but, after the experience last year, 
the negotiations would be different and 
much shorter. Also, we do not want to 
have a bad relationship with Honda, 
bidding against them like last year. We 
will see after the summer if the situation 
has changed, so that we would be 
encouraged to discuss such things 
again. 

Some people have said that Yamaha 
has fallen behind in recent years 
because the factory has not responded 
quickly enough to the needs of riders - 
that improvement has been too slow. Is 
this true in your opinion? 

This is difficult to answer. I will let Mr. 
(Shuji) Sakurada (Yamaha's GP racing 
manager) reply, but I will say that I 
believe Yamaha has responded very 
quickly to the changes required by the 
move to unleaded fuel and that we have 
made strong progress in relation to our 
rivals in this. 

Sukurada: After three years racing 
and winning with Wayne Rainey, we 
believed our bike was very competitive. 
We built the type of chassis with the 
geometry and engine characteristics that 
suited Wayne Rainey, but afterwards 
we have had to try and build our bike to 
suit other riders like Luca Cadalora and 
Norick Abe. We have tried to satisfy 
their demands for more front-wheel 
steering to make higher corner speeds. 
We have been working for a couple of 
years on this, and with this year’s bike I 
think we have finally developed this 
new type of bike. 

Has the change to unleaded fuel made 
things better or worse for you? 

Sakurada: In some ways we have had 
problems, like everyone is having. We 
know that there is less power from 
11,000 to 13,000 rpm, but the power 
coming in at the bottom of the rev range 
is better and easier to use. And so we 








see improving lap times with less 
power. Most riders come from 250 and 
like this kind of bike. It is very, very dif- 
ferent from the bike that Wayne Rainey 
used to win three titles. 

How important is racing to Yamaha? 
Since Yamaha began to sell motorcy- 
cles worldwide, Yamaha has been 
involved in racing. Our philosophy is 
that as long as we produce motorcy- 
cles, we will never stop racing. We 
have our attention focused on classes 
and even individual events that we 
consider very important. We decided 
that Daytona is an important event and 
that we would continue to concentrate 
upon this race. We also believe the 
Dakar race is very important, and we 
support this race. Our key racing activ- 
ities are in motocross, supercross, 
superbike and GP racing in all classes, 
especially 500. This year we are very 
pleased that Jeremy McGrath has won 
the American 250 Supercross title and 
that John Dowd has won the 125 
Supercross title, and we are very 
pleased that the 400сс four-stroke that 
Doug Henry has ridden has been suc- 
cessful and popular with fans. 

Did you expect such good results from 
Nanba and Haga at the Japanese GP? 
Honestly, I must say that we did not. 
Perhaps I should apologize to Haga, 
but I did not think he would be on the 
podium at Suzuka. And in Superbike, I 
did not think he would win at Doning- 
ton. It was his first time in England, 
and he won both heats. That is amaz- 
ing. It was also amazing that he was 
third at Suzuka on the 500. As for 
Nanba, well, we considered him 
retired. We were ready to say, “Thank 
you for your good career,” and then he 
lapped in 2:06 and was on the pole 
until Max Baiggi did 2:05.7. We were 
amazed and very encouraged because 
we saw that our motorcycle is very 
much improved. 

We saw good results from the YZR250 
bikes in the Japanese GP with sec- 





ond-and third-place finishes from 
wild-card riders, but at the GP level 
you are only running the TZM bikes. 
When will we see a return of the 
YZR250? 

If the program continues on schedule, 
we will return with a works 250 next 
year. 

What is the relationship between 
Yamaha and your former rider, Tetsuya 
Harada? 

Our relationship with Tetsuya-san is 
friendly. In 1996, Wayne Rainey's team 
was running one 250 and one 500 and it 
was very hard to develop both bikes. 
(Loris) Capirossi was the 500 rider and 
Harada was the 250 rider. We wanted to 
continue with Harada, but we would 
have had to make a separate importer’s 
team for him in 250. At that time he 
wanted to join Aprilia and we under- 
stood. There is no barrier between 
Yamaha and Harada - no unfriendliness. 
Does that mean that Harada could ride 
again for Yamaha? 

Yes. If all conditions were right - a team, 
sponsorship, etc. - it would be possible 
for Harada to ride for us again. Just 
today, Harada was here visiting us and 
talking with Nanba about the new bikes. 
He has worked with Nanba for many 
years and with us. But Harada has a 
contract with Aprilia now. 

You have said that your relationship 
with Harada after the split is friendly 
and that it would not be impossible for 
Yamaha and Harada to be together 





again. What is the relationship with 
Kenny Roberts? 

Kenny Roberts has his own team and 
his own motorcycle and he is now a 
rival of Yamaha. I sometimes see Kenny 
Roberts, and we sometimes have occa- 
sion to talk about general things. But 
that is all I can say. 

In 500cc racing, you have good bikes, 
but you are not getting results. Are you 
still looking for a number-one rider? 
What about Noriyuki Haga? If he wins 
the World Superbike title, will he 
come to 500? 

Yes, we are always looking for a num- 
ber-one rider. About Haga I would say 
that if he wins the Superbike Champi- 
onship, he will be ready for the next and 
the highest challenge, which is World 
GP. It would be right for Haga, if he 
wins in Superbike, to go to 500, because 
that is the fastest category. 

Superbike racing has become more 
important, and you have said that it is 
important because there is a direct rela- 
tionship between the race bike and the 
product that Yamaha sells. What does 
GP racing mean to Yamaha? 

At every track we measure the speeds 
and lap times of GP bikes and super- 
bikes. Almost always, the GP 500s are 
fastest. As long as GP 500 is fastest, they 
will be the greatest challenge for riders 
and manufacturers. That is why it is 
important that if changes are made in 
the regulations that the performance of 
the GP bikes is kept superior. €N

ELIZABETH, WV, MAY 9-10 
Nor the first time in nearly a year, 
Е Team Suzuki's Steve Hatch topped 
the Grand National Cross Country 
Series field and effectively threw his hat 
into the ring for championship con- 
tention in the fifth round of the series in 
West Virginia. Beset by injuries and set- 
backs since the latter part of last season, 
Hatch’s struggle to regain form after a 
broken back appears to be complete. 

“1 want to thank Suzuki and Mike. 
Webb and all of my sponsors for believ- 
ing in me, because even three weeks ago 
I was having doubts in myself,” a 
relieved Hatch said afterward. “I’ve 
been just trying to get up to speed. You 
always second-guess things when 
you're not quite up to speed, but I kept 
at it and kept training and I’m happy to 
win it today for my mom since it's 
Mother's Day and her birthday." 

The Starvation Point event was also 
the most technically challenging GNCC 
of the year thus far, which made Hatch's 


‘three-minute lead at the finish all the 


more convincing. The course was badly 
rutted and the hills were made slippery 
from torrential rains in the days leading 
up to the race. Only 11 riders finished 
on the lead lap. 

Finishing second to Hatch was Team 
Kawasaki's Fred Andrews with Suzuki 
teamster Rodney Smith a bike length 
behind in third. Andrews and Smith's 
race-long battle for second was as hotly 





contested as their season-long battle for 
the championship. Andrews' second 
place put him one point up on Smith in 
the season points standings as the series 
nears the halfway mark. : 

Team Yamaha/HWK Racing’s 
Randy Hawkins finished a season-high 
fourth overall after starting the event 
dead last off the Pro starting line. 
Hawkins always shines when the terrain 
toughens, and he used his formidable 
line-picking abilities to work his way 
through the 21-rider Pro field. Kawasa- 
ki's Jimmy Jarrett, who started even fur- 
ther back than Hawkins, claimed fifth 
overall. Jarrett, a 250cc A rider, started 
30 seconds to the rear of the Pro class 
and displaced many of the nation's top 
off-road riders to score his top overall 
GNCC finish to date. Three other non- 
Pro riders, Steve McSwain, Chuck 
Woodford and Gene Onail, also pene- 
trated the top 10 overall. 

Starvation Point has played host to 
the GNCC tour for four consecutive sea- 
sons-after replacing the infamous Black- 
water 100 on the race schedule. While 
Blackwater was long regarded as the 
nation's toughest race, Starvation Point 
played a close second fiddle this year 
after being deluged with rain for days 
on end. Due to high water and slippery 
conditions, the traditional pit area was 
moved to a large concrete pad that held 
the Pro pits and the finish/scoring 
areas. Pitting on concrete made the job 
of maintenance easier and gave a 
unique Grand Prix appearance to the 
traditional GNCC backdrop. 





Hatch. immediately jumped to the 
lead at the start, followed by Team 
KTM's Scott Plessinger, the Kawasakis 
of Andrews and Luca Trussardi and 
hometown favorite Doug Blackwell on

his Yamaha. Kawasaki's Brian Keegan, 
Yamaha/HWK's Barry Hawk and the 
Suzukis of Smith and Paul Edmondson 
completed the lead pack. 

Blackwell had high hopes entering 
his home round and had a shot at com- 
pleting the “trifecta” of woods racing. 
After scoring wins at the previous 


. National Enduro and National Hare 


Scrambles rounds, Blackwell could 
make it three wins in three series with a 
victory in his back yard. Unfortunately, 
the West Virginia speedster’s race 
would last only one lap as he fell and 
badly jammed his left wrist. With a real- 
istic shot at two other championship 
titles in the balance, Blackwell had no 
choice but to retire. 

Defending GNCC champ Scott Sum- 
mers also had a less-than-desirable first 
lap after burying his big XR up to the 
tank in the black mud. 

“Rodney (Smith) апа Fred 
(Andrews) both went through this mud- 
hole and I went right behind them. 
Their bikes dug it out just enough that it 
swallowed mine when I hit it. І had to 
expend so much energy to physically lift 
my bike up and out that everybody was 
long gone by the time I got going 
again." 

After losing 16 minutes on the first 
lap, Summers soldiered on to finish an 
eventual 13th overall. 5 

Entering the scoring tent after one 
lap, it was the tightly clustered pack of 
Smith, Hatch, Team KTM's Mike Laffer- 
ty and Keegan within 10 seconds of one 
another. Andrews, Edmondson and 
Hawk were battling with each other 
another 25 seconds down, and Hawkins 
had climbed to eighth. 

By lap three, Hatch began his sprint 
from the field. Riding smooth and never 
getting stuck allowed the national num- 
ber-two rider to take off and not look 
back. Andrews and Smith were already 
running together by lap three, and Laf- 
ferty was there to keep them honest. 

Climbing into fifth place by the mid- 
point was Edmondson, who was begin- 
ning to experience problems that would 
plague him throughout the event. 

“Т got stuck in this mudhole and (the 
bike) just completely stopped on me,” 
Edmondson said. “I thought I had run 
out of gas but I hadn’t, and after a while 
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it started up again. I just thought that 
the vent tubes were stopped up so we 
cut.those, and then later it quit two 
more times in just the same way.” 

By the fifth of eight laps, the Pro- 
class leaders were scattered among lap- 
pers and tracking positions became dif- 
ficult. Though the going was 
challenging, the relatively short 7 ^- 
mile course allowed the mixing of class- 
es early on and 250cc A and Vet A riders 
began infiltrating the top positions usu- 
ally reserved for AA contestants. 

For the third of five events, Brian 
Keegan found his day stopped short 
after connecting with a tree and tearing 
his rear brake hose. Already on the side- 
lines were the retired Plessinger and 
Husaberg’s Jason Dahners. Lafferty had 
also dropped out after effects from a 
stomach virus substantially slowed his 
charge. With the Pro field dwindling 
and riders so widely spread out, consis- 
tent chargers like Jarrett from the 250cc 
A class began inching their way into the 
top 10 overall. 

“I think the Pros were going kind of 
slow the first lap because I caught those 
guys pretty quick and I just had a really 
good day with no problems,” the Ohio 
rider commented. “I just rode my own 
race and kept plugging away at the 
track.” 

What was clear to even the most 
casual observer was the size of Hatch’s 
lead and the hotly contested fight for 





second. Going into the final lap, Hatch 
maintained a nearly two-minute lead on 
the Andrews/Smith wheel-to-wheel 
duel. 

41 just rode as smooth as I could and 
tried not to get too excited,” Hatch relat- 
ed. “We did the Moose Run last week 
and I ended up on my head a couple of 
times and I didn’t want to let that hap- 
pen to me today. I only went down two 
or three times.” 

While the winner's position appeared 
assured, positions were swapping in 
second and third. Andrews feared his 
shot at the runner-up position might be 
gone when he took a tumble with just a 
few miles to go. 

“I got crossed up in two ruts and it 
put me over a hill,” he said. “I couldn't 


.get up and couldn't get up and ended 


up shooting my bike up over the top. As 
soon as І got on my bike, Rodney 
(Smith) came by and I thought, ‘Shoot, 
I'm in third and so tired from pushing - 
well, third's better than fourth." 

Smith didn't last long in second this 

time, though, finding it necessary to 
stop for water for his radiator just a 
short time after passing Andrews. 
. "[ made a few mistakes up on a few 
of the hills," Smith admitted. “I think it 
was my own fault for making my bike 
overheat. The bike was pinging so bad 
that there's no way that I would have 
made it to the finish if I didn't stop." 

With Hatch already atop the finish 
podium, Andrews and Smith came into

view of the pits. At 100 yards from the fin- 
ish they jumped onto the concrete pad. 
Andrews, then Smith, both went side- 
ways when their knobbies hit the slick 
surface. Andrews maintained his bike- 
length lead past the flag. 

Seven minutes behind them was 
Hawkins, scoring the best GNCC finish 
yet for Yamaha's first-season four-stroke 
effort. 

“I tried to pick good lines, and Dale 
(Stegal, Hawkins' mechanic) was out 
there keeping me on the ball about 
where I was at (in the field)" Hawkins 
said. "He didn't let my mind wander 
and think, "Man, we're not even in the 
hunt.' He just helped me keep catching 
the next guy and then catching the next 
guy. I found out that where my bike 
really shines is on the slick uphills - I 
passed so many guys on those nasty 
uphills today." 

Physically fifth across the line and 
also on adjusted time was Jarrett, fol- 
lowed by Edmondson's ailing Suzuki 
two minutes later. 

Finishing seventh was former Pro- 
class rider and Vet A entrant Steve 
McSwain from North Carolina aboard a 
Kawasaki. Californian Brian Garrahan 
rode his KTM to the eighth spot for his 
best season-to-date finish. He and his 
brother Pat are showing improving fin- 
ishes while traveling the entire eastern 
series by van for the first time. 

Ohio's Chuck Woodford broke the 
GNCC top 10 for the first time on yet 








another Kawasaki while placing second to 
Jarrett in the 250cc A class. Rounding out 
the top 10 were Vet A and longtime 
Kawasaki rider Gene Onail, making it five 
green bikes in the top 10 - quite a change 
from Team Green's minimal participation 
in GNCC racing in recent years. 
Changing series demographics are 
also evident when looking at the geo- 
graphic origin of riders. The top 10 over- 
all now lists four riders from California 
(though Hatch and Edmondson are rela- 
tively recent transplants), four from 
Ohio and two from the Carolinas. су

he sound of thunder ebbed and 
I flowed from the Gold Country 
Fairgrounds, and when it was 
over, neither rain nor a crash nor three- 
time U.S. National Speedway Champion 
“Flyin” Mike Faria could stop Auburn 
Toyota-backed Bart Bast from scoring 
convincing wins in both First Division 
main events at the Fast Fridays season 

opener in Auburn. 

Bast, the eight-time and reigning 
Northern California Speedway Champi- 
on who spent a season with the British 
League's Swindon Robins in 1989, han- 
dled everything that was throwp at him, 
whether it was the changing track con- 
ditions that for a time huddled the 
capacity crowd under the roof of the 
main grandstand, or the flying bike of 
competitor Louis Kossuth, or the relent- 
less attack from American speedway's 
best boy Faria. The 30-year-old Auburn 
homey thrilled the fans as he used per- 
fect starts and effective pole-hugging to 
walk away with the lion's share of the 
$1375 First Division purse. 

“It was a good start to the season,” 
Bast said after claiming both first-place 
plaques on the podium. "The weather 
wasn't all that great, but it didn't really 
affect the track. I thought that the track 
was great for the first night. They 
couldn't have done any better with it." 

In other racing action, Bill "Metal 
Kid" Newby used patience and took 
advantage of a late-race mishap suffered 
by leader Tom Adams to win the Sec- 
ond Division main event; David "The 
General" Lee rollerballed his way to vic- 
tory in the Third Division main, leading 
from start to finish; and Ryan Fisher, 
A.J. Jones and Josh Newby topped the 
First, Second and Third Division Junior 
mains, respectively. 


HANDICAP 


The Handicap side of the First Divi- 
sion program opened the show, with 
Faria displaying his ability for his new 
hometown fans. The 41-year-old Nation- 
al Champion rocketed away from his 
post on the 50-yard line.and calmly and 
coolly used the outside to work his way 
around 40-yard man Randy DiFrancesco 
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and fellow 50-yard-liner Charlie “The 
Edge” Venegas, taking the win and 
leading both riders into the semis. 

Second-generation speedway racer 
Ian Ferris came off the 20 and held for- 
mer Northern California high-point man 
Robert Curry at bay, with John Grant 
coming home third for the last transfer 
spot to the semis. 

The third Handicap heat resembled 
something more on the order of the 
Third Division wars, as Chad Felicio 
wadded up coming off turn two and 
collected Auburn favorite Bobby “The 
Blaze” Hedden in the process. Before 
flagman Mark Joiner could throw the 
red, First Division rookie Rick Shafer 
tagged the wall off turn four and cart- 
wheeled down the front straightaway. 
All riders rejoined the fray. On the 
restart, former Junior stud Billy Janniro 
grabbed the lead from the 30-yard line 
and never looked back, leading Jim 
“The Jammer” Sisemore and Hedden 
into the transfer spots. 

Despite the best efforts of the Fast 
Fridays crew, turns one and two quickly 
began to look more like a mine field 
than a race track, and that may have 
been the contributing factor in a brutal- 
looking crash involving Bast and Kos- 
suth as they came off turn two. The two 
locked bars after Kossuth wheelied 
while underneath Bast in the corner, 
and both went down in a tangle of 
equipment. 

“Louie railed me,” Bast said after- 
ward, “My bike was bent up so bad that 
the wheel was hitting the cylinder head 
on the engine.” 

Kossuth was indifferent after the 
incident. 

“Oh, well,” Kossuth said, “I guess 
that’s why we take all the pretty pic- 
tures before the race starts.” 

Bast borrowed a GM from Third 
Division rider Dick Vargas and went on 
to transfer behind winner Kelly Bennett 
and Tommy Hedden. Kossuth failed to 
make it through. 

The semis were, if anything, pre- 
dictablé enough. Faria, Venegas and 
DiFrancesco repeated their act from the 
opening heat, taking the top three spots 
to guarantee their places in the main 
events. Bast returned to his now heavily 
hammered-on Jawa and sliced and

around the tight-cornered eighth-mile. | 
Venegas went on to pick up the transfer 
over Pat Linn and Matt Becker. Bast did 
the same in heat two, pulling cleanly 
away from the start from the second 
gate and taking the point over Chad 
Felicio. The pair left Curry and Rick 
Pearce behind them as they advanced to 
the semis. 

Tommy Hedden was fast out of the 
gate in heat three, but breaking tapes 
caused the race to be restarted. Hedden 
duplicated his start on the second go, 
but the starting gate malfunctioned 
again, leaving the younger of the two 
Hedden brothers visibly frustrated.

LODI, CA, MAY 9 
~~ espite cloudy skies and an even- 
NS tual rain delay of almost an hour, 
Mayfield/Carr Promotions and 
the Lodi Motorcycle Club pulled out all 
of the stops and delivered a perfect 
evening of short track racing with the 
second annual Big Valley Ford Spring 
Classic, round one of the West Coast 
Flat Track Series. 

AMA Grand National number 41 
Brett Landes was the big winner, as he 
claimed the 25-lap main event after 
overtaking early leader J.P. Simonsen 
and then cruised to victory smoothly 
and comfortably. He also won the five- 
lap Andy Tresser Memorial Dash For 
Cash, pocketing $750 of the $1500 purse. 
For Landes, patience was the name of 
the game. 

“It’s 25 laps; that's a long time,” the 
soft-spoken Landes said from the victo- 
ry podium. "Be patient, be patient. I was 
just conserving energy. He (J.P. Simon- 
sen) made a bobble down there in three, 
and I got around him." 

Finishing second behind Landes was 
Simonsen, who scored the holeshot and 
then led for several laps as Landes whit- 
tled away at his lead. Landes played it 
coyly and waited for the fatal mistake as 
he glued himself to the rear wheel of 
Simonsen. 

“1 made a bobble and knew he was 
there," Simonsen said. “I left the door 
open, and he took advantage of it, and 
that was it. There’s no catching Brett. 
He’s a good rider.” 

The final podium position went to 
another Washingtonian, Rex Fisher, 
who had his work cut out for him as he 
took off the line midpack and was mired 
in traffic with a quartet that included 
Mark Key, Billy Martin and Lonnie 
Pauley. 

"There's not much you сап do on а 
short track like this,” Fisher said. “I got 
lucky, and they (Martin and Pauley) 
kind of ran into each other, and I was 
able to get underneath them.” 

Four scratch heats determined the 
starting positions in the regular heat 
races, as the spectators were treated to a 
preview of the main event on the rain- 
soaked track. The most exciting scratch 
heat was the second race as Lonnie 
Pauley pressured John Grant with an 
outside move, which brought down 
Fisher, Ronnie Reimer and Pauley. In 
the process, Justin Ownby took the lead 
and then fell immediately upon taking 
the checkered flag. 


HEATS 


Stockton vs. Stockton was the deal as 
Key and Martin slugged it out in the 
first of four 10-lap heat races. Key led 
the first race wire to wire despite the 
hard charges of Martin. The third and 
final direct-transfer position went to 
Geramy Rackley, who was several bike 
lengths behind the leaders. 

“1 hooked up, got а holeshot,” Key 
said. "That's the strategy. I'll do it again 
in the main and we'll see what hap- 
pens.” 

Simonsen and Landes gave a sneak 
preview of things to come in the main 





event as they battled in the second heat, 
with Simonsen sneaking away with the 
win. 

“I kind of got a bad start,” Simonsen 
said with a smile, “but Beau Brown 
helped me out a little bit as he pushed 
everybody out, and I snuck underneath 
“em, and that was pretty much it.” 

Local hotshoe Levi German monopo- 
lized the third heat, as he outgunned the 
likes of fellow Lodi stars Mark Corsetti 
and Allan McClellen, and cruised to a 
flawless win. 

“I just got out front,” reflected Ger- 
man. “I got a good pace and held it for 
the 10 laps. It really went good.” 

The fourth and final heat race placed 
the local talent of Justin Ownby against 
Grand National numbers Fisher and 
Pauley. Fisher had the advantage of 
horsepower and experience, while 
Pauley was capable of being able to pass 
just about anywhere on the track with 
relative ease. Despite the two obstacles, 
Ownby rode perfectly and won by a 
narrow margin. 

“I got out front and held it down 
low," Ownby said of his race. "I bor- 
rowed a bike from Randy German, so 
I'm not sure of the setup, but all in all it 
ran great." 


SEMI 


Riders who finished out of the top 
three in the heat races lined up for one 
last chance at the main event. Only the 
top three finishers in the event would 
get the honor of lining up on the back 
row of the starting grid for the main 
event. Local track favorite Dana Perri 
made his 600cc Expert debut at Lodi 
aboard a beautifully prepared Rotax, 
and dusted the likes of Jake Zemke and 
Bob Seay in that order.

EXPERT MAIN 


Fifteen experts from three states lined 
up to do battle on the hard blue groove 
of Lodi under cold and cloudy condi- 
tions. When the green light flashed, it 
was Washington's Simonsen first to the 
turn, with Landes in hot pursuit and 
Martin close behind him. Two laps later 
Martin slipped off the pace, which 
allowed fourth-placed rider Key to 
move up closer to the other Stockton 
rider's rear fender. Landes, meanwhile, 
had cranked up the wick and closed to 
within several bike lengths of Simonsen.

On lap four, Landes tried unsuccessfully 
to go under Simonsen in the south turn, 
then repeated the same move in the 
north turn as Simonsen bobbled the fatal 
mistake. 

This time the move by Landes stuck, 
and he pulled three bike lengths ahead 
of Simonsen. Lap after lap the gap 
widened between leader Landes and 
second-placed Simonsen. As the two 
front-runners pulled ahead of the pack, 
the battle for third shaped up between 
Martin, Key, Pauley and Fisher. Key 
closed in on Martin, and Fisher closed in 
on Pauley as Simonsen faded back from 
leader Landes when the halfway flags 
came out. Landes, with nearly half a 
straightaway of a lead, rode the track as 
if he were on rails, much to the delight 
of the Lodi crowd. 

With the first half of the race behind 
him, Washington’s Fisher picked up the 
pace and passed, Pauley before setting 
sights on Key and Martin. Fisher contin- 
ued the pressure and passed his two 
adversaries within the next two laps. 
Martin slipped from the groove as the 
cluster for third heated up and he imme- 
diately found himself back in the sixth 
position. Pauley was the next rider to 
attempt a gutsy maneuver, as the Sali- 
nas rider overtook Key and moved into 
fourth. The final order remained 
unchanged. Simonsen dropped back 
further as the white flag came out for 
the final lap, and at the checkered flag it 
was Landes the winner by well over 100 
feet, followed by Simonsen, Fisher, 
Pauley and Key. 

Landes was all smiles in the winner's 
circle as promoter Chris Carr congratu- 
lated him. 

“When was the last time that you 
stood on the box twice at the Lodi Cycle 
Bowl?” Carr asked. “That is, on the 
same night?” 

“1 don’t think I have here,” Landes 
replied. “And I’ve raced a lot here. It’s a 
good warmup here for next weekend at 
Harrington (Delaware). I'd like to carry 











this over to there, but you’re going to be 
there, and a few other fast people, too.” 


PRO SPORT MAIN 


Although their main rider, Rob Dam- 
ron, was out of contention with an 
aggravated injury, the L&R Husaberg 
folks had much to celebrate as their two 
riders, Kenny Noyes and Tony Souza, 
rode home with the top two spots in the 
Pro Sport main event. Souza, who had 
never even sat on one of the Swedish 
specials before the evening began, aced 
a perfect holeshot over Noyes and first- 
turn master Bob Casey, followed closely 
by Shawn Raggio and Tony Meiring. 
Souza quickly established a sizable lead 
as he pulled away from Noyes and the 
rest of the pack. 

But with seven laps down, however, 
Souza faded. Noyes eroded away the 
lead and closed to within a few bike 
lengths of the leader. Noyes continued 
the pressure on Souza and pried the 
teenager aside with a powerful inside 
pass. Once in the lead, Noyes continued 
to extend his advantage, as Casey and 
Raggio closed in on Souza. At the check- 
ered flag the order was unchanged. 
Noyes crossed the line ahead of Souza, 
Casey, Raggio, and Meiring.

Lauren 
Wallace and Rebecca Law ran three and 
four slightly further behind the leaders 
before Kyle Anselmi sneaked in 
between Wallace and Law on the white- 
flag lap and made it stick to nail down 
fourth.

e’s done it all, seen it all. Now 
it looks like he’s going to be in 
the middle of it all again. 


No, former Daytona 200 winner Don 
Emde isn’t looking at climbing back into 
the saddle in the hope of rejuvenating 
what was once a successful professional 
racing career (though you might some- 
times catch him donning the leathers for 
an occasional vintage race). He is, how- 
ever, going to be about as involved in 
the racing game as he ever was, except 
that this time, Don Emde is going to be 
doing some serious racing off the track. 

As the chairman of the board of

trustees for the American Motorcycle 
Heritage Foundation and the newly 
appointed representative of AMA Pro 
Racing in the dirt track arena, Emde is 
currently involved in two ambitious 
programs. His role with the AMHF has 
placed him in the race to build motorcy- 
cling’s first Hall of Fame, a shrine to the 
pioneering men and women who have 
guided the sport - both from the race 
track and from within the entire indus- 
try - to where it is today. And perhaps 
even more ambitious is his mission to 
bring a greater awareness of dirt track 
racing by actively seeking ways to 
involve the motorcycle industry in antic- 
ipation of the coming Project 2000 


makeover. Emde will proclaim the dirt 
track gospel with the message “A Proud 
Past - A Fantastic Future” to any and all 
companies he can get to listen. 

It would be hard to argue against 
Emde’s qualifications for either project. 
As a top-rated Novice in the late ‘60s, 
Emde earned his way through the ranks 
in both dirt track and road racing, 
becoming the first man ever to earn a 
dual license from the AMA, which 
allowed him to compete as a Junior dirt 
tracker and an Expert road racer. His 
ascension to the top of the podium at 
the Daytona 200 just a few short years 
later set several records, as he joined his 
father, Floyd Emde, to make for the first

father and son ever to win the race. 
Emde gave the Yamaha two-stroke its 
first-ever Daytona win, and he did во оп 
a 350cc twin, sharing a record with the 
late Jarno Saarinen as riding to victory 
on the smallest-displacement machinery 
to ever conquer the place. In 1973, Emde 
finished seventh in the 200 aboard. a 
Suzuki 750cc triple before retiring at the 
end of the season. 

On the business side of the industry, 
you could argue that Emde has accom- 
plished at least as much as he ever did in 
his racing career. He has worked in sales 
at the dealer and aftermarket levels, he 
was the vice president of marketing for 
Bell Helmets through the mid-'80s, he 
has been the publisher of such recogniz- 
able titles as Motorcycle Collector and 
the trade magazines Dealernews and 
Parts. He has even written two books, 
one about the Daytona 200 and the other 
about the BMW Battle of the Legends. 

Still, with the projects on Emde's 
front burner these days, it would seem 
that there are still tough rows to hoe 
ahead for the 47-year-old. But win, lose 
or draw, one thing is certain enough: 
Emde's gonna go for it. 

Obviously, your background appears 
to make you a ripe candidate for these 
projects. How and when did you get 
involved in them? 

Actually, I had been involved with the 
Heritage Foundation first, and that goes 
back about five years. That had to do 
with the days when I was publishing 
Motorcycle Collector magazine, and I 
was really making the rounds in the 
antique and vintage side of things, 
which I still continue to do. I was invit- 
ed then to come on to the board of the 
Heritage Foundation, and about two 
years after that I was elected to be chair- 
man. I'm now in my fourth year as 
chairman of the Heritage Foundation. 

Where that has evolved is that, first 
of all, the Heritage Foundation had in its 
mission to create a Hall of Fame, but the 
bigger problem was just to make the 
Heritage Foundation solvent. That was 
the main goal. Two years ago was actu- 
ally the first time where we reached a 
break-even point, where we brought in 
enough revenue to cover all the expens- 
es. We started some discussion then 
about the last part of our mission: to cre- 
ate a Motorcycle Hall of Fame. 


E We began a little bit of research work 
Оп it at the beginning of last year and 
then, when we completed our second 
fiscal year in a row where our revenue 
exceeded our expenses, we decided it 
was time to get serious and to really 
gear up a plan to fill this out. 

And the second thing that happened 
that really made us know that we had to 
get busy with this was that in December, 
at the AMA board meeting in Las Vegas, 
Ed Youngblood put on the table to the 
AMA board an idea for an expanded 
facility. There was some land available in 
the Columbus area, and he got the 
approval to purchase this land. The Her- 
itage guys then said, "Look, if they're 
going to be building, then we have to get 
an"idea in place so that we don't end up 
coming in after the fact, after they've 
done all the designs and all of that." So 
we really got going with the Hall of 
Fame, got together a committee with peo- 
ple like Dick Mann and Bill Milburn, Ron 
Watson from the Novi Hall of Fame, and 
Patty Mills - one of the AMA trustees. We 
started on the Hall of Fame idea. 

Then, shortly after the first of the year, 
we learned that Dave Despain was also 
off and running with his Dirt Track Hall 
of Fame project. We felt that we wanted 
to work together with Dave on an activi- 
ty like that, not apart from it. We invited 
Dave to our meeting to find out what he 
was doing and how could we work 
together there. We concluded that from 
the dirt track side of things there were 24 
names that anyone could agree on being 
honored in a Hall of Fame. So what we're 
going to do is honor that first 24 with 
Dave, and then from our end, what we're 
going to do is take it a bit further and 
honor what we call our "first 100." One 
hundred people are going to be named 
from the Heritage side of it. We're not 
just talking dirt track, but road racing 
and off-road, even people from. within 
the industry. So really what we'll end up 
with is something with a bit broader 
scope in Ohio, but then whatever they 
decide to do in Springfield, well, that's 
just one more way to honor those guys. 
We feel that we're really working well 
with Dave, and we want to support his 
efforts. We're going to be at Springfield 
and we're going to honor the first 24 at 
his event in Springfield. 

So why not just build an addition onto 
the museum? Or is it safe to say that this 
Hall of Fame is going to be more about 
the people than about the machinery? 

At the moment, we're still going back and 
forth on whether or not we're going to be 
starting from scratch or building a new 
building, but I think it's safe to say that 
the AMA is going to be moving into 
something new. And what you're going 
to have is a "broadening out" where you 
have motorcycles being exhibited, but we 
might also have a gallery or what have 
you to honor the inductees. So what you 
could end up having is an American 
Motorcycle Heritage Museum and Hall of 
Fame, with the motorcycles and the peo- 
ple just intertwined. 

Dave Despain is using his $50,000 dirt 
track race as a fund-raiser. What events 
or functions has the foundation dis- 
cussed to get its Hall of Fame project 
moving? 

In using our expertise with the commit- 
tee, one of the things - and I think it was 
Ron Watson of Novi who brought it up - 
that we learned was that in cases of, say, 
the football sport, a guy may be inducted 
into the Football Hall of Fame, but then 
there may be another whole ceremony at 
that guy's college later on, say USC or 
wherever. We played off of that, and we 
feel that maybe once a year we might 
have an induction type of event in Ohio 





once a year for everyone who could 
attend that. But at the same time, if the 
dirt track guys want to have a big celebra- 
tion at Springfield, or maybe the 
motocross guys at Unadilla or Glen Helen 
or the road race guys at Laguna for their 
inductees, then we would do that. We 
may have these events where the various 
forms of the sport could have a celebra- 
tion with their own inductees. 

So the answer is that the AMHF's role 
might be to generate and conduct these 


smaller induction events as well as the 


big one? 

I think so. And again, what we want to 
do is find the cooperation level. I don't 
think that we want to pretend like we 
own the people that we're trying to 
induct. The dirt track people may decide 
to build a building of their own, and 


that's not a problem for us; we want to 


work with those people. Yet there may be 
some side of it - speedway racing or 
something like that - where there isn't a 
group that wants to carry the ball on 
something like that. We may carry the 
ball on some sides of it more than others. 
So you might even induct speedway 
8? 

Absolutely! I mean, I see everyone from 
Jack Milne to Mike Bast and all the way 
through. We don’t want to leave any 
rocks unturned. We've talked about hill- 
climb and Bonneville and drag racing, 
and even people in the industry like the 
Tom Siftons, Craig Vetters and Ken 
Maelys, people who have made their 
mark in motorcycling. 

That's why we're moving fast to get 
100 names together this first year. We may 
get 100 names the second year and so on. 
We think that it's going to take 300 names 
just to get caught up. I should also point 
out that the 24 people that are in the dirt 
track racing names are fairly current all 
the way up through Ricky (Graham) and 
Bubba (Shobert) and those guys, but the 
other 76 that are probably going to be 
brought in are not necessarily names that 
people are going to recognize, because we 
are going to try and prioritize the early 
days. We want to go back to the board- 
track era and pick guys that were 
involved in the industry in the '20s and 
"306. We don't want to forget those guys. 
So it may take a couple years to get into 
the modern era. 

So with this Hall of Fame, the American 
Motorcycle Heritage Foundation will 
have fulfilled a huge portion of its mis- 
Sion statement. 

Yes, it will help us to fulfill that mission 
statement, and really from there the next 
big announcement that I hope we're 
going to be able to make is that we are 
embarking upon either a move into a new 
building or that we are breaking ground 
to build one. But it is our hope within the 
next couple of years to be in a new facility 
that is enlarged to the point where we can 
have a real museum, and by that I mean 
that people have generally given us good 
marks on the Heritage Museum, but the 
problem is that it is too small for us to do 
the kind of things that we want to do. We 
want to make this whole thing a destina- 
tion point, and we believe that someday it 
will be. 

Shifting gears, then: One of the new 
projects that you've been handed within 
the AMA is to represent AMA Pro Rac- 
ing in the motorcycle industry with the 
specific intent of bringing more compa- 
nies into the pro dirt track program, 
basically, to represent the marketing 
side of the sport as we move toward Pro- 
ject 2000. What's the story here? 
Basically, this came together during Bike 
Week at Daytona. I was having a discus- 
sion with Ed Youngblood. He's gotten to 
know me pretty well over the past five 





years from my work on the Heritage 
Foundation, and I think that he's pretty 
well-versed in the little business that I 
have, which is all motorcycle-related; we 
do a lot of custom projects and custom 
publishing. We're pretty well plugged 
into a lot of the major and minor compa- 
nies throughout the motorcycle industry. 
I gather that the AMA Pro Racing board 
wanted to figure out how to get them- 
selves plugged in. They've had good suc- 
cess bringing companies in from outside 
the industry - a good example is Tom 
Mueller's success with Beer Nuts - and 
some from within. But they wanted to 
kick it into high gear, so Ed and I talked 
about it, and we worked out the neces- 
sary arrangements to make me represent 
them from within the industry. Tom will 
continue to represent them from outside 
the industry, and between the two of us, 
hopefully we can bring in some more rev- 
enue for dirt track. 

What I want to do is that I hope to 
bring enough revenue that a dirt track 
racer can earn enough to make dirt track 
racing a career within itself. As we know, 
Chris Carr and the Bostrom brothers have 
come in and then made their moves out 
to road racing, and what happens is that 
when we lose a good name dirt tracker to 
road racing, the sport loses one of its 
heroes. If it's always just the new guys, 
the fans aren't going to know them, and 
so new people aren't going to come to the 
track. The heroes are the ones who do 
that, guys like Parker and Morehead, the 
guys who have been around for a long 
time. We've got to have more heroes, and 
I hope that's what I can bring to the party. 
If we can bring in the money that will 
keep a guy in the sport, we can create 
these heroes and ultimately bring up the 
attendance levels. Then it all just kind of 
starts to work together. 

Will your role be to hook up riders with 
sponsors as well as drumming up event 
and/or series sponsors? 

Well, the job that the AMA has hired me 
to do is to bring people in on a series 
level, but we certainly want to encourage 
companies any way we can. If you look to 
NASCAR, they don't want people to 
throw a little money at the sport and then 
sit back and watch. They want a sponsor 
to find as many ways as possible to get 
involved. I’m hoping that we can figure 
out a way to get someone to become 
involved in AMA dirt track and maybe 
enhance that by putting their name on the 
side of a guy's bike. But primarily, my 
responsibility is to try to bring in series 
sponsors - at both high and low levels. 
Maybe we can offer a nice menu of 
opportunities for even a company that 
has a modest budget. Maybe it will be 
sponsoring fast-time awards or rookies of 
the year. Maybe these types of things will 
be just one more way that we can get 
some companies involved so that collec- 
tively we can make the dollars larger. 
Certainly these types of efforts have 
gone on in the past with regard to dirt 
track racing. What do you feel that will 
allow you to succeed where others have 
failed? 

Well, having earned my living on the race 
track, I think that I have a good feel for 
what the riders' problem are and what 
the sponsors' problems are. And so 
maybe by being just a good liaison for the 
AMA, I can show people the way to come 
in and maximize their involvement in dirt 
track. 

I can't really speak for what mistakes 
have happened in the past, but certainly I 
do feel that there are things in dirt track 
racing that could be done to improve the 
show, and we've already had some dis- 
cussions on that. We're always looking 
for ways to improve the signage on the 





bikes and things like that to give the 
sponsors more bang for the buck. 

I think that's it all just a process where 
if you can get things arranged in your 
head as to the way that they should go, 
then it shouldn't be all that difficult for it 
to go. I think one of the things that we 
need to do is just get the fans to appreci- 
ate a little more how difficult it is just to 
turn one of those big twins at 90 mph and 
steer it with the rear wheel. It's an excit- 
ing sport, and I think that we need to find 
a way to better communicate that out 
there. 

Speaking of those twins, how do you 
feel that the Project 2000 concept is 
going to effect the approach that you're 
taking with the marketing end of 
things? Do you think it will have a more 
positive effect or a less positive effect? 
It's absolutely going to have a more posi- 
tive effect for two reasons. First off, if a 
company may have been involved in the 
past, then this will be a tangible change 
that we feel will give somebody a good 
reason to come and take another look at 
dirt track racing. Secondly, back from the 
days that I had dirt track racing, we had 
so many brands. We had Harleys, Tri- 
umphs, BSAs, Nortons and Yamahas and 
on and on. They were all involved in it. 
And what we have again is the potential 
to get back to multibrand racing, where 
we have Harley-Davidson and Buell, 
Ducati and maybe Yamaha and Suzuki 
and all of them again. There's a potential 
for eight or nine brands if you start 
adding them all up. For every brand of 
bike that gets on the track, that's one 
more dealership in the area that could get 
excited about the big show coming to 
their town and get involved in getting 
fans to the track. It's that many more pos- 
sible factory sponsorships down the road. 
I don't know how many will be involved 
in year one, but I think over time it has 
the potential to take off with them like 
motocross and road racing have done. 

So you're a proponent of factory 
involvement in terms of factory race 
teams? 

Sure I am. I don't know exactly where it's 
going to start, and I don't think that we're 
going to go from zero to 100 right off the 
bat. But I can see some backdoor support 
right off the bat. Maybe the Suzukis and 
the Hondas and some of the different 
brands will come in with some of these 
secondary types of efforts like Chaparral 
or Vance & Hines, and those could ulti- 
mately become the factory teams for dirt 
track. I can't predict where it's going to 
go, but I think at some point there will be 
some opportunities that could arise. 

But I'm open to any ideas. Over the 
next few months, I'll be talking to a lot of 
different companies to find out what their 
ideas are and what we can accomplish to 
get them interested in the program. It 
should be very interesting. 

Just as with my role in the Heritage 
Foundation and in the Project 2000 
endeavor, I feel that what Dave Despain 
and the IMDA is doing with Springfield is 
a great model for what could start going 
on around the country, and I'm excited 
about that. We've seen the success that an 
event like Del Mar has enjoyed, where 
there's a day of looking at the past and 
then Sunday is kind of a look at the 
future. Dirt track has the deepest roots of 
all when you really look at it, and I just 
think that it should be welcome any- 
where it goes. I just feel that if we can 
start to take this "proud past and fantas- 
tic future" theme everywhere we go, and 
get everyone thinking about that, then 
ultimately we could have these shows 
going on all across the country. I'm excit- 
ed about where it's going, and I'm glad 
to be in the middle of it all. €N

he North American Sport Bike 
Te came to scenic Road Ameri- 
ca for its second round, and St. 
Charles, Illinois’ Todd Harrington stole 
the show by winning the premier EBC 
Brakes Sport Bike class. 

In doing so, Harrington set a new 
class record as he completed the nine- 
lap, 36-mile race in 21 minutes, 29.312 
seconds at an average clip of 100.519 
mph. That effort bettered the mark set 
last year by Dave Sadowski by some 
four seconds. 

Harrington and his Kawasaki ZX-6R 
led from the end of the first lap to the 
finish, after defending class champion 
Eric Wood grabbed the holeshot at the 
start. Wood dropped out with a 
mechanical failure on the third lap, leav- 
ing Mark Junge and his Suzuki in sec- 
ond while Suzuki-mounted Grant Lopez 
held down third. 

Lopez passed Junge for second on 
the fifth lap but was never able to 
mount a serious challenge for the lead, 
with Harrington taking the spot by 
nearly four seconds. 

Grand Prix-class racing came to Road 
America with the HRC Grand Prix 
Series by Idemitsu, featuring the 125cc 
two-strokes. Rolando Quintero grabbed 
the holeshot and led the first two laps of 
the race before his exhaust system start- . 
ed to come off. This allowed 16-year-old 
Toby Jorgensen to take over the front 
spot. Pole sitter Chris Ulrich moved up 
from a fourth-place start to second place 
on his Honda RS125, and he seemed 
poised to mount a challenge when his 


.ram airbox came loose. That held up his 


charge to the front. At the finish, it was - 
Jorgensen over Ulrich and Quintero. 

LaVaughn Montgomery finished 
fourth, and that was good enough to 
move her into first place in the series 
point standings-with 56 points. Stewart 
Aitken-Cade, seventh on the day, is sec- 
ond in points with 54. 

GT Series racing featured Sunoco- 
backed GTO, GTU and GT Lights, and 
Michael Fitzpatrick ran away with the 
GTO-class win on his Kawasaki 900. 
Mark Junge put in a strong ride in GTU 
to take the victory, while Bill Wachhold- 
er did likewise to win the GT Lights 
class. 

Perhaps the most compelling story of 
the weekend was the one of Wisconsin's 
own Billy Graef. Despite never having 
won at his home race track, Graef 
crushed the competition in the Harley 
Twin Sports race on his Hal's H-D- 
backed 883. In the end, Graef - who was 
the focus of the pre-race media tour - 
had more than 12 seconds over second- 
placed Shawn Conrad. Conrad had 








grabbed the holeshot at the start of the 
race, but Graef was in control by the end 
of the first lap. Although he had second 
place well in hand, Conrad couldn't 
make a challenge for the lead. 

Jess Roeder had third place wrapped 
up early and stayed there to the end. 
With a pair of wins at Daytona and 
Road America, Graef is in control of the 
points chase with 70 points. Roeder sits 
in second with 60, eight points clear of 
Brian Bodine - who finished seventh on 
the day after getting a stop-and-go 
penalty for jumping the start. 





Defending Buell Lightning-class 
champion Shawn Higbee showed up to 
defend his title and came off the line 
behind Graef, who nailed the holeshot. 
The pair quickly pulled away from the 
field, but by the end of the second lap 
Higbee had started to drop back with a 
bent shift lever. The Californian was 
able to kick it back out to where it 
would work, but by then Graef was long 
gone. 

At the checkered flag, it was Graef - 
with his second win on the day - over 
Higbee, with Conrad taking third. With

LEBANON STATE FOREST, NJ, MAY 3 
| ich Lafferty capitalized on series 
R points leader Freddy Hoess' 
weekend off and some good for- 
tune to take home the Pine Hill Enduro 
overall prize and reclaim the lead in the 
ECEA Enduro Series points battle. In a 
race characterized as a timekeeper, a 
whopping eight emergency checks were 
used to keep riders off balance. Piloting 
a Bromley Suzuki-KTM-sponsored KTM 
250/EXC, Lafferty managed to double- 
zero (zero points/emergency points) 
four, count 'em, four of the day's E- 
checks, bringing home the victory with 
a one-point card (1/113). Afterward, 
Richard was all smiles as he pondered 

his ride and the day's outcome. 

“My Bromley KTM has been really 
cooking, benefiting from performance 
and setup tricks learned from Mike 
(Rich's brother, KTM factory-sponsored 
National Enduro Champ Mike Laffer- 
ty),” Richard said. "I felt good all day 
and really worked hard at hitting the E- 
checks just right." 

The fortunes of war weighed heavily 
in the outcome as a number of riders 
vied for the win right up to the results 
being finalized. The reluctant disqualifi- 
cation of a points-taking check (check 
four) from the morning loop served to 
shuffle the deck in Lafferty's favor, giv- 
ing him the final card for a winning 
hand. 

Not surprisingly, in nearly all con- 
tests, seconds separated the winners 
from those with also-ran status. Laffer- 
ty's main competition on the day came 
from an unexpected source, however. 
Senior-class rider and former ECEA hot- 
shoe Bruce Dengler had an amazing 
day, finishing second overall by mere 
seconds, but not quite able to grab the 
brass ring. Dengler missed zeroing the 
entire course and the overall trophy by a 
mere second - that's one, uno - coming 
in with a 1/31 at check seven, the day's 
final points-taking check. When the dust 
settled, however, the Suzuki-mounted 
Dengler still turned in the day's second- 
best ride, managing a 1/129 score and 
earning the High Point A prize for his 
trouble. 

Another KTM rider, AA-ranked Bill 
Atkinson, didn't get the flips on the day 
either, finishing two points down 
(2/130) for third overall and first-place 
AA honors. XR400 pilot Bob Bennett 
had his own sad story to tell. Continu- 
ing his series rampage, Bennett turned 
in a two-point card as well (2/160), 
missing the overall in spite of scoring 
the day's best times at check three and 
the ill-fated fourth check. His fourth- 
overall finish earned him runner-up sta- 
tus to the HPA and first-place honors in 
the hotly contested A Four-Stroke class. 
Rounding out the top five was A Open- 
class hammer Frank Vanaman, who 
pushed his KTM 300 to the best three- 
point card on the day (3/136) and the 
class win. 

The weather was not to play a role in 
the outcome, although it no doubt con- 
tributed to a land-rush turnout. Nearly 
400 riders entered the event, which was 
graced with seasonal temperatures that 
rose into the mid-70s under partly 
sunny skies. High humidity did, howev- 
er, make things a bit sticky. Run from 
the Pakim Pond Recreation Area in New 
Jersey's Lebanon State Forest, the Pine 
Hill course meandered through charac- 
teristic pine forests. Sections varied 
between open deciduous hardwood for- 
est, transition stands of oak and pitch 
pine, and fields of unforgiving pucker 
brush (scrub oak). Trail consisted of 
two-track connectors, fast plow lines 
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and tight single-track trail, with an occa- 
sional water obstacle (read: “mudhole”), 
but no real stoppers. Club trail boss Bob 
Agonis had scripted a two-loop course 
with gas available located back at the 
campground. Some 75 ground miles 
were covered during the day, almost 
evenly split between the morning and 
afternoon loops. 


An unusual 9 o'clock key time bene- - 


fited the sleep-impaired or any last- 
minute wannabes. Departure from the 
start control could have scorched any of 
those still sleepyheaded as check one, 
found at the obligatory 3.0-mile mark, 
was the first of eight emergency checks 
to follow. It was a timekeeper after easy 
trail and connector sections run at 12 
and 15 mph. For those on the ball, it was 
no trouble to zero this wake-up check, 
with the top riders easily minimizing E- 
points loss coming in right on 30. Con- 
nectors and neat trail sections run at 
frustratingly slow speeds were used for 
the next 20 miles. Eventually, a check-in 
to a genuine special test was encoun- 
tered at mile 22.2, marking the start of 
an 8.5-mile test of single-track trail 
through mostly open timberland. Run at 
an 18-mph speed average, back-to-back 
points-taking checks were located with- 
in (checks three and four). 

At the first, check three, a trio of rid- 
ers carded zeroes, led by Honda rider 
Bob Bennett's 0/09 tally. Rich Lafferty 
came in a few seconds later at 0/17, fol- 
lowed by Dengler's 0/22. A score of rid- 
ers trailed with a single point down, led 
by the 1/35 of Atkinson, a 1/39 turned 
in by CR250 pilot Todd Topham, Mike 
McHale's 1/40, Craig Cossaboon's 1/42 
and a 1/43 carded by Vet-class competi- 
tor John Walter. 

With no respite afterward, riders 
thundered on to the final check-out, 
located some five miles later. Unfortu- 
nately, somewhere in between, a num- 
ber of riders managed to veer off the 
course and get lost, leading to the even- 
tual disqualification of that check. 
Scores varied wildly at the check-out, a 
testimony to the course/rider problems 
that justified the toss. Afterward, con- 
nectors were used to get riders back to 
the start for the midday break. 

The p.m. loop began with the obliga- 
tory timekeeping check, located just out 
of the campground, testing riders' 
departures from the gas. Again, this was 
easily zeroed - even double-zeroed by 
riders on the bubble. Soon thereafter, 
the course dived into several miles of 
tight trail that could have easily taken 
points, except for the toadly 12- and 15- 
mph speed averages. Eventually, speeds 
were bumped to 21 mph, signaling the 
start of the afternoon's special test. A 
4.5-mile section of tricky single-track 
started at 21 mph and dropped to 18 
mph less than halfway through. The sec- 
tion was a strange piece of trail.- tight 
but not ignorant, fast but not smooth, 
one that seemed to defy rhythm, thus 
driving riders off the pace. Also, located 
a half mile or so from the checkout was

a substantial mudhole 
whose burgeoning ruts 
managed to trap more 
than a few unwary riders, 
especially those on later 
rows. The section turned 
out to be the only test on 
the day to take points from 
all, although this was near- 
ly not the case. 

At the check-out (check 
seven), Dengler smoked in to card a sec- 
tion-best 1/31 score, missing zeroing the 
section by a single emergency point. 
Front-runners Lafferty and Atkinson 
were the only other riders to drop one 
through the piece, with Richard getting 
the edge, 1/55 to 1/77. Several other top 
riders just missed ones, including Mark 
Malszalek (2/93), McHale (2/97) and 
Bennett (2/98). From there it was con- 
nectors back to the known control, 
except for a final timekeeping check 
located a minimal distance from the KC. 
As has often been the practice of CJCR 
trail bosses, this check fooled few, but 
did catch many early in their minute, 
bolstering E-points tallies. 

With that, cards were collected, 
results finalized, and Rich Lafferty 
emerged as Grand Champion on the 
merit of his 1/113 score. Dengler, a 
longtime ECEA competitor who chal- 
lenged for the ECEA championship in 
the ‘80s (and father of pro motocrosser 
Joel Dengler), had one of those days. At 
least his 1/129 card earned him High 
Point A honors, while a steady Bill 
Atkinson (2/130) filled out the podium. 
Bob Bennett (2/160) and Frank Vana- 
man (3/136) rounded out the top five 
overall. New thumper pilot Mike 
McHale had a bountiful day, piloting 
his Yamaha 400 to a sixth-overall finish 
on the merit of a 3/158 card, while Vet- 
eran-class competitor Mike Beeler took 
the seventh overall seed with a 3/176. 

A notable finisher, Todd Topham, 
earned top honors in the A 250 class and 
eighth overall with a 3/195 score. 
Topham was back racing after nearly a 
five-year hiatus. In the interim, Topham 
has kept busy with a recent kidney 
transplant (less than six months ago), 
knee surgery, and a subsequent bout 
with Lyme's Disease. Just call him 
"Lucky." In all seriousness, though, 
kudos to Topham for his determination 
to continue racing at the highest of lev- 
els, and best of luck to him. 

Another Yamaha 400, ridden by Rob 
Aldakimov, finished with a 3/211 for 
ninth overall while a YZ250-mounted 
Dan Sharpless rounded out the top 10 
by putting up a 3/218 score. 

In B-class action, YZ125 pilot Dan 
Stoppi Jr. earned the High Point B tro- 
phy with a 4/350 card. The only other 





four-point card tallied within the B class 
was turned in by Vet-class competitor 
Wade Johnston, runner-up to the HPB. 
The Masters-class winner was Dan Van 
Driel, who dropped 13 on the day. €N

Coast trail conditions - rocks, roots, 
ruts and mudholes - to nab the win at 
the Hoot Owl I Hare Scrambles, beating 
13 other AA riders to the line in the 
NETRA event. 

More than 330 riders were on hand 
for round three of the series, with the 
race scheduled to run four laps of the 
10.6-mile course. With only a five- 
minute delay from the appointed start 
time, the flag went up at 1:05. Manches- 
ter Honda/Tech Tube/Link's Josh 
McLevy got the holeshot, followed by 
Ronnie's Cycle/Pub Racing/Moose/ 
Torco/REP's Levesque, Ken Law, 
VMR/Scott’s Tom Norton and Patrick 
Timothy. 

Right off the start, the course made a 
U-turn across a field and then ran 
through a few switchbacks before head- 
ing up a rock face and across a dirt road. 
Timothy hit a rut just before the rock 
face and lost control. 

“I hit something that threw me back 
off my bike and I ended up grabbing a 
handful of throttle," Timothy said. 

Timothy launched off the rock and 
landed right on Law. Law got crossed 
up and out of control but managed to

remain upright, only losing one position 
to Norton. Timothy, however, went 
down and was then T-boned by Luke 
McNeil as the rest of the pack crested 
over the rock. The pileup allowed the 
front-runners to get away and gave 
them an instant advantage over the rest 
of the pack. 

As mentioned, the woods were noth- 
ing but rocks, ruts, roots and mudholes. 
The front three managed to make it 
through the first mudhole without any 
problems, but Levesque hit a rut in the 
second mudhole and got sideways, thus 
allowing Norton to move into second 
place. 

McLevy and Norton hung together 
for the next mile until McLevy fell over 
on a stone wall, at which point Norton 
took over the lead - a lead he would 
stretch to 30 seconds by the four-mile 
mark. 

There were two field sections in the 
race and these proved to be a disadvan- 
tage to Norton. 

“As soon as I showed up, I knew I 
was running the wrong front tire,” Nor- 
ton said after the race. “I ran a Dunlop 
495 instead of a 752, and I just couldn't 
go fast in the fields." 

By the end of the first lap, Norton's 
lead was cut to 15 seconds, with 
McLevy coming around in second place, 
followed by Levesque in third. Timothy

he fourth round of the AMA Dis- 

trict 37 Big Six Grand Prix Series 

came to Los Angeles County 
Raceway, and with it came a plethora of 
talented off-road and motocross riders. 
Racers such as FMF/Honda’s Scott 
Sheak and motocrosser-turned-off-road- 
er Mike Healey upped the ante for series 
regulars Steve Hengeveld, Paul Krause 
and Eric Hallgath. When it was all said 
and done, the wealth of the checkered 
flag was evenly distributed at the 12th 
annual Sunland Shamrocks Grand Prix. 

The first race to kick off the two-day 
event was the Unclassified race. Lined 
up in no particular order, several lines 
went off in approximately 30-second 
intervals. Team Green’s Hengeveld was 
the first off line one, and he maintained 
the lead position all the way around the 
2.3-mile course for 45 minutes, giving 
the KX250 rider his first win of the 
weekend. KTM 200M/XC-mounted 
Hallgath worked his way up from a 
third-row start to finish second, and the 
620 LC4 ridden by Healey rounded out 
the top three. 

' . Yet another Team Green rider was on 
top at the finish of the Senior/Magnum 
Expert and Amateur-class race. Rex Stat- 
en and his KX500 pulled the holeshot 
over the 250s of Bob Maxwell and Willie 
Kennedy, and he was never headed. 

"The race went great," Staten said. "T 
just had to learn the jumps and the cor- 
ners because I didn't ride the Unclassi- 
fied race. Some of them you've got to 
jump and then turn right away, and then 
some of them you have to jump and 
keep going straight. It's been so long 
since T've been here, I forgot. It's pretty 
rocky out in the sand wash, but it's fun." 

Healey returned to the starting line 
for the 0-200cc/Mini/Four-Stroke race, 
and he wasted little time in getting the 
lead when the banner dropped. 

"I got the holeshot so I didn't have to 
worry about anybody else after that," 
said Vosburg Racing/IMS-backed 
Healey. “I found some good lines out 
there and started hopping over the 
rocks in the wash instead of running 
into them." . 

Healey’s КТМ teammate was not as 
fortunate. 

“I had a great start,” Hallgath said. 
“Me and Healey passed everybody and 
all the four-strokes, but for some reason 
my bike just locked up. Mike (Healey) 
and I were supposed to ride the Pro 
Team race on my bike today. It looks 
like we'll have to ride his 125.” 

With Healey out to a commanding 
lead and Hallgath sitting in the pits, the 
rest of the pack was left to do battle with 
one another. Yamaha rider Chris Keefer 
was holding up second overall and sec- 
ond 200cc machine for the first half of 
the race, followed by Sheak, Hengeveld 
and Oakley Lehman, who was leading 
the Four-Stroke class on a KLX300 that 
he had borrowed from his dad. As the 
laps wore down, Sheak, who sat out the 
Supercross season due to an injury, 
began to make up time on Keefer. 

"| was leading Sheak for about half 
the race and he finished right in front of 
me," Keefer said. "I could pull him out 





there in the desert section, but then he 
would kind of pull away in the 
motocross section. We were neck and 
neck for five laps, though." 

KTM-mounted David Rees crossed 
the finish line behind Keefer for fourth, 
followed by Hengeveld and Lehman. 
Lehman's sixth-place showing was good 
enough for the Four-Stroke honors. 

“Т can't believe how much fun that 
was on that bike," Lehman said. "The 
bike is almost totally stock and it's the 
first time I raced it, but I had a blast." 

Healey's winning ways continued 
into the Team race, as he and his Vos- 
burg/IMS/KTM of Mojave teammate 
Hallgath ran away with the win. Sheak 
and his partner John Brasch held on to 
second, followed by the team of 
Hengeveld and Lehman. 

On Sunday afternoon, when the Vet- 
eran Experts and Amateurs lined the 
starting line, Team Greens' Krause was 
fresh off a second-place finish in Sun- 
day's Unclassified race, which was won 
by Hengeveld. Due to the tight, 
motocrosslike layout of the course, the 
Shamrocks chose to line the 250cc Vet 
Experts on the first row and the Open 
Vet Experts on the second. At the drop 
of the banner, the 250s raced to the first 
corner and as they cleared the third 
turn, the 500s were let loose. 

CR250-mounted Brad McLeod 
jumped out to an early lead, ahead of the 
250s of Andy Segale, Jon Parks and John 
Rudder. Krause headed up the Open 
line, followed by the CR500 of Ed 
McCoy, Rick O'Donnell, Rick Daniel and 
Abe Baumann. By the second lap, Krause 
had set his sights on race leader McLeod. 

"I caught the Honda really quick 
once I could see him, and then we got 
out in the desert section and he started 
slowing," Krause said. "I think he was 
getting tired, so I passed him, gapped 
him a little bit and then just rode safe 
and comfortable." 

While Krause was riding comfort- 
ably, Staten was working his way up 
from a back-of-the-pack start to the front 
by the finish. On the white-flag lap, Stat- 
en was 12 seconds behind Krause but 
bobbled and fell off the pace. 

"| was closing on him but I think I 
needed another 30 minutes," Staten 
said. 

Segale finished behind Staten for the 
Vet 250cc win, and McLeod nursed a flat 
tire to fourth overall, second 250cc in 
class. CR250 pilot Parks rounded out the 
top five. 

The 500cc and 250cc race saw the 
return of Healey, but it was Lehman 
aboard his KX250 who got the holeshot 
to the first turn. Healey moved into sec- 
ond toward the end of the first lap as 
Lehman began to fade, but Healey's 
lead did not last long, either. On the sec- 
ond lap, Healey fell victim to a rear flat 
and handed the lead to Krause. 

With less than half of the race left to 
ride, Krause crashed in a turn, injuring his 
knee and taking himself out of the race. 
Hengeveld's second-place position paid 
off as he sprinted into the lead and began 
to take control. Just before the white-flag 
lap, disaster struck for Hengeveld when 
his linkage broke, and Lehman once again 
found himself in the lead.

“Т got lucky,” Lehman said. “Steve 
(Hengeveld) broke his linkage, so that 
turned out good for me." 

KX500 rider Dave Ondas of Team 
Green finished second overall, first in 
the Open class, and KX250 rider Doug 
Chiapuzio finished third overall to best 
Matt Murphy in what was an epic race- 
long dice between the two youngsters 
who regularly team up with one another 
in team races. With a badly broken bike, 
Hengeveld barely beat out KX250- 
mounted Joey Lanza for fifth overall. €N

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 8-9 
other's Day weekend marked 
the beginning of the AMA 
National Motocross Series, 
ut before stars such as Jeremy McGrath 
and Ricky Carmichael lined the starting 
gate on Sunday, amateur racers got two 
full days of racing beforehand on a 
modified version of the track. For the 
event known as the Chaparral Amateur 
Motocross Championships, Glen Helen 
Raceway opened its gates to racers and 
spectators alike on Friday to kick off 
three full days of racing. The amateur 
races also served as a southern-area 
qualifier for the California State MX 
Championships, so rider turnout was 
huge, causing some classes to be divid- 
ed up into two divisions. 

Perhaps the biggest news of the 
weekend (other than the races on Sun- 
day) was the return of North County 
Yamaha's Justin Buckelew, who broke 
his tibia and fibula last November at a 
race in Florida. In his first major race 
back since suffering the injury, Buck- 
elew lit the 125cc Intermediate Division 
One class on fire by winning both 
motos. His only close competition came 
from YZ-mounted Michael Young, who 
eventually crashed in moto two, ending 
a hopeful, close race for Young. 

“Mike Young and I jumped out to an 
early lead in both motos," said 
R&D/Fox/Shoei-backed Buckelew. 
“Mike was riding really great out there 
and keeping me honest, but he had a 
tumble in the second moto and that 
gave me a pretty good-sized lead over 
second place.

“This is only my second race back 
from my injury,” Buckelew continued. 
"I'm excited because my bike worked 
great and everything went well. I feel 
good." 

Young's second-place first-moto fin- 
ish, coupled with an 18th-place finish in 
the second moto, put him back in eighth 
in the overall standings. Suzuki rider 
Hawk White went 3-2 for a solid second 
overall, and Dusty Walters tallied up a 
3-5 on his YZ to round out the top three. 

The closest race of the entire week- 
end came in the Junior Vet Expert class 
when race favorite Willy Musgrave got 
the surprise of his life from CR250- 








mounted Greg Wall. Musgrave pulled 
the holeshot at the start of moto one, but 
Wall made a surprise pass on the out- 
side of turn one, leaving Musgrave 
behind: Lap after lap, Musgrave and his 
CR500 tried to make several passes on 
Wall but none of them would stick. Wall 
held it all the way to the finish, with 
Musgrave right on his rear fender. Scott 
Takacs and John Whitaker rounded out 
the top four. 

"| got a second-place start and fol- 
lowed Willie (Musgrave) to the outside 
and made the pass," said Wall, who 
drove down from Washington to com- 
pete. “TIl be back for the Vet World 
Championships in November. I just 
came to test myself and have some fun." 

In the second moto, Musgrave once 
again got the holeshot, but this time he 
never looked back, taking the win with 
a 2-1 moto tally. Wall stayed close in 
second place all the way to the check- 
ered flag to take second overall. YZ250- 
mounted Whitaker turned in a third- 
place finish in the second moto to beat 
out fourth-place finisher Takacs, who 
went 3-4 on a KX250. 

Musgrave took more than one class 
win for the weekend. While competing 
on the same bike as he did in the Junior 
Vet race, Musgrave took the holeshot in 
both motos of the Vet Expert class as 
well. 4 

"I got a good start іп every moto 
today,” said Musgrave, who has not rid- 
den his CR500 since last November. 
“The track is real rutted, so I just tried to 
figure out some good lines for every 
moto and ride smooth. I felt a little pres- 
sure from the second-place riders now 
and then, but I just upped the pace and 
never really saw them put a wheel in 
after that.” 

In four-stroke action, Husqvarna- 
mounted Gordon Ward snagged the 
holeshot in both motos of the Four- 
Stroke Expert class. In the first moto, 
Ward held on to the lead until the start 
of lap two, when he stalled the bike in а 
corner. That allowed Spud Walters and 
his White Brothers-backed YZ400F to 
move into the number-one spot and run 
off with the win. Kevin Foley rode to 
second aboard his Yamaha, and Ryan 
Mortensen rounded out the top three in 
moto one, also riding a Ү2400Е. 

When the second moto came around, 
Ward was once again out front, with 
Walters coming up strong from a bad 
start. Foley was tailing Ward, closely 
challenging for the lead. 

“I got a really crummy start. I spun 
pretty bad coming out of the gate,” said 
Walters, who was also planning to ride 
with the Pros on Sunday (where he fin- 
ished 23rd). “Toward the end of lap one, 
I passed a lot of guys down the straight- 
away, and then I caught Gordon (Ward) 
on the second lap and passed him.” 

Walter's first-place position lasted all 
the way to the finish, giving him the 
class win. Ward ended up second in 
moto two, but his first-moto showing 
was only good enough for a fifth-overall 
finish. Foley's third place іп moto two, 
combined with a second in the first 
moto, netted him second for the day. 
Troy Kalina and his Yamaha four-stroke 
went 5-4 for third overall. 

When the stars of tomorrow took to 
the track in the 60сс (9-11) class, all eyes 
were on Mike Alessi as he shot to the 
lead right out of the gate in moto one. 
Alessi stayed in the lead all the way to 
the finish, with no real challenge from 
second-placed Robert Memoli. It was 
the battle behind Memoli for third 
between Sean Borkenhagen and Carlos 
Gonzales that came down to the last 
turn. Borkenhagen got the nod for the

third position, but he was not as lucky 
in the second moto. 

The second moto saw Alessi once 
again run away with the win, with 
Memoli in tow. Gonzales improved 
from fourth to finish third, giving him 
the final podium position in the end. 
Borkenhagen settled for fourth on the 
day in what was his last race on a 60cc 
motorcycle. 

"I'm moving up to the 80 class now," 
said 10-year-old Borkenhagen, who had 
a fairly successful run in the 60cc class 
for the past three years.

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 9 
en round one of the U.S. 
Women’s League AMA MX 
Championship Series came to 
Glen Helen Raceway, no one quite 
expected Nevada’s Sedanna Stillmock to 
take home the win. Not that Stillmock 
does not possess the speed required to 
win a Women’s National, but due to the 
recent downpour of rain, the Glen Helen 
circuit was embedded with deep, 
muddy ruts, a type of terrain that Still- 
mock does not encounter too much in 
her hometown of Fernley, Nevada. 

“I'm not used to these ruts,” said 
Stillmock, who rode a CR to a second- 
place finish in the first moto and a win 
in the second. “We don’t have ruts 
where I come from, so it was a little 
challenging. It’s either hard-pack or 
sand in Nevada. The track is great, 
though. The jumps are all good and it’s 
a lot of fun.” 

The odds-on favorite going into the 
race was Team Green-backed Dee 
Wood. Wood made the trip from Texas 
to compete in round one, which was 
held in conjunction with the Chaparral 
Amateur Motocross Championships 
and the AMA National Motocross 
Series. Wood proved to be the woman to 
beat in the first moto when she got the 
holeshot and ran away unchallenged by 
the rest of the pack. 

“It wegt pretty good,” said Wood 
after the first moto. “I don’t know what 
happened to everyone else. I got the 
holeshot and it worked real well 
because I didn’t have problems with 
anyone else catching me.” 

The first moto saw Bonnie Warch 
and her YZ125 make it to the first turn 
in second, behind Wood. Warch’s sec- 
ond-place jaunt did not last long, how- 
ever, as Stillmock rocketed past her in 
pursuit of Wood. 1997 Series Champion 
Traci Fleming also made a move on 
Warch, moving into third early on. 
Another rider who was on the move 
toward the front of the pack was pro 
mountain-bike downhill racer Michelle 
Bednar. 

"| wasin fourth or fifth and making 
time on the leaders, and then I crashed,” 
said Bednar about her altercation with a 
lapped rider. “There was no flagger out 
by the finish-line double, and a girl was 
down right in the middle. I landed right 
on her and when I got up, my shift lever 
was bent totally back. I had to ride the 
rest of the moto stuck in first gear. It 
could have hurt me really bad, and I'm 
going into my mountain-bike season. 
Hopefully, I'll pull off a better second 
moto." 

Bednar's misfortune set her back to 
10th place and secured a fourth-place 
first-moto finish for Wisconsin's Angie 
Keuntjes, with Warch eventually fading 





to fifth. Fleming ran a strong third all 
moto. Up front, Wood held on to a com- 
fortable lead, but back in second, Still- 
mock was familiarizing herself with the 
track, learning crucial lines for the ever- 
important second moto. 

Bednar's hopes of a better second 
moto came true when she took the 
holeshot in the talented field all the way 
to the first right-hand S turn. Stillmock 
was the closest rider to Bednar's rear 
wheel, followed by Warch, Wood and 
the rest of the pack. Before the end of 
lap one, Stillmock and Wood had jetted 
ahead of Bednar, who once again ran 
into problems with another rider. 

“I was in third and Traci Fleming 
and I were both coming around a turn 
and she fell into me," Bednar said. "She 
fell over in a rut and her bar just went 
right into me. I lost a couple of places 
there." 

Bednar and Fleming were not the 
only riders to fall victim to the deep 
ruts. Wood was all over Stillmock, chal- 
lenging for the lead, when she too fell 
over in a grooved turn. 

“I didn't get a very good start, but I 
caught up to second and passed Sedan- 
na for the lead, and then she drove to 
the outside on a corner and passed me 
back," Wood said. "I thought I was 
going to have her again in this rutted 
section, but I went to the inside to a dif- 
ferent line that I hadn't been taking all 
day. I just got sideways in it and fell 
down. I got up right away and closed 
the gap on her, but I just couldn't make 
the pass." 

While Wood was making up pre- 
cious time on Stillmock, Fleming was 
having more problems of her own. The 
Yamaha rider crashed in a sandy 
straightaway, injuring her arm and 
putting herself out of the race. 

Stillmock took the checkered flag, 
with a hard-charging Wood merely a 
second back. The second-moto win gave 
Stillmock the points needed for top hon- 
ors. YZ-mounted Keuntjes rode consis- 
tently in both motos, taking third in the 
second moto and third for the day. 
Fourth went to Minnesota's Shelly 
Kann, who rode her YZ to a 6-5 moto 
tally, and Jamie Pamintuan, the only 
Suzuki rider in the 29-rider field, round- 
ed out the top five with an 8-4 score. 

Warch's eighth-place finish in moto 
two netted her sixth for the day.

Ermolenko drew the pole for the 
Scratch feature, with Venegas in two 
and Schwartz in three.

Chism had 
gotten by Burch on one lap to take over 
second, but he was being pressured by 
Northrup, who was able to move him 
out on the fifth lap, with Oxley getting 
by as well.

uzuki-mounted Dan Moore 

showed no mercy to his competi- 

tion at rounds one and two of the 
Northwest Supercross Championship 
Series, held at the Crook County Fair- 
grounds, by winning all four 125 and 
250ce Pro-class main events of the Full- 
Tilt Promotions event. 

Moore, from Yakima, Washington, 
was one of a contingent of out-of-staters 
on hand vying for a chunk of the purse 
money. Moore’s 125 and 250cc-class 
wins netted the JT/Sport Cycle/Tuning 
by Travis-backed rider $2200 - $500 for 
each main-event win, plus an additional 
$200 in holeshot awards. 
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A torrential thunderstorm on Satur- 
day canceled the day's Professional pro- 
gram, as three inches of rain fell and 70- 
mph winds blew into town. It was then 
decided to add Saturday's Pro program 
to Sunday's racing, giving the crew 
additional time to scrape layers of mud 
off the track. By Sunday's main events, 
the track had dried to perfection. 

The 125cc Pros were the first to test 
the turf. Local rider Justin Homan put 
his Suzuki out in front of the pack in the 
main event, but it was Idaho's Chaun 
McAlister shoving a wheel underneath 
him to grab the lead going into the 
whoop section. However, Moore quick- 
ly relegated both to second and third, 
followed by Dustin Lenaburg and Terry 
Hamness. Lenaburg reeled in McAlister 
to settle into second a lap later, but 
Moore had already moved into an insur- 
mountable lead. Lenaburg took second 
over McAlister, Homan and Hamness. 

Moore led McAlister, Robert Holt- 
grew, Homan, Jamie Munson and the 
rest of the field in the rescheduled 250cc 
Pro main. Just as in Moore's previous 
showing, the Washington speedster 
quickly left the competition in his dust. 
McAlister was unable to reel in Moore 
and was doomed to stay in the number- 
two spot, while Holtgrew fell and lost 
positions to both Homan and Lenaburg. 
Moore sprinted to the finish with a four- 
second lead, while McAlister, the former 
National number-97 plate holder from 
Coeur d'Alene, Idaho, netted second 
ahead of a dueling Homan and then 
Lenaburg. 

In the second 125cc main, Moore and 
McAlister were back out front, but 
Homan and Lenaburg put the squeeze 
on McAlister, who fell to fourth coming 
out of turn one. Jump-off winner Ryan 
Hagemann ran fifth. Lenaburg was hot 
on Moore's rear wheel for the first sev- 
eral laps, but once again Moore was 
untouchable. Lenaburg held on for sec- 
ond again, ahead of McAlister, while 
Homan and Hamness closed out the top 
five. 

Kawasaki-mounted Lenaburg jumped 
out in front of the fourth and final main 
event of the day, the final 250cc Pro 
race. Holtgrew ran second on the open- 
ing lap, followed by Munson, Homan 
and Moore, who got pinched off into 
turn one. Moore mounted an incredible 
charge that saw him move from fifth to 
second in just a few laps. Moore caught 
Lenaburg at the midway point and set 
up an incredible battle for the first- 
place payout, as Moore desperately 
wanted to sweep the Pro-class racing 
for the day.

Reed's Wood Rotax 
began to pull away from Pollock and 
Rust just as Rust found traction on a low 
line to pass Pollock for second. 
Malaguarnero also used the line to pass 
Johnson, but the KTM of Johnson man- 
aged to power back by to hold fourth, 
leaving Malaguarnero to deal with the 
hard-charging Aragon. Reed took the 
checkered flag with a straightaway lead, 
followed by Rust, Pollock, Johnson and 
Malaguarnero. 

Gary Duttweiler led a herd of Tri- 
umph 500 riders into turn one in the 
brakeless Classic 500cc main, followed 





by Clark Edgington, Bill Kiriakidis, 
Matt Campbell and Phil Palazzola. 
Duttweiler led through lap two, when 
Edgington took the faster outside hay- 
bale line, carrying the speed down the 
back straight to take over the lead. Dut- 
tweiler fell in behind Edgington and 
was beginning to gain on the leader as 
they ran into lapped traffic, slowing 
both riders. Edgington held on to the 
lead, with Duttweiler right behind, fol- 
lowed by Kiriakidis, Campbell and 
Palazzola. 

Two full rows of 600cc Pro riders 
lined up for their main event. When the 
flag flew and they dived into the first 
turn in a bunch, Jim Kesler elbowed his 
Wood-Rotax into the lead ahead of 
Dana Perri, Rick Pearce, John Dupree 
and Steve Johnson. Perri dogged Kesler 
for half the race, finally taking his 
Wood-Rotax around the faster high line 
outside of Kesler as Pearce closed in on 
his Super TT-modified CR500. Pearce 
hàd the acceleration to close on Kesler 
on the straights, but the DTX machine 
couldn't hang it out in the corners like 
the purpose-built dirt trackers. John 
Dupree, on a 350cc Honda, managed to 
hold off the charge of Steve Johnson 
until the last lap. Perri topped the Pro 
main, with Kesler second, Pearce, John- 
son and Dupree finishing the top five. єх

Marshall arresting at

DANVILLE, VA, APR. 26 

The U.S. Eastern Motocross Spring Series made 
its turn for the homestretch as round six of the 
10-round series made its way back to the host 
track, Birch Creek Motorsports Park. The racing 
was great since the event was coupled with a 
Northeast Area Qualifier for Loretta Lynn's, 
bringing in a good assortment of out-of-state 
riders. As always, the track was in top shape, 
thanks to the watering system that was used 
during the week prior to the event. 

One of the riders that came in from out of 
state and made his presence known was Cum- 
berland Kawasaki pilot Aaron Day out of 
Mechanicsville, Maryland. Day totally wiped 
the slate clean in the 250сс Pro racing through- 
out the day, coming away with two convincing 
moto wins to take the overall. Series regular 
Mitchell Hodges posted a second on the day, 
while another speedster out of Mechanicsville, 
Billy Schlag, came out with the final podium 
position. 

Day did not fare so well in 125cc Pro racing, 
as he could only muster up a fourth overall after 
a disappointing eighth in the first moto. 
Although Day did score the second-moto win, it 
wasn’t nearly enough for the overall. That honor 








fell to Hodges, with Schlag in second and Troy 
Brewer rounding out the top three. 

One local rider did his best to beat the out- 
of-towners by charging to two fine moto wins 
and the overall victory in the 23-rider field of 
Over 30 B/C riders. You can’t get any closer to 
local than being the guy who drops the starting 
gate a million times on Sunday, so Todd Mar- 
shall gets his buddy to take over twice a day so 
he can go out and rip the Over 30 B/C class 
aboard his big old CR500. 

Marshall made sure there was no mistaking 
whom the field would have to beat as he blasted 
out to a strong holeshot in moto one. Marshall 
Finch and Mark Hill put their pair of Kawasakis 
into hot pursuit in second and third, while Tyler 
Webb lurked back in fifth. Marshall knows: the 
Birch Creek circuit like the back of his hand, and 
it showed as he started his steady climb away 
from the field. Finch slid back a few spots before 
the halfway point and Hill maintained second, a 
position he would hold until the end. Webb ran 
under the checkers before he could move up any 
further than third, and David Perrin worked into 
fourth, ahead of Honda-mounted Greg Smith out 
of North Carolina. 

Marshall was unstoppable again at the start 
of the second moto, using all of the brute power

raced off to the win. The entire field remained 
close, but Webb found himself running in sec- 
ond this time and made the best run he could at 
Marshall.

Hibbert hammers 
Cambridge Motocross

CAMBRIDGE, MN, APR. 26 

Tucker Hibbert piloted his Scott /Sinisalo/FMF- 
backed Suzuki to victory in both motos of the 
Youth class to earn the overall win when the 
Norseman MC played host to 830 race entries at 
its club grounds. 

Although Hibbert was unable to land a 
holeshot, he nevertheless raced to the front of 
the pack before the completion of the first lap in 
both races. 

"This is my first year on the 125s," explained 
Hibbert, who is the son of legendary Arctic Cat 
Snocross racer Kirk Hibbert. "Last year, we 
started racing every weekend, and my dad 
comes to all of them. He competes in the Vet A 
and the Over 25 A class to help stay in shape for 
the snowmobile races in the winter." 

Finishing second overall with a 2-2 moto 
tally was Yamaha-mounted Luke Sigler, while 
holeshot ace Adam Aldrich closed out the top 
three. 

Bruce Gates rode his Rick Blei Perfor- 
mance/New Prague Ford-backed YZ400F to vic- 
tory in all four motos of the Over 25 and the Vet 
A classes. Gates recently earned National num- 
ber 98 by virtue of a 16th-place finish at the 
Millville National last year, but he devulged the 
real reason he is still racing today. 

“I rode Pro from 1984 to 1987, then I quit for 
nine years," Gates explained. "I'm 32 years old 
now. I do it because my kids are racing, so I’m 
here to support them and just have fun." 

Another success story from the RBP racing 
team came in the form of Mark Molitor. Not 
only did Molitor win the 125cc C-class overall 
with 1-1 moto finishes, he did it aboard a 100cc 
New Prague Ford-backed Kawasaki. During the 
first moto, he rebounded from a first-lap crash 
that left him mired in the back of the field. Moli- 
tor then sliced his way through the pack to fin- 
ish in first place. Moto two was less dramatic, 
but still successful for Molitor as he raced to the 
checkers with a comfortable margin of victory. 
Jesse Peltier put together a 4-2 moto effort to fin- 
ish second, ahead of Erick Bostrom's consistent 
3-3 performances.

Bode blasts competition

Adam Bode took top honors in the always-com- 
petitive 250cc Novice class at southern Arizona's 
Ocotillo Raceway. Bode's Eastside Cycle/Pro- 
Action Suspension Yamaha helped him to a 1-1 
tally, his first perfect day in Novice racing. 

Moto one exploded off the gate with the 
holeshot going to PJ1/Pro Racing's Lupe 
Aguayo, followed by Kawasaki-mounted 
Anthony Maestas, Bode and the pack.

Foos 
passed Shelton for the lead and the 
apparent overall victory, but as the 
two received the white flag, Shelton 
reclaimed the lead. On thé final lap, 
Shelton, Foos, Browean and Foley 
were separated by mere inches, but the 
order remained the same to the check- 
ers. Shelton's perfect 1-1 netted him 
the overall win, Foos took second with 
2-2 and Browean's 4-3 edged out 
Foley's 3-4 for the final podium posi- 
tion.

-of the Classic 500/750cc event before stuffing it 
past Lowry as they entered turn one on the final 
lap. The local rider's Harley thundered down 
the back straight, but Richtmeyer was too quick 
through the final corner and led at the line to 
notch the win. 

Richtmeyer's quickness through the banked 
oval's tight corners wasn't quite enough to make 
up for an obvious horsepower disadvantage in 
the Sportsman 250cc class, and he could only 
post a second to Darryl Jakubowski's potent 
Yamaha. 

Richtmeyer really shined in the extremely 
fast and competitive Sportsman 750cc class as һе 
led an eight-bike field from the first lap to the 
checkers, chased by series rival Arnie Mahnke 
on a Norton and Daniel Bryant on a Yamaha. 
The New York rider had his Ed Arndt-prepared 
Yamaha dialed in and was running a high line 
into the corners before squaring them off at the 
end and slicing down ahead of the pursuing 
field. = 

Rodi avenged his Dinosaur-class defeat with 
a win in the Over 50 Senior class on a very trick 
Weslake 750cc twin, with the remaining

Richtmeyer rules at 
Budds Creek AHRMA DT

New York's George "Rocket" Richtmeyer picked 
up where he left off last year by defending his 
AHRMA Dirt Track Championships with a pair 
of wins and a second at the rain-delayed Budds 
Creek AHRMA National Dirt Track. 

A scant crowd of 32 vintage riders ignored 
the weatherman's advice and gathered at Budds 
Creek in Maryland for the fourth AHRMA Dirt 
Track National of 1998, only to be sent away 
early Saturday night as thunderstorms drenched 
the 3/8-mile clay oval. Sunday, however, 
dawned clear and sunny, and the sponsoring 
Baltimore County Trail Riders worked the track 
back into good shape to get the racing under 
way before noon. 

Virginian Bill Worthington captured his first 
feature win since 1976 as he held off Beno Rodi 
for the Dinosaur-class victory. Worthington 
overcame a heat-race fall when, entering turn 
three, his Triumph's throttle stuck and he 
pitched the brakeless bike away. 

Falling seemed to be the avenue to success 
for another brakeless rider, with Carl Forkey 
bringing out a red flag early in the Classic 250cc 
feature when he lost the front end of his rigid- 
framed Harley-Davidson Sprint - and collected 
class champion John Bova in the ensuing wreck- 
age. Both riders made the restart, with Forkey 
finally capturing a long-sought-after Vintage 
National win on his Italian-built Harley. 

Richtmeyer started his winning ways in the 
remaining brakeless class, lurking behind

Lindsey dominates 
Daniel Boone Motocross

LONDON, KY, APR. 25-26 

Riders from 12 states and Canada competed at 
the Shiloh Roadhouse/ AMA Amateur National 
Area Qualifier at Daniel Boone MX, and Geor- 
gia’s Aaron Lindsey rode to four class wins dur- 
ing the two-day event on a well-prepped course 
despite six inches of rain that had fallen within а 
week. 

BSY Yamaha/AXO-backed Lindsey won 
both motos in the 125cc B class. William Sim- 
mons and Gary’s Honda/FMF/Keith Bowen- 
sponsored J.T. Smith tested each other through- 
out moto one. Simmons held on to second off 
the gate, with Smith in fourth. Smith worked his 
way around Dusty Walker to close the distance 
on Simmons by the end of lap two. By the fourth 
lap, Smith had piloted his machine by Simmons 
and he landed second at the checkers, with Sim- 
mons next in line. 

The second moto saw Anthony Nash main- 
tain second as Simmons remained in third the 
entire moto. Smith, who had a seventh-place 
start, worked his way to fifth at the end. 

The 125сс Youth (12-15) division saw Scott 
Cravens fire off the gate in moto one, followed 
by Dusty Walker, F&S Suzuki/Prolong/Suspen- 
sion Plus-supported J.R. Carter and Lindsey. 
Lindsey moved by Carter into third, but as 
Walker began to fade back, Lindsey and Carter 
moved into second and third. Lindsey attempt- 
ed to get by Cravens as the front two pulled out 
some distance over Carter. By lap three, Lindsey 
was pushing Cravens around the course. Lind- 
sey made a few mistakes, but eventually made а 
successful pass over the tunnel jump and 
stretched out his lead over Cravens. As Lindsey 
and Cravens finished the moto in first and sec- 











ond, Jon Boy Monk worked his way from sev- 
enth off the gate to finish third. 

Lindsey grabbed the holeshot in moto two 
and Cravens quickly pulled into second, fol- 
lowed by Tony Graham, Monk and Carter. 
Monk took an inside line to get by Graham and 
charged for Cravens. Monk tried hard to get by 
Cravens on the final portion of the course, but 
Cravens held on to second as Lindsey chalked 
up another win. Monk finished third in the 
moto, and Carter moved by Graham on the final 
lap to take fourth. 

Carter returned in the Unlimited B class to 
win the overall after a fourth-place finish in 
moto one. Carter started off the gate near the 
front of the pack but slid off a dirt berm to drop 
to eighth. He steadily picked off riders, working 
his way to fourth at the checkered. After several 
lead changes and a race to the checkered, J.T. 
Smith landed second behind William Simmons. 

The second moto found Carter to be the 
quickest around turn one, with Smith in pursuit. 
Carter pulled away in the front spot and held on 
to it until the finish. Sports Center of London- 
sponsored. Kevin Black contested Smith for the 
second position. Black passed Smith but fell in a 
section of the track called “Wildcat Corner.” 
Smith remained in second at the end of the moto 
despite some pressure by Tony Graham, who 
finished third. Black fell again in the "Rocket 
Pocket" and finished a disappointing seventh. 

Team Green/Fox/Oakley-backed James 
Stewart gained more notoriety as he dazzled 
everyone with his refined riding style, landing 
the overall wins in the 85cc (9-13) Modified and 
85cc (12-13) Stock classes.

Welch and Rassa take 
Blue/Grey Motocross

JT Motorsports Suzuki/MSR/FMF-backed Tom 
Welch and Kemp’s Racing-sponsored Honda 
rider Jay Rassa were the big winners at the 29th 
annual Blue/Grey Motocross, hosted by the Bal- 
timore County Trail Riders Association and held 
at Budds Creek MX Park. The race, which is 
hailed as “the oldest ongoing motocross on the 
East Coast," also served as round four of the 
1998 District 7 Expert Motocross Series. For the 
second time this season, Welch swept the 125cc 
A, 250cc A and Over 25 A classes, while Rassa 
took the overall wins in the Open A and Four- 
Stroke classes. 

The first Over 25 A moto saw Welch blast 
into the lead, followed by JT Motorsports riders 
Jeff Grove and Brian Sullivan. Rassa, who start- 
ed just inside of the top five, quickly moved 
around Sullivan for third in an effort to keep 
sight of the leaders. As Welch pulled out to a 
lead of about three seconds, Rassa and Grove 
went at it for the runner-up position, followed 
by Sullivan, JT Motorsports' Ted Orr and Pete's 
Cycle Kawasaki rider Michael Moore. By the 
halfway point, Welch had extended his lead to a 
comfortable margin, eventually taking the 
uncontested moto win. The hard-charging 
Grove took the runner-up position over Rassa, 
followed by the raging freight train of Sullivan, 
Orr and Moore. 

The start of the second moto was a virtual 
replay of the first as Welch, Grove, Sullivan and. 
Rassa again controlled the first turn. Realizing 
that the moto win would give him the overall, 
the strong and aggressive Grove went after 
Welch, who led the moto by about three sec- 
onds. Rassa was solidly in third, followed by 
Sullivan and Moore, who were again having 
their own battle for fourth. Welch went on to 
take the moto win and overall, followed by a 
strong 2-2 ride from Grove. Rassa was third 
overall with his 3-3 score, Sullivan would even- 
tually surrender the fourth position to the charg- 
ing Moore on the last lap. 

After his consistent finishes in the Over 25 A 
class, Rassa would come back to take the Open 
A and Four-Stroke classes by storm, winning all 
four motos on the day. Diamond 
Motorsports /Barr’s Competition-backed Joseph 
Schueler took the runner-up position in each 
Open A-class moto aboard his YZ400F, followed 
by Sullivan, Schueler's younger brother Chris, 
and District 7 off-road congressman Brett 
Friedel. Yamaha-mounted Chris Rhoten was 
second overall in the Four-Stroke division, fol- 
lowed by KTM-mounted Friedel, who turned in 
a consistent ride. Yamaha riders Joshua Sheffer 
and Jason Palmer rounded out the top five. 

Other multiple-class winners on the day 
included Gaulding Kawasaki's Nick Evenou and 
Suzuki-mounted Brian Carlisle. Evenou, who 
rides with the style and aggression of a national 
pro, swept the 60cc (10-11) and 80cc (7-11) class- 
es, while the hard-charging Carlisle took the 
honors in the 80cc (14-15) and Supermini divi- 
sions.

Leivan bags Bolivar HS

BOLIVAR, MO, APR. 26 
Team Yamaha rider Steve Leivan piloted his 
YZAOOF to his second win of the Missouri Hare 
Scrambles Championship campaign, emerging 
the overall winner from round four. In doing so, 
Leivan becomes the only rider thus far to have 
more than one win in the series. 

A 10.3-mile loop greeted the 229 competitors 
on a cool and damp day. A small dose of rain on 








Saturday night ensured that there would be 
plenty of ruts and an occasional bottleneck situ- 
ation. This was a first-time visit to the venue, 
with many sections of single-track trail that 
became much wider and allowed more line 
choices as the day wore on. Lap times for the 
front-runners started with a 29-minute first lap 
and grew to more than 32 minutes by the fourth 
and final circuit. 

At the start, Answer-backed Chris Nesbitt 
directed his Yamaha into the lead position, 
ahead of Leivan and Leigh Letellier on a KTM. 
Letellier was making his first appearance of the 
season and rode strong until suffering a flat tire 
and retiring for the day. As Nesbitt and Leivan 
began to pull away slightly, Letellier, Chris 
Caplinger, Ken Yount and Chris Thiele battled 
for the third position. 

Near the seven-mile mark of the first lap, 
Leivan took over the lead spot and began to 
stretch out a comfortable gap over Nesbitt. Nes- 
bitt, who suffered a hyperextended hip at the 
previous round, managed to hold on to second 
until he crashed and fell off the pace on lap two. 
He later finished seventh. 

Leivan's lead at the conclusion of lap one 
measured 27 seconds over Nesbitt. Yount had 
taken over third, followed by fellow 400cc rider 
Caplinger and Kawasaki pilot Thiele. Thiele was 
the rider on the move as he jumped into second 
on lap two and set out after Leivan. Yount was 
also on a charge, and both he and Thiele reeled 
in Leivan near the end of the lap. 

As they started the third lap, Leivan came 
through with the lead, over Thiele, Yount, and 
round-three overall winner Mike Windmann, 
with Rusty Reynaud rounding out the top five. 
Out of contention were Nesbitt, who was begin- 
ning to feel the effects of his injury, and 
Caplinger, who suffered mechanical problems. 

Up front, Leivan and Thiele traded the lead 
spot several times, sometimes purposely and 
sometimes not, while Yount followed just a few 
seconds behind the leaders. With only 1.5 miles 
left on lap three, Leivan stalled his bike while 
approaching one of the bottleneck areas, and 
both Thiele and Yount moved around and head- 
ed for the white flag. 

Thiele moved into the lead, choosing not to 
stop for fresh goggles, and Leivan started the 
last lap in second, with Yount in tow. Thiele's 
lead was very short-lived, however, as he went 
down in a rutted section just out of sight of the 
pits. Leivan moved ahead and was basically 
never headed for the remainder of the race on 
his Answer/Silkolene/Scott /Dunlop-backed 
Yamaha. 

Yount completed his most solid ride of the 
year by moving around Thiele and claiming the 
runner-up position. Yount, while happy with 
second, was equally as happy that there wasn't 
another lap. Thiele claimed third on his J&W 
Cycles Kawasaki, slowed somewhat by his lack 
of goggles; he was followed by KTM rider 
Windmann, who recovered from his bad start 
and spent most of the day riding alone. Allen 
Haynes, who started the day in 10th, moved up 
to round out the top five.

Larratt lariats win at 
Pine Ridge Enduro

CRAWFORD, NE, MAY 3 

Dennis Larratt had the ride of his 17-year career 
as he piloted his Kawasaki to the overall win at 
the 30th annual Pine Ridge Enduro. Round four 
of the Rocky Mountain Enduro Circuit's Cham- 
pionship Series had 400 riders eagerly waiting to 
tackle the tight Nebraska trail. The Pine Ridge 
Cycle Association laid out three challenging 
loops through the heavily wooded mountains 
and valleys. 

Although conditions were hot and dusty, 
event promoter Roy Norgard managed to find 
plenty of water and mud to challenge even the 
savvy riders. The event was run on mostly pri- 
vate land, thanks to the hard work of trail boss 
Lonnie Hall. Eleven separate landowners 
allowed the use of their land. The remaining sec- 
tions were National Forest land, managed by 
district ranger Roger Keepers. 

The first loop sent the riders down several 
miles of gravel road to the first test section. The 
trail ran through a section known as “the Bad- 
lands” - totally barren terrain with thousands of 
huge whoops, humps and bumps. Most of the 
top riders zeroed the 43-mile loop. 

The second loop was a long, 12-mile test sec- 
tion that had riders working hard through the 
typical deep ravines, downed timber and cow 
trails. Larratt wasted little time establishing him- 
self as an early corttender as he posted the fast 
time through the tight, overgrown section. 
RMEC points leader Forrest Tobin was just one 
point back. 250cc C-class rider John Derry rode 
well enough to win the overall honors in Һе 
class. 

The 32-mile-long third loop started witha 
surprise check-in that had most riders scrubbing 
seconds as they balanced into the flags. The 
speed average was kicked up to 30 mph and 
things really started to heat up. Riders were 
arrowed into an area that had burned several 
years earlier, and the downed logs were stacked 
up four and five deep. Larratt was hard on (һе 
gas; he knew he had a good ride going, and he 
took the overall win. 

"This is my first overall of an RMEC event," 
Larratt said. "I've lost on tie breakers six times 
over the years, so this one really feels great." 

Finishing first, second and third in the Open 
A class were Mark Hynes, Eric Burghardt and 
Paul Douglas. Second-overall honors went to 
Phil Stevens, who was going fast on his new 
KX250. A three-way tie breaker separated the 
next three finishers. Top guns Jerry Churchill 
and Jeff Hernandez had their best finishes by 
slashing to third and fourth overall, pushing 
Troy Raynor and his YZ to fifth overall. 

Larratt was all smiles at the finish as he real- 
ized how lucky he had been in the final miles of 
the event. 

“І was lucky to get this one," Larratt 
explained. “Just five miles from the finish, T 
caught a branch in the face and it busted off 
right in my helmet. Wow, am I-glad it let me 
stay on the bike."

The White Trash Racing-sponsored 
event began at the Oscoda County Fair- 
grounds. Pathfinders Gordon Bukowski, 
and Bob Evans laid out a course using) 
both public and private land in an effort 
to find some new sections of trail with 
which to challenge the racers. With 150 
miles showing on the route sheet, every; 
one was sure to get his money’s worth, 

Right from the start, the riders were 
given a special-test section of virgin trail 
that ran over a logged-out area. This was 
3.6 miles of logs and branches, off-cam- 
ber trails and snotty little hills that ended 
with an emergency check.

Leivan lands Westphalia 
Hare Scrambles win

WESTPHALIA, MO, MAY 3 
Sport Cycles Racing’s Steve Leivan claimed the 
overall victory at round five of the Missouri 
Hare Scrambles Championship. The win was 
Leivan’s second in as many weeks and his third 
of the series. Following Leivan across the line 
with the runner-up ride was series points leader 
Mike Windmann. Windmann applied pressure 
all day long and spent some time in the lead, but 
came up just a little short at the end of the day. 

A total of 169 riders turned out on a cool day 
that threatened rain. The Missouri Dirt Riders 
laid out an 8-mile course that consisted mostly 
of established trails. Lap times for the leaders 
were around 22 or 23 minutes. 

Team Green rider Chris Thiele motored into 
the lead at the start, followed by Windmann's 
Pro Dirt-backed KTM and first-year AA rider 
Matt Pursley’s 360cc Husky. Leivan was slow off 
the line but quickly moved into the number-four 
position. 

Up front, Thiele and Windmann swapped 
the lead a couple of times - first when Thiele 
missed a sharp turn and then when Windmann 
lost the front end on a slick off-camber, giving 
the top spot back to Thiele. Just behind these 
two, Leivan moved around Pursley with a slick 
inside move at the top of an uphill. Only 10 sec- 
onds separated the first four racers at the end of 
the first lap. 

While Thiele continued to set the pace, 
Leivan moved around Windmann in the same 
place in which he had passed Pursley a lap earli- 
er; Once into second, Leivan set out after Thiele, 
with Windmann hot on his heels. Entering the 
most rut-infested section of the course, Thiele 
got cross-rutted and went down. Both Leivan 
and Windmann moved around, but Thiele was 
able to move back around Windmann before the 
end of the lap. Pursley still held fourth, but was 
beginning to lose time to the leaders as Chris 
Caplinger began to close in on him. 

Leivan controlled the lead for the entire third 
lap, while Windmann had taken over second 
from Thiele. At the start of the fourth lap, Wind- 
mann took the lead for the second time by pass- 
ing Leivan while he was refueling, which sur- 
prised Leivan. Thiele began to suffer brake 
problems and lost touch with the leaders, but he 
Still maintained a fast pace in third place. 
Caplinger ran fourth, Ken Yount moved his 
Yamaha into the fifth position and Pursley held 
on to sixth. 

Windmann and Leivan pushed each other 
along, moving further ahead of the rest of the 
pack. Leivan tried a couple of pass attempts that 
proved to be unsuccessful, while Windmann 
patiently worked through lapped riders. Near 
the 5-mile mark of the fourth lap, Leivan and 
Windmann made contact while flying through a 
Stream, but neither rider went down. The near- 
collision put Leivan back in front, a position he 
would hold on to for the remainder of the event. 
The leading duo began the final lap with only a 
second separating them, while Thiele fought his 
brake problems nearly two minutes down in 
third. Caplinger followed another minute and a 
half back, with Yount another minute down. 

The order remained the same to the check- 
ers, although Yount did have to bum some gas 
to maintain fifth.

Garnett mines gold at 
Silver State Motocross

CARSON CITY, NV, APR. 26 

The new racing season is under way at Silver 
State Raceway, and local Pro Steve Garnett 
proved that his desire to win has come back to 
him. Once a top local intermediate, Garnett took 
several years off, but admits that racing was 
always his passion and he is glad to be back. 
After six hard months of practice and racing in 
the Northern MX Series, he put in two perfect 
motos to win the 125сс Pro class at the season 
opener.

In moto two, Yamaha pilot McMaster 
grabbed the holeshot and took a giant lead 
while Garnett, Lash and Tiearney set out to 
catch him. McMaster rode strong for four laps 
in the 12-Јар асе before Garnett got by him. On 
the fifth lap, Tiearney went down, breaking a 
lever, and decided to save his energy for the 
Open class. McMaster pushed his Yamaha to 
the limit, but it was to no avail as the Kawasaki 
of Garnett was long gone. Lash, running third, 
settled in behind McMaster. Garnett was the 
only rider opting to triple the large step-down 
and was gaining time every lap. When the 

„checkered flag flew, it was Garnett taking the 
cash, with Lash second and McMaster third. 
Lash and McMaster also took second and third 
overall on the day: 

Ferris ruled the day, winning all four motos 











of his 60cc (9-11) and 80cc Beginner classes. In 
the 80cc Beginner class, Ferris walked away with 
both wins after commanding holeshots.

“1 hope to go to Cooperland and race the 
Suzuki Cup Challenge this year,” Ferris said.

Kawasaki pilot Greg Junge of Tryon, North Car- 
olina, led the Supermini class from start to finish 
to win it at round two of the Rollercoaster Rac- 
ing Tour.

KTM-mounted Robbie Horton of Martinez, 
Georgia, uncorked his orange machines to take 
the Pepsi Family Weekend 125cc A victory with 
double moto wins at Muddy Creek Raceway's 
round six of the AMA U.S. Mega Series.

Lake Geneva MX qualifier 
win to Johnson

LAKE GENEVA, WI, MAY 2-3 

One of Wisconsin's most famous race tracks, 
Lake Geneva, has become home to several up» 
and-coming regional racers. On this particular 
weekend, Lake Geneva played host to the АМА! 
Amateur National Championship area qualifier 
for the north-central region. The event was held 
in conjunction with the opening round of Wis- 
consin's Triple Cross Series, which accounted 
for the huge rider turnout that saw full gates in 
several classes. Rhinelander, Wisconsin's Chad 
Johnson proved throughout the weekend that he 
would be a contender for the National by win- 
ning every moto he entered aboard his Team 
Green/Tuff Racing-backed KX125s. 

After disposing of all competitors in the 
125cc (12-15) Stock and Modified divisions, John- 
son continued his winning ways in the 125cc B 
classes. With 38 entries, this class was one of the 
larger of the event, offering excellent competi- 
tion. With not quite the best gate selection for the 
first 125cc B Modified moto, Johnson went to the 
far inside gates. He then timed the gate perfectly, 
gaining a two-bike-length advantage going into 
the first turn. Following Johnson was the Yama- 
ha of Jake Gottas out of Prior Lake, Minnesota. 
Running third and flat hauling through the 
whoops on the first lap was last year's runner-up 
in the Lake Geneva series, Zac Sapko, followed 
by Ian Hammond on his Toledo Ohio PR Racing- 
backed Suzuki and Mike Mercer. | 

By lap three, the hard-charging Johnson had 
moved out to a comfortable eight-second lead 
over Gottas, who, at this point, looked to be in 
total control of second. A race had developed for 
third, as Hammond closed on Sapko when he 
bobbled in the whoop section next to the start 
straight. Hammond got underneath Sapko in the 
next corner and the race for third was definitely 
on as the pair went the next half of a lap handle- 
bar to handlebar before Hammond got the upper 
hand just before collecting the white flag. That 
left Sapko to deal with Mercer on the final lap. 

Mercer closed on Sapko halfway through the 
last lap and made a very aggressive move in the 
infield switchbacks, standing Sapko up momen- 
tarily and taking over the fourth-place position. 
Johnson styled for the large crowd on the finish- 
line triple as the checkers came out, with Gottas 
claiming a well-deserved second. Hammond took 
control of third and Mercer grabbed fourth, leay~ 
ing the dejected Sapko to round out the top five. 

Before the second round of motos, an easter- 
ly wind blew in cold air off nearby Lake Michi- 











gan, dropping temperatures, darkening up the 
already cloudy skies, and bringing with it a fog- 
like drizzle. The unfavorable weather conditions 
turned the near-perfect hard-packed track into a 
very slippery skating rink, sending riders scram- 
bling for additional tear-offs. 

Moto two looked to be a repeat of the first, 
but with the fast-changing weather conditions, 
anything could happen. Johnson miscued the 
start of moto two and found himself rounding 
turn one in a distant eighth, while Hammond 
immediately began to put distance on the field, 
along with Gottas and Sapko. By the end of the 
second lap, Johnson was pulling out all the 
stops, charging through the pack, and he passed 
both Sapko and Gottas within three turns of 
each other. By lap four, Johnson had reeled in 
Hammond and the pair went side by side 
through the rockers. Johnson took the lead that 
he would hold for the rest of the moto to claim 
the overall with a 1-1. Hammond held on to sec- 
ond to secure that position on the podium, while 
Gottas fended off the charges of Sapko. Mercer 

‚ was once again the spoiler, putting another last- 
làp pass on Sapko to steal fourth and fourth 
overall. Sapko settled for fifth.

Ева funny thing how a little bit of 
good luck can propel a sport. Some- 
times a legend appears out of the 
oodwork and takes his chosen sport to 
other level. Whether it be a Michael 
prdan, a Mike Tyson or a Jeremy 
[cGrath, particular sports have risen - 
d/or sunk - to new levels just because 

a name - or just plain luck. 

In Europe, motocross is now in its 
ost important year ever. In 1998, 
otocross on the cold shores of Eng- 
nd, Belgium, Holland, France and any 

er great motocross nation should be 
an all-time high. New television deals 

e taking motocross to more homes 
an ever before, and it is anticipated 
at this year's viewership of the World 
Б0сс Motocross Championships will 
bach well over the 50-million mark. . 

In 1997, with not a lot of live 
otocross, the viewing audience was 
6,704,000. An amazing 20 million peo- 
le watched the Indonesian round of the 
Б0 and more than a million watched 
bunds in Spain, Holland and France. 

If you're stunned by the television 
overage, then have a look at the 
mount of press coverage, as a whop- 
ing 16,294,200 people read about each 
Б0сс GP and an overall yearly amount 
260,707,200 people keep an eye on the 
rand Prix season. The numbers are 
aggering. 

| Add to the live television coverage 
he facts that there are many new pro- 
hoters and that race fans are getting 
letter venues and more access to the 
ders. Yes, 1998 is going to be the year 
рт a huge upturn in the motocross 
ene over here in Europe. 
| Think again. 

Typically poor weather in the 
onths of March and April have sent 
e GP crowd numbers into a down- 
yard spiral as knowledgeable 
otocross crowds are keeping away 
це to the availability of the television 
bverage. Let's face it: Who wants to sit 
n the rain watching 40 guys in mud- 
bvered clothing doing their best to 
Бер their machines from being swept 
to the next country? 

But, then again, the rainy weather 
as also hurt the television ratings. 








Looking at this year's opening rounds 
on television was anything but mind- 
blowing. Take for our first example the 
opening round in sunny Spain. Torren- 
tial rain turned the World 250cc 
Motocross opener into a joke. Such rid- 
ers as Stefan Everts and Pit Beirer blast- 
ed around the Talavera track with a 
style akin to Mike Tyson doing ballet. (It 
was ugly.) For motocross followers, it 
could not have been any worse. The 
sport we feel is equal to any other was 
being seen by large (really large) num- 
bers, and we.all knew many were 
switching the channel on their televi- 
sions as soon as the first few laps had 
been completed. Even for motocross 
lovers, it was boring. 

What came next was Portugal, more 
rain and another seriously uninteresting 
show. Amazingly, the following round 
in the Netherlands (where rain is the 
country's pastime) would bring magic 
racing and no rain, but what followed in 
round four in France one week later was 
Stefan Everts walking away with two 
motos and showing the world he is the 
man. 

Even Everts himself told the story. 

“It must have been boring to watch. I 
hope the crowd liked it, though," said 
the Belgian legend after his monopoly. 
Making Everts' win all the more boring 
was the fact that overnight rain had 
turned the hilly French track into anoth- 
er one-lined procession. 

At least the French event was 
smartened up a little with some super- 
cross-style (European, anyway) dancing 
girls, and rock ‘n’ roll music blasting out 
of huge speakers. 

Rounds of the World 125 and 500cc 
Motocross Championships were also 
lacking any color. The opening two 
rounds of the 125s, held in Brazil and 
Spain, attracted great weather, but 
unfortunately the overzealous promot- 
ers watered the tracks at both events far 
too much in early-morning preparation 
(this does not only happen at the 
Motocross des Nations) and both 
rounds produced one-line racing. In 
fact, watching the weekly motocross 
update on the television, one could have 
been excused for thinking one was

watching a game of follow- 
the-leader. 

The 500cc GPs were not 
different - rain, snow and a 
little sunshine gave anoth- 
er indication the Lord 
above does not like 
motocross. And it's not 
only the rain that's giving 
motocross a bad name. 

While America has the 
services of Jeremy 
McGrath to pull supercross 
and your outdoor series 
into one of the fastest- 
growing sports in the good 
old USA, we have guys 
such as Shayne and Darryll 
King (both great riders, but 
superstars they are not), 

Alessio Chiodi (a small 

Italian who is better- 

known for the changes in 

his hair color than his rac- 

ing career) or even Stefan 

Everts, who might be a leg- 

end in Belgium, but to be 

honest is a little ordinary 

in the superstar qualities. 

Sure, Everts is possibly the 

greatest motocrosser of all time; his 
record of more than 30 GP overall wins 
and four World Motocross Champi- 
onships (soon to be five), not to mention 
his two Motocross des Nations victories, 
are things of which legends are made. 
But even Mr. Everts is not a McGrath. If 
you're needing a good night's sleep and 
want some sleeping pills, don't bother; 
instead, have a talk with several of the 
European riders - they will put you to 
sleep quicker than any tablet. 

Here in Europe, we love hard, fast, 
outdoor racing - not that jump stuff you 
have in America - but one thing we 
could learn to do is to fill an arena with 
people, which is hard to do with riders 
whose personalities are anything but 
exciting. We could also do with a little 
sunshine. 

The days of heroes such as Roger 
DeCoster, Joel Robert and Jean-Michel 
Bayle are over for the time being. Maybe 
we could survive if we had two or three 
Stefan Everts, but one just isn't enough.

Bringing over star-studded Ameri- 
cans was often a way to get the imagina- 
tion going. Riders such as Bobby Moore, 
Donny Schmit, Trampas Parker, Brad 
Lackey, Danny LaPorte - to name a few - 
did just that. The only problem now is 
that a lot of those guys came to Europe 
for a better living. Sure, LaPorte had 
nearly won an American championship, 
but he knew he would be getting a great 
deal here in Europe. For a great deal 
now, only the top guys are being asked. 
The days of middle-of-the-road Ameri- 
cans coming over and taking home 
World Championships are long gone. 
Only a Jeremy McGrath or Jeff Emig 
will do it now, and Europe can't afford 
those guys. 

So our little problem in Europe at the 
moment is easily fixed; all we need is 
good weather and a guy who can race 
like Stefan Evérts but is as charismatic 
as Tom Cruise.
